DESCRIPTIONS OF THE NEW GENERA AND SPECIES 
OF PHYTOPHAGOUS COLEOPTERA 
OBTAINED BY DR. MODIGLIANI IN SUMATRA 
BY MARTIN JACOBY 


Since the descriptions of the ('oleoptera of “ Midden Sumatra ” 
published by the Leyden Museum in 1 88b no similar work on 
the fauna of that great island has to my knowledge appeared ; 
it was the more interesting to receive from Dr. Gestro the large 
collection of Pliytophaga obtained by Dr. Modigliani in Sumatra 
for my examination. Nothing is of more use to the study of 
Entomology than faunistic work, all isolated descriptions being 
rather a hindrance then otherwise, since they have to be looked 
for amongst unknown numbers of publications. Sumatra no 
doubt, contains, like many other islands of the Malayan region, 
numerous interesting and unknown forms, and many years must 
elapse before we can hope to be acquainted in a thorough way 
with its insect fauna. It may therefore be too early yet to ge- 
neralize with any degree of certainty as to the affinities of the 
different islands with each other and the southern parts of India, 
although "Wallace has attempted this and come to certain con- 
clusions. As far as the Phytophaga are concerned, there certainly 
seems ground for the assumption that Sumatra has many affi- 
nities with Burmah and other parts of India, even more perhaps 
than with Borneo or Java; in regard to the genus Sagra how- 
ever, the latter named islands seem to produce, or are the 
principal home of these handsome insects, which in Sumatra are 
only represented by one or two species, while India again is 
rich in Sagras, and since these insects are of large size and 
handsome appearance it is not likely that they should have been 
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missed by collectors in Sumatra. On the other hand, the Ku/nol- 
pitlae, Hullicidae and (i 'filer ticiclae are numerously represented in 
that island and contain striking and interesting forms, often 
expressed in the curiously excavated head of the male or the 
structure of the antennae which have frequently single enor- 
mously developed joints, or are furnished with long spikes in 
several species of (Inlcrttcidfie. In the present collection the genus 
XodosfotHft is largely represented, more in regard to the number 
of individuals than species, this and the closely allied genus 
Ilhypurida are exclusively confined to the Eastern region. More 
than 140 new species of Phylophaga are here described as well 
as several new genera, this is more than double the number 
described by me in the former dutch publication, above referred to. 

CRIOCERINAE. 

1 . Lema capitata, n. sp. — Black, the basal joint of the antennae, 
the head, thorax, elytra and the legs partly fulvous, thorax 
with two transverse sulci, elytra deeply and closely punctate- 
striate, without basal depression, the ninth row entire. 

Length 2-2 1 / 4 lines. 

Head finely punctured and pubescent at the vertex, the latter 
often with an obscure blackish spot , not raised or tuberculate 
but with a short and narrow groove more or less distinct, eyes 
large , moderately deeply notched, the clypeus and the labrum 
black, finely pubescent, antennae black, the basal (sometimes 
the two lower and the apical joint) joint fulvous, the following 
two joints fulvous at their base, of equal length; thorax slightly 
broader than long, the sides but very moderately constricted at 
the middle, the surface with a transverse groove at each side, 
nearly extending to ihe middle and the usual rather deep basal 
sulcus, the disc with a few rows of line punctures, scutellum 
truncate at its apex, elytra without basal depression, deeply and 
closely punctate-striate, testaceous or pale fulvous; underside 
black, clothed with yellowish pubescence, legs fulvous, the tibiae 
towards the apex and the tarsi more or less black. 
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I fab. Balighe, October 1800. March 1801. 

There are six specimens of this species before me all agreeing 
in the above particulars ; the doubly sulcate thorax places this 
species near L. lacerlosn , Lac. but the punctures and pubescence 
at the vertex, the obscure black spot on the latter place and 
the system of coloration differs quite from any Eastern Lema 
with which I am acquainted. 

2. Lema occulta, n. sp. — Black, the head, thorax, the anterior 
femora and the abdomen fulvous, thorax impunctate, elytra with 
basal depression, fulvous, a transverse band at the base and a 
spot near the apex, black, the punctures strong anteriorly, more 
finely so posteriorly. 

Var. Elytra entirely black. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head impunctate, fulvous, intraocular space swollen, with a 
central groove , the space surrounding the eyes , clothed with 
yellowish hairs, clypeus and labrum black, antennae long, black, 
the basal two joints fulvous, third and fourth joint equal; tho- 
rax slightly broader than long, the sides moderately constricted, 
the basal sulcus deep, the surface with a double row of very 
minute punctures at the middle , only visible under a. strong 
lens, sciitellum fulvous, elytra with a depression below the base, 
black , rather strongly punctate-striate anteriorly, and at the 
sides, the interstices at the latter place near the apex, costate, 
here and there with a few very minute punctures, the ninth 
row entire ; the breast and the legs black, clothed with whitish 
hairs, the anterior femora and sometimes part of the interme- 
diate ones, fulvous as well as the abdomen. 

/fab. Benculen, April, Padang. 

The typical banded form (what I take it for) and the variety 
look at first sight as specifically distinct but there can be no 
doubt that both represent the same species; in the type, the 
elytra are fulvous , with a black basal band which extends to 
about a fourth part of their length and extends across the suture 
to the lateral margins, a large black spot is also placed near 
the apex without quite extending to the sides, this form resembles 
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niiirli L. (irstroi, Jac. from Java, Imt in that species the antennae 
are entirely fulvous, the posterior spot is much larger and the 
abdomen is black , the thoracic sulcus is also much less deep 
and placed higher; the black variety of the present species 
agrees in every tiling except the colour of the elytra, of both 
forms several specimens are before me. 

MEGALOPODINAE. 


3. Pedrillia sumatrana, n. sp. — Fulvous, pubescent, antennae 
(the basal two joints excepted) and the four anterior tibiae and 
tarsi black, thorax finely, elytra strongly and closely punctured. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head impunctate, fulvous as well as the labrum and palpi, 
eyes rather large, widely separated, antennae scarcely extending 
beyond the base of the thorax, black, the basal two joints ful- 
vous, first joint rather long, curved, second short, third and 
fourth nearly equal, terminal joints widened, as broad as long, 
thorax strongly narrowed in front and at the base, the sides 
strongly produced into a broad oblique projection, the disc finely 
punctured, each puncture provided with a fulvous hair, elytra 
strongly but not very closely punctured, clothed like the thorax 
with fulvous hairs, legs robust, the femora fulvous as well as 
the posterior tibiae and tarsi, the four anterior ones black. 

Hub. Pangherang-Pisang. A single specimen. 

This is the first species of the present genus known from the 
Malayan region, it differs in the colour of the antennae and legs 
from its Eastern allies from India and Japan. 


CLYTRINAE. 


A. Aspidolopha sumatrana, n. sp. — Flavous, the antennae 
(the basal joints excepted) and the apex of the anterior tibiae 
more or less black, head dark bluish, thorax finely and closely 
punctured at the sides, elytra very closely and distinctly punc- 
tured. 
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Mas. Thorax with a cenlral bluish spot, olytra entirely me- 
tallic blue. 

b'etn. r rhorax unspotted, elytra llavous, a narrow transverse 
band at the base and a broad band below the middle, metallic, 
blue. 

Length 2 3 / 4 -3 lines. 

Mas. Head dark blue, nearly entirely rugose and very finely 
pubescent , the clypeus depressed , labruni and palpi fulvous , 
antennae extending to the base of the thorax, the lower four 
joints fulvous, the rest black, strongly widened and transverse; 
thorax more than twice as broad as long, the sides obliquely 
narrowed in front, the posterior angles rounded, the median lobe 
broad, but slightly produced , the surface closely punctured at 
the sides, the punctures of unequal size, the middle very sparingly 
punctured, with a V shaped dark-blue mark, the sides fulvous; 
scutellum thickened at the apex , the latter truncate , fulvous , 
the base , bluish , finely pubescent ; elytra closely and rather 
evenly and distinctly punctured , the interstices at the sides 
somewhat wrinkled, underside and legs fulvous, clothed with 
yellow short pubescence, the lower portion of the anterior tibiae, 
dark blue, anterior tarsi black. 

flab. Pangherang-Pisang Octob. 1890. March 1891. 

The female is larger, more convex and resembles in its pattern 
L imperialism Baly, but that species is larger and has an entirely 
impunctate thorax without blue marking. 

CRYPTOCEPHAL1XAE. 

b. Bucharis minutus, n. sp. — Black, the basal joints of the 
antennae and the legs fulvous, thorax distinctly punctured near 
the base only, elytra very finely punctate-striate, the base with 
stronger punctures. 

Length 1 / i - l / 2 line. 

Of posteriorly slightly narrowed shape, shining black, the head 
with a few minute punctures at the vertex, the eyes large, not 
closely approached , narrowly and angularly emarginate at the 
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middle, antennae very short, only extending to the middle of 
the thorax, the lower four or live joints Havens, the rest darker, 
the second and third joints small, the terminal ones forming a 
transversely-shaped club, thorax more than twice as broad as 
long, scarcely widened, the* sides evenly rounded, the angles 
distinct but not produced, the surface with a lew very line 
punctures, irregularly distributed, the base a little more closely 
and strongly punctured , with a row of closely placed strong 
punctures along the basal margin which is produced into a point 
in front of the scutellum , a few similar punctures also accom- 
pany the lateral margins, scutellum narrowly lanceolate, elytra 
subcylindrical , not depressed below the base, finely punctate- 
striate; the commencement of each row at the base marked by 
deeper punctures, the interstices impunctate, the last two at the 
sides slightly convex, elytral epi pleurae below the shoulders but 
slightly produced and rounded, prosternum sub(|uadrate, broader 
than long, its base straight, the surface strongly but sparingly 
punctured, mesosternum narrowly transverse, distinctly punc- 
tured, legs fulvous or piceous with the tibiae and tarsi fulvous. 

Ilab. Padang, Benculen, Oauer. 

One of the smallest species of this genus, of which it seems 
to possess all the principal characters, the pointed median lobe 
of the thorax which closely tits the narrow, not elevated scu- 
tellum and the shape of the prosternum ; the eyes are not deeply 
notched and the antennae have the club six-jointed, the pygidium 
is not covered by the elytra and the last abdominal segment of 
the female has a shallow fovea. 

(). Biicharis oculatus, n. sp. Black, shining, the basal joints 
of the antennae and the legs fulvous, thorax distinctly punctured 
at the base only, elytra strongly and regularly punctate-striate, 
the interstices at the sides convex. 

Length a / 4 line. 

Of nearly cylindrical, posteriorly not widened shape 1 , tin 1 eyes 
extremely large , occupying the entire sides and vertex of tilt* 
head where they touch, they are but slightly and angularly 
emarginate at their inner margin, clypeus llattened , rather 
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strongly punctured, labrum and palpi fiavous, antennae extend- 
ing to the base of the elytra, the lower five or six joints fiavous, 
the others black, third, fourth and fifth joints slender, equal, the 
following ones slightly thickened, but longer than broad, thorax 
more than twice as broad as long, the sides slightly rounded 
and narrowed in front, the anterior portion rather strongly de- 
llexed, the posterior margin produced at the middle into a short 
point, the surface very sparingly impressed with round punctures 
which are more distinct and closely placed at the base, forming 
also a transverse row near the posterior margin, scutellum nar- 
rowly lanceolate, elytra with rather strong and widely placed 
punctured striae which remain distinct to the apex, each row 
being marked at the base by a deeper impressed puncture, the 
interstices smooth , the last two at the sides, convex, pygidium 
not covered by the elytra , underside black , the prosternum 
broader than long, its base straight, its surface finely punctured, 
legs fulvous. 

/lab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

This equally small species may be at once distinguished from 
the preceding one, which it closely resembles by the very large 
eyes which meet at the vertex and are almost contiguous, the 
antennae are also longer and less thickened at the terminal 
joints and the elytra have deeper striae; the species cannot be 
the male of the preceding one, as I have both sexes of that 
insect before me. 

7. Bucharis constricticollis, n. sp. — Below black, the lower 
part of the face, the thorax, legs and the last abdominal segment 
fulvous , thorax with transverse sulcus near the middle , elytra 
black, deeply punctate-striate. 

Length 3 /4 bne. 

Of somewhat broad , subquadrate shape , the eyes occupying 
the entire upper portion of the head and sides , contiguous at 
the vertex, clypeus fiavous, distinctly and rather closely punc- 
tured , antennae extending to the middle of the elytra , black , 
the lower three joints more or less distinctly fulvous, the third, 
fourth and fifth joints equal , short , the following joints more 
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elongate but slightly widened, distinctly longer than broad, 
thorax twice as broad as long, the side's strongly dellexed, the 
lateral margins straight , not visible when the insect is viewed 
from above, the disc with a rather dee}) transverse constriction 
or sulcus, more strongly marked at the sides, with a few punc- 
tures near the base, the posterior margin scarcely produced at 
the middle, slightly pointed, accompaniel by a row of deeper 
punctures, scutellum narrowly lanceolate, black, elytra deeply 
and regularly punctate-striate, the commencement of each row- 
marked by a deeper puncture, the interstices slightly raised, 
especially at the sides; prosternum and legs as w r ell as the last 
abdominal segment, fulvous. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang. A single specimen. 

This little species is well distinguished by the shape of its 
thorax, which looks much narrowed, when viewed from above, 
the transverse sulcation placed almost at ihe middle and the 
comparatively long antennae will further assist in the recognition 
of this species. 

8. Melixanthus aterrimus, n. sp. — Deep black, the basal joints 
of the antennae, the cl y pens and the legs flavous, thorax im- 
punctate on the disc, elytra deeply punctate-striate, the interstices 
convex at Ihe sides. 

Length i / 2 line. 

Of subquadrate, posteriorly slightly narrowed shape, the head 
impunctate, the eyes very large, occupying the entire sides and 
touching at the top of the head , clypens dellexed , llavous as 
well as the labrum, scarcely perceptibly punctured, antennae 
extending slightly beyond the base of the thorax, the lower six 
joints llavous, of nearly equal length, the others black, trans- 
versely widened , thorax strongly transverse, greatly narrowed 
in front, the sides strongly dellexed, the anterior margin accom- 
panied by a deej) but narrow sulcus, the base near the margin 
with a row of deep punctures, the rest of the surface entirely 
impunctate, shining, the basal margin produced at the middle 
into an' obtuse point, scutellum very elongate and narrow, elytra 
with deep striae which are finely punctured except at tin* base, 
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the interstices convex, especially so at the sides, pygidium finely 
punctured and pubescent; below black, impunctate, the legs 
flavous, prosternum subquadrate, one half broader than long, 
with a few punctures, the sides with a narrow groove, the 
posterior margin straight. 

I fab. Panglierang-Pisang , Siboga. 

This very small species may be distinguished from M. winutm, 
Jac. (Novi tat. Zoolog., 1 89/i) by the impunctate thorax and the 
black colour of its upper and under side. 

( J. Cryptocephalus singulars, n. sp. — Flavous, the antennae 
black, thorax impunctate, reddish-fulvous, elytra very finely 
punctate-striate , flavous , two transverse spots at the base and 
a small one below the middle, black. 

Length 1 3 / 4 line. 

Head fulvous or (in one specimen) pieeous , flat , with a few 
fine punctures, eyes large, angularly notched, clypeus strongly 
transverse, separated by a groove from the face, sparingly punc- 
tured, la brum and palpi flavous, antennae scarcely extending to 
the middle of the elytra, black, the third joint scarcely longer 
than the second, terminal joints thickened, thorax more than 
twice as broad as long, much narrowed in front and widened 
at the middle, the sides but slightly rounded, the surface entirety 
impunctate, reddish-fulvous, the posterior margin very narrowly 
black, finely serrulate, scutellum broad, flavous, narrowly mar- 
gined with pieeous, elytra very finely punctate-striate, the punc- 
tures widely placed but distinct to the apex, flavous, a transverse 
narrow band at the base, surrounding the scutellum at which 
place the elytra are raised, and a spot on the shoulders, as well 
as the lateral margin below the base and the epipleurae as far 
as the basal lobe, black, another small spot of irregular shape 
is also placed near the apex, half way between the sutural and 
lateral margin , the suture is likewise very narrowly black , 
pygidium nearly impunctate, flavous, like the rest of the under- 
side, legs pale fulvous, prosternum subquadrate, rather longer 
than broad , its basal margin straight , the surface slightly de- 
pressed, finely transversely rugose. 

Ann. del Mus. Civ. di St. JSut. Serie v 2.», Vol. XVI (:» Maggio 1896) 
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I lab. Si-Bambe, Pangherang-Pisang. 

This is a pretty little species , well distinguished by the ful- 
vous nearly rufous thorax, the fiavous elytra and their pattern. 

10. Cryptocephalus Gemmingeri, n. sp. — Black, head distinctly, 
thorax extremely finely punctured , elytra strongly punctate- 
striate, the interstices with a row of finer punctures , black , a 
transverse broad band near the base, bright fulvous, underside 
and legs black. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head rather strongly but not closely punctured, black, eyes 
deeply notched, clypeus transversely depressed, with a few tine 
punctures, antennae with the basal joint pieeous, the following 
seven joints black , the rest wanting , thorax very convex , the 
sides strongly deflexed , the lateral margins rather rounded , 
strongly narrowed in front, the posterior angles produced, the 
posterior margin truncate and Insinuate in front of the scutellum, 
the surface sparingly impressed with fine obsolete punctures, 
black, shining, scutellum longer than broad, its apex obtuse, the 
base with a small fovea, elytra narrowed posteriorly, regularly 
and strongly punctate-striate , the interstices with some finer 
punctures, arranged in somewhat irregular rows, the black co- 
lour interrupted by a bright fiavous transverse band , which 
commencing a short distance below the base extends downwards 
a little below the middle, the anterior edge of this band is irre- 
gularly dentate and extends slightly upwards at the suture, the 
posterior margin is more regular and slightly oblique, pygidium 
finely punctured and pubescent, underside and legs black, pro- 
sternum broad, slightly narrowed posteriorly, the posterior angles 
produced, the surface finely rugose ; the last abdominal segment 
with a deep fovea. 

Hah. Sumatra (my collection). 

In coloration, this species resembles C. f lavicinctus , Jac. from 
Birmah, also (\ jmticalU, .lac. and several other Indian forms, 
from the first named it is distinguished by the entirely black 
thorax and the want of the subapical elytral fiavous spot; C. 
jxisfira/is has a fulvous head and thoracic margin, the position 
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of the tiavous band which does not extend to the base, separates 
the species from the other Indian forms. 

LAMPROSOMINAE. 

I i. Oomorphus nigritum, n. sp. — Black, thorax extremely finely 
punctured, elytra more strongly punctured, in closely approached 
longitudinal rows. 

Length 1 line. 

Head impunctate, with a deep short sulcus in front of the 
eyes, the latter large, narrowly notched, clypeus separated from 
the face by an obsolete transverse depression, its anterior edge 
concave, antennae short, black, the basal two joints fulvous, the 
eighth joint small, terminal three joints thickened, not longer 
than broad, thorax strongly transverse, widened at the middle, 
the sides straight, much narrowed in front, posterior margin 
slightly sinuate at the sides, its medial lobe scarcely produced 
but rather pointed, the surface very finely and not very closely 
punctured, the punctuation a little more distinct near the base, 
the anterior margin accompanied by a narrow transverse groove, 
scutellum very small, elytra regularly convex, the apex rounded, 
each elytron with fifteen or sixteen rows of distinct punctures, 
visible to the apex but more obsolete at that place, black with 
a slight bluish tint, underside black as well as the legs, pro- 
sternum narrowly elongate, constricted at the middle, impunctate. 

I fab. Si-Rambe, Mt. Singalang (Beccari). 

Differing from 0. japanus , Jac. in the colour of the underside 
and the punctuation of the elytra ; this is the only species of 
the genus known from the Malayan region. 

12. Lamprosoma Modiglianii , n. sp. — Narrowed posteriorly, 
obscure cupreous below, reddish-cupreous above, thorax finely 
but not very closely punctured, elytra closely and somewhat 
irregularly punctate-striate, legs nearly black. 

Length 1 1 / i line. 

Head impunctate, Hat, the middle with a triangular depression, 
thorax strongly transverse, the sides straight and greatly nar- 
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rowed ; interiorly, the middle widened, the median basal lobe 
rather acute in front of the scutellum, basal margin sinuate at 
each side , the surface finely and evenly but not very closely 
punctured, scutellum small, blackish, elytra strongly convex, 
narrowed posteriorly, the shoulders scarcely prominent, the basal 
lobe below the shoulders angulate but not much produced, the 
surface more strongly punctured than the thorax, the punctures 
placed in closely approached not very regular rows which become 
finer and more indistinct towards the apex , underside obscure 
greenish cupreous , the legs more or less black , prosternum 
elongate, narrowed at the middle, with a few fine punctures, 
abdomen sparingly punctured, claws appendiculate. 

/lab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

This is the first species of La/ttprosomi known from the Ma- 
layan region, China and Japan having furnished some few other 
representatives of the genus. 1 am unfortunately not able to say 
anything about the antennae of the present species, as all my 
endeavours to dislodge them from their deeply placed groove 
have failed and there are only two specimens available for exa- 
mination ; the Sumatran species resembles greatly in colour and 
shape many of its South American congeners but the punctuation 
of the elytra is closer and less regular than is generally the 
case. 


KPMOLPIDA E. 

A rnobiopsis, gen n 

Body elongate, subcylindrical, antennae filiform, the second 
joint elongate, as long as the third, thorax subcylindrical, broader 
than long, the angles dentiform, elytra broader than the thorax, 
punctate-striate, femora incrassate, with a small tooth, interme- 
diate tibiae emarginate at the apex, posterior ones entire, claws 
acutely appendiculate, the anterior margin of the thoracic epister- 
num concave; prosternum subquadrate, the base truncate. 

The species for which the present genus is proposed has 
somewhat the appearance and shape of a Tt/po/t/toras or Sytiynn s. 
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it will however enter the first group of Chapins’ arrangement, 
the Iphimeinae on account of the structure of the thoracic epi- 
sternum ; Chnjsolumpra seems to be the nearest allied genus, 
from which and any other of that group, the present insect 
differs in the long second joint of the antennae and the tooth 
at all the femora. The structure of the antennae and the entire 
posterior tibiae separates the genus from Xodostomu. 

13. Arnobiopsis bicolor, n. sp. — Black, the head, antennae, 
thorax, scutellum and the base of the femora rufous, head and 
thorax remotely punctured, elytra punctate-striate, the punctures 
very tine below the middle, the knees, tibiae and tarsi, black. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head remotely but rather strongly punctured , the clypeus 
not separated from the face, its anterior edge semicircular, eyes 
entire, labrurn fulvous, mandibles black, antennae not extending 
to the middle of the elytra, pale fulvous, the basal joint dilated, 
short, the second rather longer than the third joint, fourth and 
following joints elongate, not thickened; thorax one half broader 
than long, subcylindrical or somewhat subquadrate, the sides 
slightly and evenly rounded, the angles produced into a small 
tooth , the surface rather convex , strongly but remotely and 
unevenly punctured, rufous; scutellum slightly longer than broad, 
rufous ; elytra broader at the base than the thorax , with a 
transverse depression below the base, strongly punctate-striate 
anteriorly and at the sides, the punctures very tine towards the 
apex, the colour deep black, shining, below and the knees, tibiae 
and tarsi black, the two basal thirds of the femora rufous, the 
anterior tibiae slightly curved and dilated at the apex, third 
tarsal joint deeply bilobed ; prosternum subquadrate , slightly 
widened at the base, the latter truncate. 

Hub. Si-Ram be , March and December. 

The three specimens contained in this collection do not differ 
in any way from each other. 

14. Nodostoma atripes, n. sp. — Black, the basal three joints 
of the antennae and the head more or less fulvous, thorax deeply 
and remotely punctured, ungulate below the middle, elytra dark 
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fulvous, with deep basal depression, strongly punctured ante- 
riorly, finely posteriorly, the sides at the shoulder with a short 
oblique costa. 

Var. Thorax and the base of the anterior femora fulvous. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head black at the vertex, fulvous at the lower portion, strongly 
but remotely punctured, the epistome not separated from the 
face and not more closely punctured than the head , palpi ful- 
vous, antennae not extending to the middle of the elytra, black, 
the lower three joints fulvous, third and fourth joints equal, 
slightly shorter than the fifth, terminal joints slightly thickened ; 
thorax twice as broad as long, the sides ungulate immediately 
below the middle, narrowly transversely sulcate close to the 
anterior margin, the surface very deeply and remotely punctured, 
the punctures round and large, not more closely placed at the 
sides than at the disc, the latter shining black ; scutellum longer 
than broad, fulvous, its apex truncate, the surface impunctate ; 
elytra dark reddish-fulvous, deeply transversely depressed below 
the base, the latter convex, the shoulders acute, prominent and 
followed by a short oblique costa, the punctures strong within 
the depression and at the extreme basal margin, rest of the disc 
finely punctate, below and the legs black. 

I fab. Panglierang-Pisang, March and October. Si-Rambe, March 
and December. 

Of this small species T have five specimens for comparison . 
the black head, thorax and legs in the type and the deep and 
remote punctuation of the thorax, separate it from most of its 
allies , the small size and other details from ,Y. nitjripes , Paly ; 
although in the variety the base of the femora and the head 
and thorax are fulvous, the tibiae and rest of the legs remain 
black as well as the antennae, excepting their basal three joints, 
the colour of the elytra is also of a more rich fulvous than is 
generally the case in many other species of this genus. 

1 5. Nodostoma lateripunctatum, n. sp. — Pale fulvous, the head 
impunctate, thorax angulate near the base, strongly punctured 
at the same place, elytra with deep basal depression , strongly 
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punctured within the latter, finely towards the apex, the sides 
with a short oblique costa at the shoulders. 

Length l x / 2 line. 

Head impunctate, clypeus separated at the sides by a few 
punctures, antennae extending to about the middle of the elytra, 
flavous, the third and fourth joints equal, slender, thorax at 
least twice as broad as long, the sides strongly obliquely nar- 
rowed anteriorly, distinctly angulate near the base, the surface 
with a transverse groove near the anterior margin, sparingly 
but strongly punctured at the sides near the base , the rest of 
the disc nearly impunctate or with a few fine punctures, the 
posterior angles with a single long hair, elytra convex, the 
shoulders very prominent , with a short costa running to the 
lateral margin , the base with a deep transverse depression , 
strongly punctured within the latter, rest of the surface finely 
punctate-striate ; femora unarmed. 

I lab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

This Xodostoma is closely allied to iV. nigritarsis , Jac. likewise 
from Sumatra, but differs in the iiavous colour and legs which 
is the same in the eight specimens before me ; the strong punc- 
tures near the base and posterior angles of the thorax in con- 
nection with the other particulars pointed out above, are the 
principal distinguishing features of this species ; the penis is 
short and strongly curved , the apex is not narrowed but mo- 
derately pointed, the excavated portion does not extend far 
upwards. 

16. Nodostoma nigrosuturatum, n. sp. — Black, head, antennae 
and legs fulvous, thorax strongly punctured, angulate at the 
middle, the disc more or less black, the margins fulvous, elytra 
with basal depression, finely punctate-striate, fulvous, the margins 
narrowly and a broad sutural band, narrowed and abbreviated 
posteriorly, black. 

Var. a. Elytra without black margins, the sutural band narrow 
or only indicated. 

Var. b. Thorax fulvous, the other parts as in the type. 

Length l */ 2 lines. 
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Head strongly but sparingly punctured at the sides, the clypeus 
not separated , more closely punctured , its anterior margin pi- 
eeous , lahruin fulvous , mandibles black , antennae long and 
slender, the lower four joints fulvous , the others nearly black, 
terminal joints slender and elongate, not thickened; thorax twice 
as broad as long, the sides angulate below the middle, the disc 
strongly but remotely punctured, with an anterior transverse 
groove, black, the margins more or less fulvous, scutellum ful- 
vous, its apex broadly rounded, elytra with a distinct depression 
below the base, the latter convex, punctured like the rest of the 
surface, the punctures as usual stronger within the depression 
than at the rest of the disc, often surrounded by a piceous ring, 
the lateral margins more or less black, the suture with another 
broad band of variable width, gradually narrowed towards the 
apex ; underside black, legs fulvous. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang , Pea-Kagia , Lumut , Balighe. 

This is one of the few species, in which the underside is 
black and therefore comparatively easy of recognition; in the 
seven specimens before me there is no variation in this respect 
but the amount of black on the upper surface is variable ; X irn- 
pressipeiinisj Jac. is a closely allied species but has no black 
but a fulvous underside. 

17. Nodostonia nigroviride, n. sp. — Broadly subquadrate, 
metallic dark green, the lab rum and the base of the’ antennae, 
fulvous, thorax with strongly rounded sides, sparingly punctured, 
elytra with basal depression, distinctly punctured anteriorly, the 
sides and apex nearly impunctate. 

Length 2 1 / 2 lines. 

Head with a few line punctures, a little more strongly and 
closely punctured at the base of the clypeus, labrum and palpi 
fulvous, antennae slender, extending to the middle of the elytra, 
black , the lower three joints fulvous , the basal joint stained 
with metallic green above, terminal joints scarcely thickened, 
thorax rather more than twice as broad as long, of equal width, 
the sides strongly rounded, the angles produced, the surface 
with a distinct anterior transverse sulcus, rather strongly but 
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sparingly punctured at the disc, nearly impiuictate near the 
margins, scutellum subquadrate, elytra broad, subquadrate, with 
a distinct transverse depression below the base , the shoulders 
prominent, followed by a short costa, the punctures strong within 
the depression and arranged in two rows near the suture the 
rest of the disc extremely finely punctate, nearly indistinct, un- 
derside and legs nearly black. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

The uniform dark metallic green colour, the rounded sides of 
the thorax and the sculpturing of the latter will help to distin- 
guish this species from others of a uniform coloration, the male 
is of a little more parallel shape , the thorax has the sides 
slightly angulate below the middle and the surface more strongly 
punctured but as there is only one specimen of that sex before 
me I am unable to say whether these differences are constant 
in the sexes. 

18. Nodostoma viridissimum, n. sp. — Metallic green, basal 
joints of the antennae fulvous, the others black, thorax with 
rounded sides, deeply punctured, elytra strongly punctate-striate, 
the base convex , transversely depressed , tibiae aureous , tarsi 
black. 

Length 1 l j 2 -2 lines. 

Head coarsely and closely punctured, the interstices more or 
less convex and rugose, the epistome not separated from the 
face, deeply semicircularly concave at the anterior margin, palpi 
fulvous, antennae extending a little beyond the base of the 
elytra, black, the lower three joints fulvous, the first metallic 
green above ; thorax twice as broad as long, the sides rounded, 
narrowed in front, the anterior angles produced into a short 
tootli , the surface as deeply but not as closely punctured as 
the head, with a short transverse sulcus at the sides near the 
anterior margin which disappears at the middle, scutellum broad, 
impunctate, its apex broadly rounded ; elytra wider at the base 
than the thorax, deeply transversely depressed below the base, 
the latter convex, deeply punctate-striate anteriorly 7 , the punc- 
tures closely place l but getting gradually smaller towards the

apex, the interstices shining and impunctate, slightly transversely 
rugose below the shoulders, underside and legs metallic green 
like the upper surface, the tibiae more or less aureous, the tarsi 
black, prosternum very broad, coarsely and remotely punctured. 

Ilab. Sumatra (my collection). 

The colour of the antennae, rounded sides of the thorax and 
its coarse punctuation, colour of the tibiae will distinguish this 
species from any other Eastern form. There are eight specimens 
before me. 

19. Nodostoma bipartitum, n. sp. — Fulvous, the antennae (the 
basal joints excepted) the knees, tibiae and tarsi black, thorax 
finely and remotely punctured, with rounded sides, elytra finely 
punctate-striate, with deep basal depression, the basal third por- 
tion fulvous, the rest, black, femora with a minute tooth. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head sparingly and finely punctured, rather strongly longi- 
tudinally strigose above the eyes, the clypeus not separated from 
the face, with a few punctures, reddish-fulvous, antennae only 
extending to the base of the elytra , black , the lower three 
joints fulvous, basal joint much thickened, second one half the 
size, third and fourth equal, the following joints widened, but 
longer than broad, thorax twice as broad as long, transversely 
convex, the sides rounded, the surface with the usual transverse 
groove near the anterior margin, the disc sparingly, irregularly 
and finely punctured, scutellum longer than broad, elytra with 
a deep transverse depression below the base and a short but 
strong, anteriorly divided costa below the shoulders, the convex 
basal portion nearly impunctate, the rest finely punctate-striate 
except within the depression and in front of the humeral callus, 
the black portion occupying the posterior two-thirds, not quite 
extending to the sides nor to the apex, it is separated from the 
fulvous colour anteriorly by an oblique margin, the higher por- 
tion of which is at the suture. 

I fab. Si-Ram b^. 

This Nodostoma can be easily known by the arrangement of 
the colours and that of the legs, as well as by the non-angulate 
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sides of the thorax, the species somewhat resembles X. rufum 3 
Clark but that species is double the size and the distribution of 
colour is different, it has also fiavous antennae and tibiae. A 
single, apparently female specimen was obtained. 

20. Nodostoma parvulum, n. sp. — Pale fulvous, convex, tho- 
rax with strongly rounded sides, the latter deeply but remotely 
punctured, elytra with basal depression, strongly punctate-striate, 
the apex nearly impunctate. 

Length 1 line. 

Head rather elongate, with some tine, very remotely placed 
punctures , clypeus not defined , its apical margin but slightly 
emarginate, antennae rather long and slender, fulvous, the ter- 
minal joints slightly darker, all the joints with the exception 
of the second one , of nearly equal length ; thorax strongly 
transverse, the sides rather more than usually rounded, the sur- 
face very sparingly covered with deep round punctures which 
are especially deep and slightly more closely placed at the sides, 
the anterior portion has no transverse sulcus except at the 
sides; elytra strongly convex, with a short transverse depression 
below the base, the latter punctured as well as the rest of the 
surface, the punctures rather strong and closely placed, the 
apical portion nearly smooth , the sutural and lateral margins 
slightly darker, at the shoulder is a short oblique costa, so 
frequently found in this genus. 

Hub. Pangherang-Pisang, Si-Rambe. 

One of the smallest species of the genus and distinguished by 
the very strongly rounded and not angulate sides of the thorax 
and its deep and remote punctuation in connection with the 
convex elytra. 

21. Nodostoma Chapuisi, n. sp. — Fiavous or fulvous, the an- 
tennae (the basal four joints excepted) black, thorax convex, 
the sides rounded, the disc very sparingly and finely punctured ; 
elytra convex without basal depression, very finely punctate- 
striate. 

Length 1 line. 

Head entirely impunctate and shining, the epistome not sepa- 
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rated from the face, its anterior margin semicircularly emarginate, 
palpi incrassate, pale flavous, antennae two-thirds the length of 
the body, black, the lower four joints flavous, tin* apex of the 
terminal joint fulvous, thorax twice as broad as long, the sides 
strongly rounded, the disc convex, entirely im punctate, posterior 
angles produced into a slight tooth, scutellum rather narrow, 
elytra convex, without basal depression, extremely finely punc- 
tate-striate, the punctures surrounded by a dark ring, femora 
unarmed , prosternum smooth. 

Hah. Si-Rambe, December. 

Of this species, only two specimens are before me, the convex 
thorax , its rounded sides and the convex and not impressed 
elytra distinguishes well this species from its numerous allies. 

± 2 . Nodostoma semicostatum, n. sp. — Dark fulvous, the elytra 
and legs paler, head and thorax deeply and strongly punctured, 
the sides of the latter rounded, elytra deeply punctate-striate, 
the base raised, the sides longitudinally costate with a black band 
from base to apex. 

Var. The elytral bands interrupted or entirely absent. 

Fent. Elytral interstices longitudinally costate throughout. 

Length 1-1 1 / 2 line. 

Head deeply but moderately closeh punctured , the elypeus 
not separated from the face, palpi flavous, antennae two-thirds 
the length of the body, flavous, third and fourth joints equal, 
the terminal ones very slightly thickened ; thorax scarcely one 
half broader than long, narrowed at the base and apex, the 
sides rounded, the angles with a small tubercle, the surface 
rather convex, dark fulvous like the head and sculptured in the 
same way, but the punctures larger and deeper, the anterior 
margin followed by a narrow transverse groove, scutellum im- 
punctate; elytra much broader at the base than the thorax, the 
basal portion distinctly raised with a semicircular deep depression, 
pale fulvous or flavous , very deeply punctate-striate , the sides 
with a longitudinal costa from the shoulder to the apex and a 
broad black band from the base to nearly the apex , femora 
unarmed, prosternum with a few deep punctures. 
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Ilab. Si-Rambe, December. 

Amongst the pale coloured species of this genus, the present 
one may be distinguished by the comparative long thorax, its 
rounded sides and deep punctures, by the equally deeply punc- 
tured elytra and the lateral costa and by the darker underside, 
head and thorax, in the female, all the elytral interstices are 
costate, there is also a small tubercle to lie seen immediately 
below the shoulders which is however also found in several 
other species; in the variety the elytra are without black bands. 

23. Nodostoma Modiglianii, n. sp. — Fulvous, the apical joint 
of the antennae fuscous, thorax transverse, subangulate at the 
middle, deeply punctured, elytra flavous with the basal portion 
raised, deeply punctate-striate, with a short oblique costa below 
the shoulders, the interstices slightly convex. 

Length 1 1 / 4 - 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head distinctly but remotely punctured, the clypeus not sepa- 
rated from the face with a few deep punctures, antennae two- 
thirds the length of the body, fulvous, the apex of the apical 
joints and the terminal joint entirely, fuscous, third and fourth 
joints equal; thorax nearly twice as broad as long, the sides 
obtusely angulate at the middle, obliquely narrowed before and 
below the latter, posterior angles tuberculate, the surface deeply 
and rather closely punctured, the interspaces somewhat convex 
and scarcely broader than the punctures themselves, scutellum 
small; elytra with the basal portion distinctly convex, strongly 
punctate-striate, the interstices sparingly and finely punctured, 
the sides below the shoulders with a short oblique costa, legs 
rather long, the femora with an extremely minute tooth. 

I fab. Si-Rambe, December and March; I). Tolong, November; 
D. Tarabugna, Pangherang-Pisang, numerous specimens. 

A. impressipennis, Jac. is very closely allied but has blackish 
antennae with pale basal joints and is a larger species. 

24. Nodostoma rotundicolle, n. sp. — Fulvous, thorax impunc- 
tate, with rounded sides, elytra with deep basal depression, finely 
punetate-striate, femora with a distinct tooth. 

Length 1 1 / 4 line. 
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Hoad with a few strong punctures between the eyes only, 
rest of the surface impunctate, the anterior margin of the clypeus 
but slightly emarginate, antennae two-thirds the length of the 
body, fulvous, the terminal live or six joints black; thorax about 
one half broader than long, the sides evenly rounded, the sur- 
face entirely impunctate, pale llavous or fulvous, elytra with the 
base strongly raised and bounded by a deep transverse depres- 
sion, the shoulders prominent, limited at the sides by a row of 
deep punctures, posterior portion of the elytra very finely punc- 
tate-striate, femora with a small but acute tooth. 

Ifab. Si-Rambe, December. 

This species must be separated from those of its allies, having 
an impunctate thorax by the rounded sides of the latter, in this 
respect it agrees with jY. liohemcini , Baly but in that species 
the thorax is sparingly and finely punctured, the insect is larger 
of darker colour with the margins more or less black ; specimens 
which belong to the female sex of the present species have a 
short lateral humeral costa as is often found in that sex but 
do not otherwise differ, the tooth at all the femora will further 
help to recognize the species. 

2o. Nodostoma nigromarginatum, n. sp. — Pale fulvous, the 
apical joints of the antennae, the breast and the sutural and 
lateral margins of the elytra more or less black, thorax strongly 
punctured at the sides only, angulate at the middle, elytra finely 
punctate-striate. 

Var. Elytra entirely fulvous. 

Length 1- 1 J / 4 line. 

Head very sparingly punctured at the sides, a little more 
closely at the lower portion, the clypeus not separated, antennae 
extending to the middle of the elytra, fulvous, the apical three 
joints generally black; thorax twice as broad as long, the sides 
dilated, strongly rounded and subangulate at the middle, the 
surface dark fulvous, strongly and rather closely punctured at 
the sides, much more finely and sparingly so at the disc; elytra 
with a moderately deep depression below the base, rather 
strongly punctured anteriorly, the punctures getting gradually 
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finer towards the apex hut distinct at that place, the shoulders 
with a short oblique costa, the lateral and sutural margins black, 
rest of the surface pale fulvous, the breast more or less black. 

/fob. Si-Rambe, December and March. 

Amongst the small species of this genus , the present one 
may be known by the transverse thorax, its strongly produced 
and rounded lateral margins , angulate at the middle , in con- 
nection with its strongly punctured sides, and the dark margins 
of the elytra. 

26. Nodostoma varipenne, n. sp. — Piceous, head stained with 
fulvous , strongly punctured , thorax short and transverse , the 
sides strongly rounded, the disc strongly and remotely punctured, 
elytra with deep basal depression , finely punctate-striate , ful- 
vous, the margins and the disc piceous, legs spotted with fulvous, 
posterior femora with a minute tooth. 

Var. a. Thorax and elytra nearly black. 

Var. b. Thorax and elytra flavous with or without black 
markings. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head coarsely but not very closely punctured , fulvous or 
piceous, labruin fulvous, antennae slender, the lower three or 
four joints flavous, the rest piceous, fourth joint very elongate, 
slightly longer than the third, terminal joint ovately thickened, 
thorax twice and a half as broad as long, the sides strongly 
rounded and subangulate below the middle, the surface with a 
distinct transverse groove near the anterior margin , piceous , 
with a slight metallic gloss, strongly but irregularly and spa- 
ringly punctured ; elytra with a distinct basal depression, finely 
punctate-striate, the punctures indistinct below the middle, the 
basal portion swollen, impunetate, the sides with a short oblique 
costa below the shoulder, the disc pale fulvous, the sutural and 
lateral margins and an indistinct discoidal patch at the middle, 
piceous, legs fulvous, the femora more or less stained with pi- 
ceous above, the posterior ones with a minute tooth. 

/fob. Si-Rambe. 

This is evidently one of the most variable species of SodoMorno 
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scarcely two specimens being alike ; some are testaceous above 
with a slight aeneous gloss, others are of the same colour but 
have the margins and a transverse band below the elytral 
depression piceous, this band being sometimes widened into an 
elongate patch , while a third variety is almost entirely black 
above, in these specimens the base of the femora are more or 
less ilavous ; the species seems closely allied to X. niym-inacu- 
lainm, Lefev. also from Sumatra, but the author has described 
the head as smooth and the thorax spotted with black and 
punctured at the disc only which all differs from the present 
insect. The thorax of A. varipenne is short and transverse, scar- 
cely narrowed in front, with very rounded and widened sides 
and the punctuation is strong but irregular and remote ; it is 
only in having regard to this sculpturing and shape that I am 
enabled to distinguish this species from many others. 

27. Notlina fulvitarsis, n. sp. — Black below, the basal joints 
of the antennae, the apex of the tibiae and the tarsi, fulvous, 
above cupreous or aeneous, thorax finely and subremotely, elytra 
distinctly punctate-striate, the apex nearly impunctate. 

Length 7 2 - 3 / 4 line. 

Of convex and broadly-ovate shape, the head very remotely 
and finely punctured with a distinct ocular sulcus, the anterior 
edge of the clypeus but slightly emarginate, palpi fulvous, an- 
tennae extending to the base of the elytra, fulvous or with the 
terminal joints darker, third and fourth joint small, equal; thorax 
more than twice as broad as long, the sides evenly but mode- 
rately rounded, the anterior portion rather strongly deflexed, 
but slightly narrowed at the sides, the surface metallic aeneous, 
rather remotely and very finely punctured, the punctures at the 
sides more closely placed; elytra slightly widened towards the 
middle, more strongly punctured than the thorax, the punctures 
arranged in regular rows, but not closely placed, the sides from 
the middle to the apex, impunctate; underside and the posterior 
femora black , the tibiae and the tarsi , fulvous , posterior four 
tibiae distinctly notched. 

I fab. Si-Rambe, Pangherang-Pisang, Padang. 
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The penis in this species is short and robust, strongly curved, 
rather strongly widened at the apex, which is obliquely pointed, 
the upper cavity is confined to the apical portion only. This 
small species is closely allied to X. parvula , Jac. from Burmah, 
hut differs in the close punctuation at the sides of the thorax, 
which part in X. parvula is very finely and sparingly punctured, 
the sides of the thorax in the latter species also are nearly 
straight and the legs are entirely fulvous ; there is no appreciable 
difference between the two sexes in A T . fulvitarsis , as far as the 
punctuation is concerned. 

28. Nodina brevicostata, n. sp. — Underside and the femora 
black, above metallic aeneous or green, the antennae, tibiae and 
tarsi, fulvous, thorax rather finely and remotely punctured, 
elytra more strongly punctate-striate, the sides with three short 
costae ( 9 )• 

Length 3 / 4 line. 

Head with a few fine punctures, the clypeus not separated 
from the face, antennae extending to the base of the elytra, 
fulvous, the three or four apical joints, piceous, third and fourth 
joints very small , equal , terminal joints distinctly thickened , 
thorax twice as broad as long, the sides rounded, the anterior 
portion rather deflexed, the surface finely and not very closely 
punctured, the punctures stronger at the sides, basal margin 
broadly produced at the middle, elytra with regular rows of 
rather strong punctures, distinct but finer at the apex, the 
sides with three short costae, scarcely extending to the middle, 
the spaces between them longitudinally sulcate and strongly 
punctured, underside and the femora black, the extreme base 
of the tibiae of the same colour, their apex and the tarsi, ful- 
vous. 

Ilab. Doloc Tolong. 

Of this species, which I at first took to be the female sex of 
N. fulvitarsis , the male is unknown to me; that the species is 
distinct from the last named one, of which both sexes are before 
me, which do not differ in the sculpture of the elytra, the 
examination and dissection has proved to me. X. brevicostata is 
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closely allied to X. tricostutn , Jac. from Talaut but is rather 
larger and differs in the black femora. 

2D. Nodina nigripes, n. sp. — Black, the basal joints of the 
antennae fulvous, head and thorax rather strongly and closely 
punctured, aeneous, elytra strongly punctate-striate, the punc- 
tures distinct to the apex, the sides with three elongate costae, 
not extending to the apex, legs black. 

Length 1 line. 

Head distinctly but remotely punctured, with a sulcus above 
the eyes, antennae black, the lower four joints fulvous, terminal 
joint strongly thickened and elongate, extending to the base of 
the elytra ; thorax of usual transverse shape , the sides evenly 
rounded, scarcely narrowed in front, anterior margin not pro- 
duced, posterior one nearly straight with a very slightly produced 
medial lobe, the surface rather strongly, evenly but not very 
closely punctured, the basal margin with a row of more closely 
placed punctures; elytra less ovate than usual, more elongate, 
the humeral callus prominent, the punctures regular and closely 
placed, rather strong, finer but distinct at the apex, the sides 
with three closely approached longitudinal costae from the 
shoulder to a little distance from the apex, the interstices 
between the costae rather strongly punctured. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

Of this species, there are apparently only female specimens 
before me, it differs from N . fulvitarm in being of more elongate 
shape, in the much longer and more acutely raised costae, placed 
at equal distances from each other and in the entirely black 
legs, the thorax is also more strongly punctured; X. tricostuta, 
Jac. is smaller, has fulvous antennae and legs and a differently 
punctured head and thorax , and the same differences together 
with the more closely and finely punctured thorax separates 
the species from X. indica, Jac. 

30. Nodina sumatrana, n. sp. — Ovately rounded, black, above 
aeneous, basal joints of the antennae fulvous, thorax rather 
closely and strongly punctured, elytra strongly punctate-striate 
to the apex, the interstices sparingly and finely punctured. 
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Length 1-1 V 4 line. 

Head remotely but distinctly punctured, rather deeply obli- 
quely sulcate above the eyes, the clypeus transverse, punctured 
like the head , the anterior margin deeply eniarginate , palpi 
fulvous, antennae comparatively long, extending beyond the base 
of the elytra , black , the lower live joints fulvous , terminal 
joints transversely widened ; thorax nearly three times as broad 
as long, the sides gradually rounded towards the apex, the 
surface more strongly punctured than the head, the punctures 
closely placed at the sides, more remotely at the disc, the po- 
sterior margin with a row of closely placed fine punctures, 
scutellum as broad as long, elytra convex, oblong, strongly 
punctate-striate, the punctures finer but distinct to the apex, the 
interstices very sparingly and finely punctured , those at the 
sides near the apex, impunetate and devoid of striae; legs and 
underside black, the four posterior tibiae distinctly notched at 
the apex, claws fulvous. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. 

Of less rounded shape than the majority of species and smaller 
than X. gigaSj Baly, of entirely aeneous colour above and dif- 
fering in the black underside and legs, the strongly punctured 
thorax and elytra and other particulars from other Eastern 
species. 

31. Nodina Balyi, n. sp. — Broadly rounded, black, above 
aeneous, basal joints of the antennae fulvous, head nearly im- 
punctate, thorax remotely, evenly and strongly punctured, elytra 
deeply punctate-striate throughout. 

Length 1 line. 

Of much broader and rounder shape than the preceding species, 
the head nearly impunetate at the vertex, the clypeus sparingly 
punctured , thorax three times broader than long , the sides 
strongly rounded, the anterior portion greatly deflexed, the sur- 
face remotely but strongly punctured, the punctures stronger at 
the middle than at the sides, elytra with widely placed punc- 
tures, regularly arranged and distinct to the apex and at the 
sides, underside and legs black. 
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Of the same coloration as the preceding species but much 
more rounded and broad in shape and the sculpturing of the 
upper parts quite different. A single specimen. 

32. Aulexis sumatrana, n. sp. — Fuscous, breast piceous, head 
and thorax black, closely pubescent and finely punctured, elytra 
fulvous, closely and strongly punctured anteriorly, more finely 
so posteriorly and pubescent. 

Length 3 1 / 2 lines. 

Head finely pubescent , the hairs long and grey, the vertex 
finely, the clypeus strongly punctured , its anterior margin 
straight , with two pointed teeth , labrum fulvous , eyes large , 
widely separated, antennae fulvous, not extending to the middle 
of the elytra, the third joint one half longer than the second 
one, the fourth as long as the two preceding joints together, 
terminal joints slightly shorter and thicker ; thorax one half 
broader than long , the sides with three very small teeth , the 
surface with a shallow transverse depression near the base, the 
latter rather strongly, the anterior portion very finely punctured, 
clothed with long grey pubescence; scutellum subquadrate, its 
apex broadty truncate; elytra fulvous, without basal depression, 
closely and strongly punctured, especially so near the base and 
at the sides, breast and legs rather darker, the first joint of the 
anterior tarsi not longer than the second one. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

This is a larger sized species than A. nigricollis , Baly and 
differs from that species in the finely not coarsely punctured 
head and thorax, the black colour of the head and the want 
of an elytral depression. There is only a single, apparently 
female specimen before me; from A. Wallaeei , Baly the species 
may be at once distinguished by the strong punctuation of the 
elytra. 

33. Aulexis Wallaeei, Baly. — Obtained at Si-Rambe and 
Pangherang-Pisang; some of the specimens are however only 
half the size of the others but I am not able to separate 
them.

34. Demotina sumatrana, n. sp. — Obscure fulvous or piceous, 
clothed with curved greyish scales, sides of thorax without teeth, 
surface closely punctured and pubescent, elytra more strongly 
and irregularly punctured, clothed with grey scales and curved 
setae, femora with a very small tooth. 

Length 1 x / a “- lines. 

Head strongly and rather closely punctured , each puncture 
furnished with a curved greyish hair, clypeus transverse, sepa- 
rated from the face by a deep groove, its surface rugosely punc- 
tured, labruin fulvous, antennae extending slightly beyond the 
base of the thorax, fulvous, the terminal five joints piceous or 
black , thickened , slightly longer than broad , the basal joint 
thickened, the second thinner but of equal length and longer 
than the following two joints, thorax about twice as broad as 
long, the sides very slightly rounded, entire, the anterior angles 
produced, the surface rather convex, strongly punctured, each 
puncture provided with a curved grey hair, elytra wider at the 
base than the thorax, rather coarsely punctured, and similarly 
clothed with curved scales, the punctuation more regular near 
the suture than at the sides ; underside and legs coloured as 
the upper surface, prosternum broader than long, subquadrate, 
pubescent , the femora with a minute tooth , the anterior mar- 
gin of the thoracic episternum concave. 

Hah. Si-Rambe, Benculen. 

A species of variable colour and size, either obscure piceous, 
subopaque or fulvous and more shining, according to the amount 
of pubescence which covers its surface, this latter is sometimes 
rather dense and obscures the punctuation, forming in well pre- 
served specimens a greyish band at the sides of the thorax and 
several small greyish spots on the elytra, which have the pu- 
bescence also arranged in indistinct rows, in other specimens, 
which are probably rubbed, this arrangement is not visible or 
scarcely so ; the species is , of course , closely allied to several 
other Malayan forms described by Baly but differs in details 
from either of them; I may add further that there are scarcely 
any erect stiff hairs visible on the elytra between the curved 
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scale-like hairs ; of the small spots, visible in a well marked 
specimen, two are placed obliquely before, and one below the 
middle of each elytron. 

Lepi'otoido.s, gen. n. 

Oblong-ovate, eyes entire, antennae filiform, the second joint 
short and thick, the third and fourth elongate, thorax subcy- 
lindrical without lateral margin, surface rugose, opaque, elytra 
closely punctate-striate, clothed with extremely short scarcely 
perceptible pubescence, tibiae slender and elongate, not emargi- 
nate at the apex, claws bifid, the prosternum longer than broad, 
subquadrate, the anterior margin of the thoracic episternum 
concave. 

I am obliged to establish this genus for the reception of a 
small species of black and opaque appearance which will perhaps 
best enter the group of Leprotime and seems allied to Leproles 
but differs from this and any other genus of that section in having 
a nearly glabrous upper surface, so that only with the strongest 
lens can a very fine pubescence be discovered, besides the small 
size of the species, all other genera belonging to the group are 
either clothed with long hairs or covered with scales, or have 
the femora furnished with a tooth and the posterior tibiae emar- 
ginate at the apex. 

35. Leprotoides flavipes, n. sp. — Black, opaque, the head 
fulvous, the basal joints of the antennae and the legs flavons, 
thorax finely rugose, subquadrate, elytra convex, widened poste- 
riorly closely punctate-striate, the interstices costate. 

Length 1-1 1 / 4 line. 

Head broad, very finely rugosely punctured , the extreme 
vertex black, the entire lower portion fulvous, the clypeus trans- 
verse, separated from the face, coarsely and sparingly punctured, 
its anterior margin semicircularlv emarginate, antennae two- 
thirds the length of the body, slender, black, the basal four 
joints flavous; thorax twice as broad as long, subcylindrical or 
subquad rate when seen from above, slightly narrowed in front 
with a very obsolete shallow depression near the anterior margin. 
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the surface extremely closely rugose-punctate , the punctures 
stronger than those of the head, scutelluin longer than broad 
finely rugose ; elytra slightly widened and very convex poste- 
riorly with about fifteen rows of closely approached punctures, 
the interstices finely longitudinally costate and furnished with 
some extremely short grey pubescence ; underside black, nearly 
smooth, legs entirely Havous, the first joint of the posterior tarsi 
as long as the following two joints together. 

Hab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

36. Heteraspis speciosa, n. sp. — Metallic green, clothed with 
white pubescence, apical joints of the antennae purplish, thorax 
finely and closely punctured, elytra without basal depression 
closely punctured in semiregular rows, the interspaces finely 
punctate. 

Length 3-4 lines. 

Head rather closely and strongly punctured, especially so at 
the sides, where the interstices are finely strigose, the middle 
with a small tubercle, the anterior margin of the clypeus mo- 
derately concave, labrum metallic green with two deep punctures 
at the anterior edge, mandibles black, antennae extending to the 
base of the elytra, the lower seven joints metallic green, the 
others purplish, the third joint one half longer than the second 
but shorter than the fourth, terminal joints slightly flattened, 
the last one, elongate, club-shaped ; thorax one half broader than 
long, the sides straight as well as the posterior margin, the 
surface closely and strongly punctured at the sides, less closely so 
at the disc, sparingly clothed with white hairs, scutelluin sub- 
quadrate, with a few fine punctures; elytra not or scarcely 
perceptibly depressed below the base, the shoulders prominent, 
the punctures fine and arranged in irregular and not very clo- 
sely approached longitudinal rows near the suture, the sides 
more closely and strongly punctured, the whole surface bright 
metallic green, sparingly clothed with white long pubescence ; 
underside and legs also metallic green and pubescent. 

Hab. Si-Rambe, December. 

II. speciosa is very closely allied to II. niticlissima, Jac. both 
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insects are of the same bright metallic green, but the antennae 
are differently coloured and structured, the thorax in II. nili- 
dissima has an anterior smooth tubercle and its posterior margin 
is produced at the middle, the pubescence is also iffixed with 
black hairs. If. hirta , Fab. is much more closely punctured and 
generally of a pale violaceous blue colour. 

37. Pagria sumatrensis, Lefev. — I have not much doubt, 
that the four specimens obtained at Padang, Balighe, D. Tolong 
and Siboga must be referred to Lefevre’s species who described 
the type from a single specimen which represented only a va- 
riety ; in normally coloured specimens the head and thorax are 
greenish-aeneous, the elytra are llavous with the lateral and 
sutural margin as well as two small spots below the base, 
greenish or piceous, in other specimens the thorax is fulvous 
and the elytral darker bands and spots more or less indistinct, 
on this variety Lefevre has founded his type, as all other par- 
ticulars agree with his description. P. bipunctatci, Lefev. from 
India seems also very closely allied but is of double the size 
and has differently coloured legs. 

38. Apolepis Balyi, n. sp. — Piceous or fulvous, pubescent, 
antennae with short joints, thorax distantly punctured, each 
puncture with a short curved hair, elytra punctured in rows 
with similar pubescence as the thorax , the interstices at the 
sides slightly costate, legs unarmed, claws bifid . 

Length 3 / 4 -l line. 

Head very strongly but not very closely punctured , frontal 
tubercles absent, labrum fulvous, antennae not extending beyond 
the base of the thorax, black, the lower two joints fulvous, se- 
cond joint as long as the first, but thinner, the following joints 
shorter, terminal ones gradually thickened, thorax scarcely one 
half broader than long, strongly narrowed in front, the sides 
slightly rounded near the base, the surface strongly punctured 
in somewhat regular longitudinal rows, the punctuation more 
closely placed at the sides than on the disc, each puncture fur- 
nished with a short curved hair, elytra with a shallow depression 
below the base, punctured and pubescent like the thorax, the 
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interstices longitudinally costate at the sides, where the punc- 
tures, are coarse and somewhat continent, underside and legs 
strongly punctured, sparingly clothed with short grey pubescence, 
prosternum broad, rugose, not separated by a sutural groove 
from the episternuin. 

Jlab. Si-Ram be. 

This small species seems to possess all the structural characters 
of Apolejus except that the legs are not dentate although some 
slight trace of a tooth is just perceptible if carefully examined ; 
the species differs from .1. ctspem , Baly in its more shining and 
much less closely punctured thorax and elytra ami in the diffe- 
rent character of the pubescence which consists of single strongly 
curved short hairs, not adpressed scales, the punctures are also 
much more distantly and regularly placed. 

39. Tricliona sulcatipennis, n. sp. — Fulvous, the head and 
thorax impunctate, elytra longitudinally sulcate, the sulci scar- 
cely punctured, forming eight or nine rows, the interstices 
costate at the sides. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Ovately subquad rate, the head impunctate, the eyes distinctly 
emarginate at their inner edge, clypeus separated from the face 
by a distinct transverse groove, broad* impunctate, labrum and 
palpi fulvous, mandibles piceous, antennae extending beyond 
the middle of the elytra, fulvous, the second joint short and 
thick, the third and following joints elongate, nearly equal, 
thorax more than twice as broad as long, the sides strongly 
rounded, the posterior margin produced and rounded at the 
middle, the surface deflexed near the anterior angles, impunctate, 
shining, or very finely and sparingly punctured, when examined 
under a strong lens, scutellum as broad as long, elytra without 
basal depression, impressed with about nine rows of longitudinal 
grooves, which are scarcely perceptibly punctured ; the interstices 
convex at the sides and impunctate, underside and the legs 
coloured like the upper surface, intermediate tibiae emarginate 
at the apex, anterior femora with a tooth, claws bifid. 

I lab. Sumatra (coll. Dr. Ivraatz and my own). 
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From any other species of Tricliona with which I am acquainted, 
the present one may be known by the sulcate , not punctate 
elytra and the nearly impunctate thorax , these differences and 
the unspotted colour distinguishes the species also from the 
other Sumatran insects belonging to this genus. I received two 
specimens from Dr. Kraatz in Berlin. 

40. Tricliona nigrofasciata, n. sp. — Testaceous, antennae (the 
basal joints excepted) black , thorax finely and remotely punc- 
tured , elytra with basal depression , strongly punctate-striate 
anteriorly only, the lateral margin and a transverse semicircular 
band at the base, including a small spot, black. 

Var. Entirely testaceous. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head impunctate, very narrowly sulcate above the eyes, the 
latter very large, their diameter larger than the dividing space, 
clypeus scarcely punctured , its anterior edge nearly straight , 
antennae slender, black, the basal joints more or less pale, the 
third joint distinctly longer than the fourth, terminal joints 
slightly thickened, elongate; thorax twice as broad as long, the 
sides rather strongly rounded, slightly narrowed in front, the 
anterior angles dentiform, the surface deflexed anteriorly, very 
remotely, sparingly and 'finely punctured, basal margin nearly 
straight, scutellurn broad, elytra convex, parallel, with a distinct 
transverse depression below the base , strongly punctate-striate 
within the depression, the rest of the disc very finely punctured, 
the punctures distantly placed, the lateral margin (more broadly 
below the shoulders) the suture to a less extent and a ring- 
shaped band at the base including a round spot, black ; anterior 
femora dilated into a strong tooth. 

I lab. Padang, Siboga. 

From the other two known Sumatra species described by 
Lefevre, the present one is at once distinguished by the sparingly 
and finely punctured thorax and the design of the elytral band; 
the variety is entirely without markings but agrees in sculj)- 
turing etc. 

41. Tricliona nigro maculata, Lefev. — Many specimens from 
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Padang. This is a most variablo species in regard to coloration 
of which the following varieties are before me. — 

a. The disc of the thorax nearly Idack, the sides and the ante- 

rior margin fulvous ; elytra blaM, a narrow stripe near the 
suture and the apex, flavous. 

b. Thorax with two black spots, elytra with the sides anteriorly 

and a short, medially narrowed stripe from the base to the 
middle, black (typical form). 

c. Elytra with a narrow transverse band at the base and a still 

narrower one below the middle. 

d. The upper surface pale fulvous without spots. 

Between these varieties there are also several intermediate degrees 
of coloration. T. fasciata , Lefev. is probably nothing but another 
variety of the above species, agreeing nearly with the var. c. 

4i2. Cleorina ornata, n. sp. — Black, the basal joints of the 
antennae and the legs fulvous, head and thorax fulvous, or black, 
the latter strongly punctured, elytra with basal depression, finely 
punctate-striate , fulvous, the middle with a transverse black 
band. 

Var. Above dark fulvous. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head sparingly but strongly punctured, fulvous as well as the 
labrum, eyes very large, elongate, antennae slender, extending 
to the middle of the elytra, black, the lower four joints fulvous 
or flavous, third and fourth joints equal, terminal joints scarcely 
thickened, elongate, thorax twice as broad as long, the sides 
moderately and evenly rounded, slightly narrowed in front, the 
surface strongly but remotely punctured, with a transverse sulcus 
near the anterior margin, elytra with the base raised, bounded 
below by a rather deep transverse depression, very finely punc- 
tate-striate , with a row of deeper punctures at the sides in 
front of the shoulders, the last two rows equally strong, the 
interspace between raised into a longitudinal costa, legs fulvous, 
the four posterior tibiae emarginate at the apex, the prosternum 
broad, the anterior margin of the thoracic episternum, convex. 

I lab. Pangherang-Pisang. 
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This species (litters in coloration from most of its congeners, 
which are nearly all of metallic colour, C. caslanea, Lefev. being 
the only exception, hut the m*esent insect seems subject to great 
variation in that respect, a$ the thorax is either black or fulvous 
and the elytra sometimes devoid of the black band, this latter 
is broad, slightly oblique and extends upwards a little way to 
the suture, or the latter and the lateral margins are narrowly 
black. 

43. Cleorina nigrita, n. sp. — Hlack, the base of the antennae 
and the legs more or less fulvous, head finely, thorax strongly 
and remotely punctured, elytra with basal depression, finely 
punctate-striate. 

Fern. (?). Elytra with two short costae at the sides below 7 the 
shoulders. 

Length 1 J / 2 line. 

I must separate this species from its allies on account of the 
sculpture of the thorax and system of coloration, which is nearly 
black or bluish-black, the head is very sparingly and finely 
punctured, the antennae are rather long and slender and have 
the basal four joints entirely fulvous ; the thorax is very remo- 
tely but rather strongly punctured, the punctures do not how- 
ever extend to the margins, there is also the usual transverse 
anterior and posterior groove, the elytra have a very distinct 
transverse depression below the base and are finely punctate- 
striate, the punctures being distinct to the apex, lastly the legs 
are more or less fiavous as well as the tarsi. 

The species was obtained at Pangherang-Pisang , and 1 also 
possess it from Perak, in one of these specimens from the latter 
locality, the head, thorax and legs are entirely fulvous, in the 
other (probably the female) the elytra have two short costa at 
the sides, but they agree in everything else with the Sumatra 
specimens. 

44. Cleorina (XorlosUwta) aeneomicans, Italy = tut licit, Lefev. — 

This seems to be again a very variable species, there are 

specimens before me of dark blue, aeneous, metallic green and 
purplish colour, and the punctuation of the thorax seems equally 
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subject to variation, for, although always deep and confluent at 
the sides, the punctures are much more closely placed in some 
specimens than in others, the head is either sparingly or more 
closely punctured, the first four joints of the antennae are ful- 
vous , the basal joint is metallic above, the elytra are rather 
strongly punctate-striate and the interstices at the sides are 
more or less convex ; in a specimen in my collection and named 
by Lefevre the abdomen is black as this author has described it, 
but in other specimens it is more or less greenish-aeneous. Baly 
has placed this species in A odostoma where it cannot remain on 
account of the structure of the lower margin of the thorax 
which is convex. Specimens were obtained at Pangherang-Pisang 
by Dr. Modigliani. 

4b. Cleorina malayana, n. sp. — Below black, above metallic 
dark blue, basal joints of the antennae fulvous, thorax remotely 
punctured at the disc, strongly at the sides, elytra deeply punc- 
tate-striate, the interstices at the sides costate. 

Length 1 J / 4 line. 

Head remotely but rather strongly punctured , the extreme 
vertex strigose punctate, palpi fulvous, antennae slender, extend- 
ing nearly to the middle of the elytra, black, the lower four 
joints fulvous, the basal one stained with black above, third and 
fourth joints equal, terminal ones slightly incrassate, thorax at 
least twice as broad as long, convex, the sides straight, the 
posterior margin broadly rounded and slightly produced at the 
middle, the disc very remotely punctured, the punctures at 
the sides very deep and closely placed, the anterior margin ac- 
companied by a narrow and punctured transverse sulcus, scu- 
tellum slightly broader than long, impunctate, elytra with the 
shoulders rather prominent, distinctly transversely depressed 
below the base, very deeply punctate-striate, the two or three 
interstices at the sides, costate, legs black as well as the under- 
side. 

Ilab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

This Cleorina is closely allied to C. Lefevrei, Jac. but differs 
from this and the other species described by the remote punc- 
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tares at the disc of the thorax and its deeply and closely 
punctured sides ; the elytra are also more strongly punctate- 
striate ; several species placed by Baly in Xodosloma must find 
their places in Cleorina on account of the convex anterior tho- 
racic episternum. These species as far as I know at present are 
Xodosloma ( Cleorina ) basale, Baly, X. collar e, Baly, X. purpurei- 
penne , Haly, X. viride, Baly. 

/iG. Cleorina Gestroi, n. sp. — Broadly ovate, dark violaceous- 
blue, the terminal joints of the antennae and the tarsi , black , 
head and thorax closely punctured, elytra finely punctate-striate, 
with basal depression, the sides with a short oblique costa. 

Lengtli 2 lines. 

Head rather strongly and closely punctured, the clypeus not 
separated from the face, its anterior edge coneave-emargina'te , 
jaws Black, antennae extending a little beyond the base of the 
elytra, black, the basal joint metallic blue, the following two, 
dark fulvous, third joint one half longer than the second , the 
fifth and following joints rather widened and flattened; thorax 
twice as broad as long, widened at the middle, the sides rather 
rounded, narrowed in front, the posterior margin strongly oblique 
at the sides, the median lobe broadly rounded, surface strongly 
and rather closely punctured, the punctures evenly distributed, 
the base with a rather deep transverse groove in front of the 
lobe, scutellum subpentagonal, as broad as long; elytra broader 
at the base than the thorax, subquadrate, very convex, depressed 
below the base, the shoulders very prominent, followed by a 
short oblique costa, the surface very finely punctured in striae, 
the punctures themselves rather indistinct except those in front 
of the shoulders which extend to the base, the latter without 
punctures at its other portions, the punctures below the middle 
nearly absent, underside and legs like the upper surface, me- 
tallic violaceous blue, tarsi black, anterior margin of the thoracic 
episternum convex. 

Hah. Si-Rambe. 

One of the largest species of the genus and of an entirely 
metallic blue colour, it is closely allied to (\ nohdis, Lotov. in 
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shape and size ])ut that species is of reddish-cupreous colour 
and more strongly punctured. C. janthina, Lefev. seems also very 
closely allied, but the short diagnosis of the author does not 
permit to recognize the species with certainty, the elytra are 
described as deeply punctured which is not the case in the 
present insect. 

47. Cleorina Modiglianii, n. sp. — Metallic green or cupreous, 
base of the antennae fulvous , terminal joints black , head and 
thorax subremotely punctured, elytra with strong basal depres- 
sion, strongly punctate-striate, the punctures distinct to the apex. 

Fern . The sides below the shoulders with an angulate short 
costa. 

Length 1 y a -2 lines. 

Head rather sparingly punctured, the punctures strong at the 
vertex , very fine and sparingly at the clypeus , labrum and 
mandibles black, basal joints of the palpi flavous, apical joint 
black, antennae scarcely extending to the middle of the elytra, 
black, the basal joint metallic green above, the following two 
joints fulvous, third and fourth joints equal, terminal joints 
slightly widened; thorax twice as broad as long, the sides slightly 
rounded and narrowed in front, the surface rather convex, punc- 
tured like the head, the punctures round and remotely but evenly 
placed, and extending to all the margins, the latter without 
transverse sulci, scutellum rather broad, impunctate ; elytra with 
a rather deep transverse depression below the base , the punc- 
tures strong, especially within the depression, the convex basal 
portion without punctures, excepting the row which limits the 
humeral callus within, the latter prominent, slightly costate 
below in the male , but forming a distinct angular short costa 
in the female, the rest of the surface finely but distinctly punc- 
tured to the apex, the extreme lateral margin refiexed and ac- 
companied by a deep row of punctures; underside and legs 
metallic green, tarsi purplish. 

Hab. Si-Rambd, Pangherang-Pisang. 

This species varies rather considerably in its coloration, which 
is either metallic green, or green with a dark purplish band at 
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the sides of tin 1 elytra or entirely cupreous, but structural dif- 
ferences I am unable to find ; the comparatively sparingly punc- 
tured head and thorax and the distinct humeral costa separates 
the species from its congeners. 

48. Corynodes brevipennis, n. sp. — Short, subquadrate, me- 
tallic green, antennae purplish, thorax strongly transverse, very 
sparingly and remotely punctured at the disc, elytra with basal 
depression at the sides, finely and regularly punctate-striate, 
claws append iculate. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head with a very deep triangular depression , within which 
a small tubercle is placed, the vertex remotely but distinctly 
punctured, clypeus separated by a deep groove from the face, 
transverse, very finely rugose, labruin metallic green, antennae 
only extending to the base of the elytra, the lower joints dark 
greenish, the terminal five joints purplish, broadly flattened, 
thorax twice as broad as long, widened at the middle, the sides 
rounded, scarcely narrowed in front, the anterior and posterior 
margin accompanied by a narrow transverse groove, the surface 
very sparingly and remotely but distinctly punctured at the 
disc, only, the sides and base nearly impunctate, scutellum slightly 
longer than broad, its apex rather pointed, impunctate, elytra 
with a transverse, rather shallow 7 depression at the sides, finely 
but not closely punctate-striate, the sides with a blunt tubercle 
below 7 the shoulders, underside metallic green; tarsi purplish, 
claws appendiculate. 

This species, of which I possess a single apparently female 
specimen only from Sumatra, may be known by its general 
short and subquadrate shape and the transverse and very spa- 
ringly punctured thorax as w 7 ell as by the fine and regularly 
punctured elytra. 

49. Colaspoides nigripes, Jac. — Notes Leyden Mus. Yol. YI, 
1884; Lefevre, Notes Leyden Yus. Yol. IX, 1887. 

Specimens from Siboga, Pangherang-Pisang, Si-Rambe. 

Apparently a very variable species in regard to colour, several 
varieties have boon described by Lefevre ; in the specimens con- 
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tained in the present collection, the head is rather strongly and 
closely punctured with a more or less deep longitudinal fovea, 
and the legs are either piceous or dark fulvous, as well as the 
underside; in the type the legs are black; some small differences 
are perceptible in regard to sculpture in the Sumatran specimens 
obtained by Dr. Modigliani but I do not think these to be of 
specific value but due. to local variation. 

50. Colaspoides Modiglianii, n. sp. — Metallic cupreous, dark 
blue or aeneous, the antennae fulvous, the terminal joints black, 
thorax very remotely punctured , elytra not depressed at the 
sides, strongly and closely punctate-striate, interstices costate at 
the apex, posterior femora with a large tooth, anterior ones 
with a small one. 

Length 2-2 1 / 2 lines. 

Mas. Head with a few line punctures, widely separated, clypeus 
broad, with rounded sides, separated above by a transverse de- 
pression, sparingly punctured, labrum fulvous, mandibles black, 
antennae extending beyond the middle of the elytra, fulvous, 
the last two and part of the third joint, black, all the joints, 
the second one excepted , of equal length or very nearly so , 
thorax twice as broad as long, the sides rounded, the anterior 
angles acutely produced, the surface very irregularly, but di- 
stinctly and sparingly punctured, the margins and sides impunc- 
tate , elytra without depression below the shoulders , strongly 
punctured in closely approached rows, distinct to the apex, the 
interstices at the sides below the shoulders, somewhat wrinkled, 
those at the apex, costate, the underside and the femora more 
or less metallic bluish or aeneous, tibiae and tarsi dark fulvous, 
the posterior tibiae with a large triangular tooth ; penis short 
and strongly curved anteriorly, broadly rounded towards the 
apex, the latter armed with two teeth or points, one at each 
side. 

Fern. Head and clypeus very minutely punctured, thorax less 
distinctly punctate , interstices at the sides of the el^ tra more 
or less longitudinally costate. 

I lab. Padang. 
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Several very closely allied species of ('olaspmdes from the Hast 
have been described , all possessing a strongly developed tooth 
at the posterior femora, but the present species does not agree 
with either of them. I will here point out tin* differences between 
this and the allied species; the latter are ('. glabmlu , .lac., C. 
apicicomis, .lac., (\ various, Balv, C. larvicollis, Lef., C. s pedasa, 
Lef. and ('. eil talipes , Lefev. of these, (]. glabrata is a much 
larger insect without raised elytral interstices, C. apicicomis lias 
geminate-punctate elytra, C. various is larger and has a closely 
and distinctly punctured thorax, ('. lacricallis has distinctly trans- 
versely depressed elytra, blit the author says nothing about the 
interstices or the sex. (\ speciosa is described with fulvous an- 
tennae and of 8 1 / i mill, length. (\ venusta, Lefev. has a sul>- 
basal depression and sub-geminate punctate elytra, lastly C. ci~ 
lialipcs is d lines in length, lias aciculate thoracic punctures and 
long and dense tibial pubescence at the apex ; the structure of 
the penis in the present species seems another mark of distinction 
although nothing has been said about this organ in the allied forms. 

;i 1 . Colaspoides laevicollis, Jac. — Lefevre’s name having been 
overlooked by me at the time of publication (Genoa Annals, XXVII. 
1881)) I alter the name to C. glabricollis. 

52. Aulacia flavifrons, n. sp. — Piceous or blackish, the head, 
the 1 ia sal joints of the antennae and the legs fulvous or flavous, 
thorax rather closely punctured , elytra punctured in irregular 
rows anteriorly, regularly posteriorly, the interstices at the sides 
costate. 

Length 3 4 - 1 line. 

Head with a few 7 extremely minute punctures, the vertex \\ ith 
a central longitudinal groove and deeper lateral grooves which 
unite in front , clypcus w edge-shaped , distinctly punctured , 
labrum and palpi fulvous, antennae extending to the middle 
of the elytra, flavous, the terminal four joints black, the basal 
two joints thickened, third and following joints nearly equal, 
slender, apical ones thickened, thorax more than twdce as 
broad as long, slightly widened at the middle, the sides rounded 
and strongly narrowed in front, the surface rather closely and 
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finely punctured , scutellum broad, impunctate, elytra more 
strongly punctured than the thorax, the punctures rather irre- 
gularly and widely placed at the anterior portion, but in regu- 
lar rows posteriorly, the outer two interstices longitudinally 
convex, legs fulvous, the posterior femora sometimes piceous, the 
intermediate tibiae not emarginate at the apex. 

Ilab. Siboga and Pangherang-Pisang. 

Closely allied to .1. di versa, Baly, but the antennae with dark 
apical joints, the thorax closely not remotely punctured, the 
punctuation of the elytra not arranged in double rows and the 
intermediate tibiae entire. 

o3. Aulacia ornata, n. sp. — Ovately-rounded , fulvous, the 
head and thorax impunctate , the sides of the latter and two 
spots at the base , black , elytra remotely and semiregularly 
punctate-striate, black, the disc with an oblicpie large fulvous 
patch, intermediate tibiae entire. 

Length 1 line. 

Head as in the preceding species , impunctate , the clypeus 
broader, indistinctly separated from the face, impunctate, slightly 
concave, antennae extending beyond the middle of the elytra, 
entirely fulvous, all the joints slender with the exception of the 
first two, thorax shaped as in the preceding species, impunctate 
or with a few fine punctures at the sides only, fulvous, the 
sides narrowly and two obscure patches or spots at each side 
of the base, black, scutellum fulvous, elytra rounded, very re- 
motely punctured in semi-regular rows anteriorly which become 
more regular and singly towards the apex, the black portion 
interrupted by a longitudinal fulvous band which extends from 
below the base to the suture at some distance from the apex, 
underside dark fulvous, legs paler. 

Ilab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

Allied to A. bipustalata, Baly but with entirely fulvous an- 
tennae, the thorax differently coloured and the elytra not closely 
but remotely punctured, the punctures not geminate anteriorly 
and the intermediate tibiae entire, not emarginate; the elytral 
spot is also of elongate not rounded shape. 
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CHR YSOMEL I X A K . 

54. Chrysomela malayana, n. sp. — Metallic greenish-aeneous, 
antennae bluish-black , thorax remotely and finely punctured , 
the sides foveolate-punctate, elytra strongly punctured in distant 
irregular rows, the interstices very minutely punctate. 

Length 8-4 lines. 

Of subquadrate , convex and parallel shape , dark greenish- 
aeneous, the head with a few minute punctures, the clypeus 
separated by a deep triangular groove , lab rum blackish , palpi 
thickened, the terminal joint longer than the preceding one, 
antennae bluish-black, extending to the base of the elytra, the 
terminal five joints thickened, longer than broad, thorax twice 
as broad as long , but little widened at the middle , the sides 
nearly straight, slightly rounded anteriorly, the angles acute 
but not produced, the surface irregularly and finely but distinctly 
punctured at the disc , the interstices very minutely punctate , 
the sides not thickened but with some very deep punctures at 
the base and at the anterior angles , scutellum smooth , not 
longer than broad, elytra regularly convex, not dilated poste- 
riorly, with distantly and irregularly placed rows of punctures, 
which at the sides approximate in pairs, the interstices also 
sparingly and finely punctured; underside and legs coloured as 
above, nearly impunctate. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang. Two specimens. 

Two other species of true Chrysomela are at present known 
from Sumatra, C. stictica, Stal and C. sumatrensis , Jar. The 
present species differs entirely from the first named in the scul]>- 
ture of the elytra and from the last, in the general coloration 
and puncturing of the same part.

ho. Acrocrypta basalis, n. sp. — I»lack, the apical joint of the 
antennae vellowish-white, thorax very short and transverse, 
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finely punctured, elytra more strongly and somewhat rugosely 
punctured, fulvous or fiavous, the base with a transverse black 
band. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head with a few very fine punctures , the vertex sometimes 
fulvous, frontal elevations scarcely raised, broad, nearly conti- 
guous with the broad clypcus, the latter strongly raised, with 
a few minute punctures, labrum fiavous, palpi strongly incras- 
sate, pale, stained with piceous, antennae extending to the base 
of the elytra only, black, the last joint whitish, first joint elon- 
gate , second one smaller than the third , the following joints 
thickened , pubescent , longer than broad , thorax three times 
broader than long, the sides nearly straight, with a narrow 
margin, the anterior angles broadly oblique, much thickened, the 
surface irregularly and finely punctured, black, posterior margin 
sinuate at the sides, nearly truncate at the middle, elytra strongly 
convex, rather strongly and somewhat rugosely punctured, the 
basal portion to about one fourth the length , black , the rest 
fulvous or fiavous, underside and legs black, the first joint of 
the posterior tarsi as long as the two following joints together, 
claws appendiculate, anterior coxal cavities closed. 

/fab. Si-Rambe, Pangherang-Pisang. 

Closely allied to 1. (UmkUata, Baly but smaller, the antennae 
with the apical joint pale and the abdomen black, the elytra 
have the black band at the base extending some distance down- 
wards along the lateral margin , a single specimen from Pan- 
gherang-Pisang is rather larger, darker in colour and the elytra 
are more finely and not rugosely punctured, but otherwise there 
is no difference, in the absence of more specimens I am unable 
to say whether this is a variety or another closely allied species. 

50. Podagrica rotundata, n. sp. — Ovately- rounded , light 
brown, thorax extremely finely punctured with a perpendicular 
groove at each side, elytra regularly punctate-striate, the inter- 
stices longitudinally convex. 

Length 2 lines. • 

Of rounded and somewhat flattened shape, entirely light brown, 
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the head impunctate without frontal elevations, clypeus broad, 
iinpunrtate, the space above the base of the antennae with an 
oblique groove, palpi rather slender, the penultimate joint but 
slightly incrassate, the terminal one acutely pointed, antennae 
not quite extending to the middle of the elytra, entirely fulvous, 
all the joints with the exception of the second one, of nearly 
equal length, thorax more than twice as broad as long, the 
sides nearly straight, the anterior angles somewhat truncatelv 
oblique with an obsolete depression behind the eyes, the posterior 
margin with a broad but slightly produced median lobe and a 
distinct perpendicular groove at each side, the surface extremely 
minutely and closely punctured , scutellum small , elytra wider 
at the base than the thorax, rather strongly and regularly 
punctate-striate, the interstices especially at the sides, longitu- 
dinally costate, their epipleurae very broad, posterior tibiae with 
a distinct spine, prosternum and inesosternum rather broad. 

Ilab. Si-Rambe, March and December. 

In its broad and rounded shape and the costate elytral inter- 
stices, this species resembles much a species of my genus Erystm , 
but the nearly straight sides of the thorax and the distinct per- 
pendicular groove of the latter, place the insect in Podayrica 
and not in Xisotra which two genera have been more clearly 
defined by Weise (Deutsche hint. Zeitsch., 181)2). Amongst the 
numerous exotic forms which exist, it is however very difficult 
and often impossible to define the limits of a genus to a satisfac- 
tory degree while classification is comparatively easy with a 
few species only available for examination and unless the mo- 
nographer has a great material to work from, no certain arran- 
gement can be arrived at. 

57. Crepidodera minuta, n. sp. — Flavous, the apical joints of 
the antennae, black, thorax deeply transversely sulcate, strongly 
but sparingly punctured, elytra rather strongly punctate-striate, 
the interstices Hat. 

Length 1 / J} line. 

Of narrow, parallel shape, the head impunctate, the frontal 
elevations obsolete, the clypeus very narrowly transverse, an- 
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tennae scarcely extending to the middle of the elytra, llavous, 
tin; two or three terminal joints pieeous or black, the last five 
joints distinctly thickened, not longer than broad, the last joint 
more elongate, pointed, second joint thickened, as long as the 
following two joints together, the next three joints, longer 
and thicker again, thorax one half broader than long, the sides 
strongly narrowed near the base, much rounded and widened 
near the apex, the anterior angles acute but not produced, the 
surface sparingly but strongly punctured, the basal sulcus deep 
and placed close to the basal margin, but not cpiite extending 
to the lateral margins, scutellum small, elytra not depressed 
below the base, distinctly punctured to the apex, the punctures 
rather larger at the basq, closely placed and arranged in regular 
rows, underside sparingly punctured, legs short and robust, the 
posterior femora scarcely more thickened than the others, the 
posterior metatarsus, scarcely longer than the second joint, claws 
appendiculate, prosternum narrowly elongate, closing the anterior 
coxal cavities. 

/fab. Padang. 

This is the smallest species of the genus known to me and al- 
most resembles a species of (■ urticaria in shape and colour, the 
terminal joints of the antennae are distinctly incrassate , almost 
moniliform in shape, but 1 see no reason to separate the species 
from Crepidodcm for the present. 

1)8. Manobia dimidiaticornis, n. sp. — Blackish, antennae and 
anterior legs llavous, 8 th and 9 th joint of the former, black, 
thorax finely and sparingly punctured, the basal groove deep, 
elytra strongly punctate-striate, the base swollen. 

Var. The antennae and the entire upper surface pale fulvous. 

Length 1 line. 

Head impunctate, black, the frontal tubercles small, narrowly 
oblique, palpi fulvous, antennae extending to the middle of the 
elytra, flavous, the eighth and ninth joints black, the second 
joint thickened, as long as the third, the following three joints 
equal, slightly shorter than the seventh joint, thorax subquadrate, 
one half broader than long, the sides straight, the anterior angles 
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oblique and thickened, posterior margin broadly produced at the 
middle, the basal sulcus rather deep, strongly punctured, the 
rest of the surface very sparingly and finely punctate, elytra 
with the basal portion strongly raised, the shoulders prominent, 
the surface strongly punctate-striate, the interstices costate at 
the sides, legs fulvous, posterior femora piceous. 

I fab. Si-Rambe. 

This species may be known from any of its allies by the 
coloration of the antennae in connection with the black shining 
upper surface ; it is closely allied to M. pallipes, Jac. but in that 
species the antennae have four intermediate black joints and the 
thorax is impunctate ; I must look upon entirely pale fulvous 
specimens in regard to the antennae and upper surface, as va- 
rieties, since I am unable to find any differences in structures, they 
were also obtained at the same localities and at the same time. 

b9. Lactica transversicollis, n. sp. — Bluish-black, the head, 
the basal joints of the antennae and the thorax fulvous, the 
latter with distinct transverse sulcus, microscopically punctured, 
elytra dark metallic blue, extremely finely and closely punctured 
in semi- regular rows. 

Length 1 line. 

Head impunctate, the frontal tubercles nearly obsolete, carina 
short and blunt but distinct, palpi slender and pointed, antennae 
extending to the base of the elytra, black, the lower four joints 
fulvous, the second and the following two joints nearly equal, 
the other joints slightly longer, finely pubescent, thorax trans- 
verse, twice as broad as long, the sides nearly straight, the 
anterior angles oblique, the surface convex with a distinct slightly 
sinuate transverse sulcus, bounded laterally by a perpendicular 
groove , the disc extremely minutely punctured , only visible 
under a strong lens, scutellum small, black, elytra subcylindrical 
without basal depression, extremely closely punctured in indistinct 
longitudinal rows, the interstices also very minutely punctate, 
underside and legs blackish or the latter obscure fulvous at the 
base of 'the tibiae, the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long 
as the second one, prosternum longer than broad, impunctate. 
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Ifab. Padang, Si-Rambe, Cauor. 

A small species, allied to L. surnhmraensis , Jac. but with 
differently coloured underside and distinct thoracic sulcus, the 
punctuation of the thorax is scarcely perceptible and that of 
the elytra, although distinct, so close that the arrangement of 
the punctures in rows is only apparent here and there, when 
the insect is viewed in certain lights. 

(10. Longitarsus Gestroi, n. sp. — Testaceous the lab ruin, the 
scutellum and the posterior femora piceous, thorax and elytra 
nearly impunctate. 

Length l ®/ 4 line. 

Head impunctate, the frontal elevations obsolete, transverse, 
clypeus rather broad, distinctly raised and narrowed between 
the antennae, la brum black, palpi slender, flavous, antennae 
scarcely extending to the middle of the elytra, ffavous, the ter- 
minal joints more or less stained w T ith piceous, the second joint 
half the length of the first but only a little shorter than the 
third joint, the following joints equal, scarcely thickened, thorax 
one half broader than long, the sides straight, the anterior and 
posterior angles oblique, the surface rather convex, impunctate, 
scutellum black or piceous , broader than long , elytra nearly 
parallel, not perceptibly punctured but covered with small pi- 
ceous spots, wings present, the sides of the breast and the 
posterior femora piceous , posterior tibiae strongly widened 
towards the apex and broadly chanelled, with a distinct spur, 
the first joint of the posterior tarsi, scarcely longer than the 
following three joints together , the first joint of the anterior 
tarsi widened in the male. 

Hab . Benculen, April 1891. 

This Longitarsus resembles many European and Asiatic species 
in coloration , but may be known by the dark scutellum and 
the comparatively short metatarsus of the hind legs, which is 
however still longer than in most species of Aphthona ; the last 
abdominal segment of the male has a central very narrow groove 
extending through its entire length. 

61. Longitarsus sumatrensis, n. sp. — Below piceous, antennae 
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Mark, the basal joints fulvous, thorax sulx jiia»lrate, impunetate, 
fulvous, elytra obscure fulvous, punctured in closely approached 
distinct rows, apex of the posterior femora blackish. 

Length line. 

Head obscure fulvous, impunetate, the vertex minutely trans- 
versely strigose, when seen under a strong lens, frontal tubercles 
absent, labrum and palpi piceous, antennae long and slender, 
two-thirds the length of the body, black, the lower three joints 
fulvous, the third joint slightly longer than the second, but di- 
stinctly shorter than the fourth joint, thorax one half broader 
than long, the sides straight, very slightly widened towards the 
apex, anterior angles obliquely thickened, the surface convex, 
obscure fulvous, the sides with a few minute punctures, only 
visible under a deep lens, the disc impunetate, elytra slightly 
widened towards the middle, of the same colour as the thorax, 
finely but distinctly punctured in closely approached rows, wings 
present, underside piceous, legs fulvous, the apex of the poste- 
rior femora, black, posterior tibiae with a row of teeth at the 
upper margin, their metatarsus half their length. 

I lab. Padang. 

A small species, which may be known by its obscure fulvous 
colour, the black and long antennae and the regular punctuation 
of the elytra. 

(itb Longitarsus annulicornis, n. sp. — Flavous, the antennae 
as long as the body, each joint fuscous at the apex, thorax 
scarcely perceptibly punctured, elytra closely and semiregularly 
punctured, the suture very narrowly blackish. 

Length 1 line. 

Of elongate, parallel shape, the head finely transversely 
wrinkled at the vertex, the frontal tubercles indistinct, bounded 
by a transverse groove behind, carina acutely raised, extending 
to the apex of the clypeus, labrum piceous, antennae extending 
to the end of the elytra, flavous, all the joints from the fourth 
upwards, fuscous at the greater portion of the apex, third joint 
half the length of the fourth, thorax one half broader than long, 
the sides straight, the anterior angles oblique, the surface scar- 
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cely visibly punctured , when seen under a strong lens, elytra 
finely and very closely punctured, the punctures somewhat ar- 
ranged in regular rows here and there, the suture very narrowly 
black, underside and the femora slightly darker, the posterior 
femora long and stout , extending to the end of the abdomen , 
upper edge of the posterior tibia finely dentate, their metatarsus 
half their length. 

I fab. Doloc Tolong. 

A single specimen only of this interesting little Lmujifarsus 
was obtained, it will be known by the long antennae and their 
colour. 

03. Longitarsus Balyi, n. sp. — Entirely pale fulvous, head 
and thorax impunctate, the latter broader than long, elytra not 
perceptibly punctured, with rows of small piceous dots. 

Eengtli 1 / 2 line. 

Head impunctate, the frontal tubercles narrowly oblique, 
distinct, carina very short and rather thick, clypeus moderately 
concave at its anterior edge, antennae extending slightly beyond 
the middle of the elytra, pale fulvous, the second joint thickened, 
scarcely shorter than the third one, the following joints slightly 
more elongate , thorax about one half broader than long , the 
sides rather evenly rounded , the anterior angles (to a small 
extent) oblique, the surface rather convex, entirely impunctate, 
elytra with scarcely a trace of punctures but with rows of 
small piceous spots, indicating the punctures, underside also 
impunctate, prosternum slightly longer than broad, the first 
joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the following joints together. 

I lab. Padang. 

A small species, distinguished by the nearly impunctate upper 
surface and the comparatively short metatarsus of the posterior 
legs. 

ti.4. Aphthona nigrita? Motsch. — Specimens from Pangherang- 
Pisang agree almost entirely with those from Ceylon contained 
in my collection and which I refer to Motschulsky s species, 
although this author’s descriptions are practically useless. The 
Sumatra specimens are black, with the exception of the antennae 
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in which only the terminal three or four joints are of that 
colour, the rest are llavous as well as the anterior legs and 
posterior tibiae ; the upper surface is deep black and shining, 
the head is impunctate, the eyes are very large, the frontal 
tubercles are small and oblique, the carina distinct, the antennae 
are long and slender, the thorax is subquad rate, the sides slightly 
rounded, the surface entirely impunctate, the elytra are scarcely 
perceptibly punctured. 

Oh. Sphaerometopa sexmaculata, n. sp. — Fulvous, the anten- 
nae (the basal and apical joint excepted) black, thorax scarcely 
perceptibly punctured, elytra llavous, finely and closely punc- 
tured, a spot on the shoulder, a transverse band at the middle 
and another near the apex, black. 

Length 2 1 / a lines. 

Head impunctate, the frontal tubercles small but distinct, 
clypeus broad , impunctate , palpi strongly incrassate , antennae 
extending nearly to the middle of the elytra, black, the basal 
three joints fulvous, the terminal one vellowish-white, thir l joint 
one half longer than the second, the following joints slightly 
widened, pubescent, thorax three times broader than long, short, 
but slightly widened at the middle, the anterior angles oblique, 
thickened, the surface rather convex, scarcely perceptibly punc- 
tured, fulvous like the head, scutellum triangular, fulvous, elytra 
very closely, finely and irregularly punctured, flavous, the 
shoulders with a black spot, the middle with a narrow but re- 
gular transverse black band not quite extending to the suture, 
another more irregular shaped band is placed at a little distance 
from the apex, somewhat oblique, it extends to the suture, 
where it is slightly widened, but not quite to the lateral mar- 
gins, underside and legs fulvous, tibiae slightly darker at their 
outer edge, the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the 
following joints together. 

/lab. Si-Rambe. A single' specimen. 

Distinguished from any of its allies by the pattern of the elytra. 

(id. Sphaerometopa imitans, n. sp. — Dark fulvous, the anten- 
nae (the basal and apical joint excepted) and the tibiae and 
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tarsi black, thorax very minutely punctured, elytra black, with 
a large llavous patch before , and another below the middle , 
finely punctured. 

Length lines. 

Of broadly ovate and convex shape, the head impunctate, 
fulvous , frontal tubercles distinct , transverse , clypeus strongly 
swollen, eyes very large, palpi incrassate, antennae not extending 
to the middle of the elytra, black, the basal joint fulvous, the 
apical one yellowish-white, third joint one half longer than the 
second , following joints more elongate and slightly thickened , 
thorax nearly three times broader than long, fulvous, the sides 
nearly straight, the anterior angles obliquely thickened, anterior 
margin straight, posterior one widened at the middle, surface 
scarcely perceptibly punctured, scutellum broad, fulvous, elytra 
scarcely more strongly punctured than the thorax, pale llavous, 
this colour divided into four large patches by a narrow trans- 
verse black band at the middle , a similar band extends across 
the base, the suture and lateral margins are likewise narrowly 
black, below dark fulvous, the tibiae and tarsi blackish, posterior 
femora moderately incrassate, their tibiae armed with a strong 
spine, the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the fol- 
lowing three joints together, claws appendiculate, mesosternum 
elongate, widened at the base, anterior coxal cavities open. 

I fab. Si-Rambe. 

5. imitans can easily be mistaken for two other Sumatran 
species which almost entirely resemble it in coloration but belong 
to the genus Imolia, Jac. on account of the closed coxal cavities. 
In the present insect the latter are open and the antennae are 
slightly dilated but they are not typical nor is the structure of 
the metatarsus of the hind legs which is much longer than in 
S', acroleuca, Wied. the typical form, this however is a difference 
of degree only, the shape and other structural characters agree 
with the genus. S. ornata, Baly has closed cavities and has been 
placed by me in Imolia , it differs besides in the distinctly punc- 
tured thorax and elytra, the narrow llavous bands of the latter 
and the entirely fulvous legs. 
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(17. Sphaerometopa obsoleta, n. sp. Black, terminal joint of 
the antennae whitish, thorax extremely finely punctured, elytra 
obsoletely punctate and finely wrinkled, fulvous, the lateral 
margin and a small spot attached to it below the shoulders, 
black. 

Length 2 3 / 4 lines. 

Of oblong and convex shape, the head impunetate or nearly 
so, deeply transversely grooved between the eyes, the frontal 
tubercles narrowly transverse, clypeus broad , lower portion of 
face more or less fulvous, palpi incrassate, antennae short, black, 
the apical joint yellowish-white , third joint twice as long as 
the second one, following joints gradually widened, terminal 
joint more elongate, thorax very, short and transverse, of usual 
shape, widened at the middle, the sides nearly straight, the an- 
terior angles obliquely thickened, the surface extremely minutely 
punctured , black (sometimes stained with fulvous) scutellum 
elongate, piceous, elytra fulvous, the punctuation extremely fine 
and obsolete, the interstices uneven or finely wrinkled, the la- 
teral margin narrowly black, with a (sometimes obsolete) small 
spot near the middle, underside and legs black. 

I lab. I \angh era ng-P isan g . 

Very closely allied to S. 4-punctata, Jac. from Borneo but 
without the spots; the lateral one excepted, and principally dif- 
fering in the obsolete and extremely fine elytral punctuation 
which in S. 4-punctaln is very distinct , the antennae in that 
species also have the lower three joints fulvous. Of the genus 
Sphaeramelopa, distinguished by the short and dilated antennae, 
the narrow and transversely shaped thorax in connection with 
the open cotyloid cavities, there are now nearly a dozend species 
know 7 , of two others, from the neighbouring islands of Borneo 
and Java contained in my collection I give here the descriptions. 

(>8. Sphaerometopa nigropicta, n. sp. — Fulvous, antennae black, 
the apical joint yellow, head and thorax fulvous, finely and 
closely punctured, elytra more strongly and very closely punc- 
tured , 'obscure testaceous, the margins and four spots placed 
transversely below the middle, black. 
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Length 3 l / 2 lines. 

Head witli some very fine punctures, the front'll elevations 
oblique, joined to the broad clypeus, the latter finely punctured, 
antennae short, black, the lower three joints fulvous, the apical 
one yellowish, thorax of the same shape as in the other species 
of the genus , finely and closely punctured , seutellum fulvous , 
elytra more distinctly punctured than the thorax and as closely 
so, testaceous, all the margins narrowly black, each elytron also 
with two black spots, placed transversely, immediately below 
the middle, underside and legs fulvous. 

Hah. Borneo (my collection). 

Of nearly similar coloration as S. 4-jmnctata, Jac. but larger, 
more oblong in shape, the margins of the elytra black and the 
spots placed below, not at the middle as in the allied species, 
where they are also arranged slightly oblique instead straight 
as in the present insect. 

CD. Sphaerometopa Fruhstorferi, n. sp. — Fulvous, the antennae 
(the basal and apical joints excepted) the legs and sides of the 
breast, black, thorax finely and sparingly punctured, elytra more 
strongly but not closely punctured, bluish-black, the sutural and 
lateral margins narrowly fulvous. 

Length 3 1 / a -4 lines. 

Head fulvous, nearly impunctate, frontal tubercles and clypeus 
as in the other species of this genus, mandibles fulvous, the 
apex black, antennae more elongate than usual, black, the lower 
four joints fulvous, the apical two joints yellowish , third joint 
one half longer than the second, fourth , longer than the third 
joint, intermediate joints but slightly thickened, thorax three 
times broader than long, not much widened at the middle, the 
sides rounded near the middle, the anterior angles obliquely 
thickened, the surface rather convex, finely and sparingly punc- 
tured at the sides, the disc nearly impunctate, seutellum fulvous, 
elytra much more strongly punctured than the thorax, the punc- 
tures not very closely placed , bluish-black , the margins and 
their epi pleurae fulvous. 

Hub. Java (Fruhstorfer). 
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At once to be distinguished by the bluish colour of the elytra, 
rather long antennae and large size. I received three specimens 
of this fine species from Mr. Fruhstorfer. 

70. Sphaerometopa paliidipennis, n. sp. — Black, the apical 
two joints of the antennae pale yellow, thorax finely and spa- 
ringly punctured, elytra pale flavous, the extreme lateral mar- 
gin piceous, the disc closely and distinctly punctured. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head impunctate, black, frontal elevations narrowly oblique, 
joined to the broad clypeus, labrum large and prominent, palpi 
incrassate, black, extending a little beyond the base of the elytra, 
the apical two joints yellowish white, the third joint, one half 
longer than the second , hut slightly shorter than the fourth 
joint, terminal joint, shortened and moderately widened, thorax 
three times broader than long, the sides nearly straight, the 
anterior angles obliquely thickened, the surface very finely and 
sparingly punctured, black, scutellum black, elytra convex, more 
strongly and closely punctured than the thorax, with a small 
depression at the sides below the shoulders, pale flavous, the 
extreme lateral margin and the epipleurae more or less stained 
with piceous, underside and legs black. 

llab. Si-Rambe. 

Smaller than £>. nigricolliSj I)uviv. and with black scutellum ; 
the elytra pale flavous instead of reddish-brown and the thorax 
more finely punctured , the sides of the elytra as well as the 
apex also obsoletely piceous or pale brownish. intermedia , 

Jac. has entirely black antennae with shorter and wider joints 
and a fulvous scutellum , S. obsoleta, Jac. differs in the nearly 
impunctate thorax , in the antennae having the last joint pale 
only, and in the very finely punctured and dark brown elytra. 
The six specimens before me show no variation, but seem to lie 
all females. 

71. Chaloenus aeneipennis, n. sp. — Flavous the vertex, an- 
tennae (the 9 th and 10 th joint excepted) the tibiae and tarsi black, 
thorax 'bifoveolate, elytra greenish-aeneous, deeply punctured in 
double rows. 
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Length 2 lines. 

Head rather elongate, flavous, the vertex piceous, frontal tu- 
bercles strongly raised, lower portion of face forming a single 
piece, the clypeus scarcely indicated, antennae long and slender, 
black , the penultimate two joints flavous , basal joint elongate 
and the longest , slender at the base , thickened at the apex , 
second joint very short, third, half the length of the first joint, 
its base fulvous, terminal joints about half the length of the 
third one but not thickened, thorax transverse, more than twice 
as broad as long, the sides narrowed at the base, the angles 
flattened and produced, each with a long seta, the surface with 
a small fovea at each side, impunctate, the disc stained with 
piceous, scutellum black, elytra with a transverse depression 
below the base, with three double rows of deep punctures, the 
outer ones of which are only visible at the middle where they 
are bounded at each side by an indistinct ridge, the punctures 
near the suture are irregular and partly interrupted, underside 
and legs flavous, tibiae partly or entirely black as well as the 
tarsi, unarmed, f the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as 
the following three joints together, claws appendiculate, anterior 
.coxal cavities closed. 

Hah. Si-Rambe. 

The systematic position of Chaloenus is still one of doubt, 
Chapuis in his “ Genera des Coleopteres ” placing it amongst 
the Ilalticinae near Qxxpjom, while Baly considers the proper 
place to be near Coelome ra amongst the (laleriicinae. If the prin- 
cipal character assigned to the ]Ialticinae 3 that is, the thickened 
posterior femora is to be considered of any value, Chaloenus 
certainly cannot find a place amongst them, since there is scar- 
cely any difference to be found in the thickness of any of the 
femora and no more than amongst many genera of (laleriicinae; 
the unarmed tibiae is another character very rarely found in 
the llaltictnae 3 on the other hand, the shape of the head and 
the punctate-striate elytra are more suggestive of the latter 
Subfamily, but in my opinion Chaloenus is a form of transition 
between the two groups of which we have instances enough in 
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other tribes of the animal kingdom. In tin 1 present species the 
apical joints of the antennae are again different from those of 
the type in having elongate, not thickened joints and the meta- 
tarsus of the posterior legs are also much more elongate, but 
1 see no reason to separate the species generieallv from its 
allies. 

72. Chaloenus capitatus, n. sp. — Fulvous, the intermediate 
joints of the antennae black, apical joints flavous, thorax impnnc- 
tate, elytra with a few deep punctures at the base only, the 
disc with a slight purplish gloss. 

Mas. Head very broad, the clypeus flattened, black. 

Var. Head, thorax and legs nearly black. 

Length 2 l / 2 -o lines. 

Head very broad, nearly subquadrate, frontal tubercles small, 
eyes not large but protruding, clypeus concave, separated late- 
rally by deep oblique grooves, black as well as the sides of the 
face and the mandibles, labrum fulvous, antennae extending 
beyond the middle of the elytra , black , the basal three joints 
fulvous, shining, the apical three liavous , terminal joint black 
at the apex, basal joint very long, club-shaped, second, short, 
third slightly shorter than the first joint, the two following joints 
equal, the rest shorter, slightly widened, pubescent, thorax three 
times broader than long, the anterior angles obliquely thickened, 
the sides straight, slightly narrowed at tin* base, the surface 
impunctate, fulvous, elytra with a deep transverse depression 
below the base, within which are some deep punctures, indica- 
tive of rows, rest of the surface covered with minute piceous 
dots, fulvous with a slight purplish gloss, clvtral margin acutely 
raised with a row of deep punctures, underside and legs fulvous. 

Hab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

In the female, the head is much narrower and the antennae 
are much shorter ; a female from Sumatra contained in my col- 
lection has the base of the elytra stained with piceous, also 
similarly coloured legs and in another variety obtained by 
Dr. Modigliani, the head and thorax are nearly black, but in 
other respects these specimens agree ; the structure of the an- 
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tennae and the nearly impunetate elytra separates this species 
from its allies. 

73. Sutrea quadriniaculata, n. sp. — Subquadrate-ovate, tiavous, 
antennae (the basal and apical joints excepted) black, thorax 
transverse , impunetate , elytra extremely minutely punctured , 
a transverse band at the base and another below the middle , 
black. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head impunetate , frontal tubercles nearly obsolete , clvpeus 
broad and convex , narrowed between the antennae , palpi in- 
crassate, flavous, antennae extending to the middle of the elytra, 
black, the basal four joints fulvous, the apical one yellowish- 
white, all the joints rather robust, the third and fourth equal, 
thorax three times as broad as long, the sides straight, the an- 
terior angles broadly oblique, posterior margin slightly sinuate 
at each side, the surface entirely impunetate, with an oblique 
groove near the posterior angles, elytra not perceptibly punc- 
tured , flavous , the base with a narrow transverse black band, 
not extending quite to the sutural margin , a similar band is 
placed at a little distance from the apex, underside and legs 
davous, anterior tibiae unarmed, posterior one with a spur, tarsi 
piceous, anterior coxal cavities open. 

JIab. Si-Rambe. 

A single specimen of this species, which differs in the pattern 
of the elytra from any of its allies is contained in this collection, 
the general si ape is broadly subquadrate and the insect resembles 
in that respect a species of Chrysontela > the posterior femora are 
strongly incrassate. 

74. Hyphasis nigripennis, n. sp. — Fulvous, the antennae (the 
basal and apical joint excepted) black, head and thorax im punc- 
tate, tibiae and tarsi fuscous. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head impunetate, the frontal tubercles flattened, carina acutely 
raised into a perpendicular ridge, palpi incrassate , fulvous, an- 
tennae extending to the middle of the elytra, black, the basal 
joint piceous, shining, the apical one fulvous, third and fourth 
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equal , intermediate joints slightly widened , thorax three times 
broader than long, the sides strongly narrowed in front, greatly 
rounded at the middle, the lateral margin rellexed, the surface 
impunctate, fulvous, shining, scutellum fulvous, elytra shining, 
black, microscopically punctured, their epipleurae broad and 
concave, underside and legs fulvous, tibiae and tarsi darker, the 
posterior claw-joint swollen, prosternum longitudinally silicate. 

JIab. Sumatra (iny collection). 

Allied to //. piceipennis, Paly but larger, the antennae with 
the terminal joint fulvous, the elytra black without a row of 
punctures at the margins. 

7b. Oedionychis padangensis, n. sp. — Pale testaceous, the 
labrum, the antennae and the apex of the posterior femora black, 
thorax with a basal groove, nearly impunctate, elytra with a 
short row of punctures below the shoulders and near the suture 
only. 

Length 1 3 / 4 -- lines. 

Head with some deep punctures near the eyes and one or 
two others at the middle of the vertex, the frontal elevations 
strongly raised, trigonate, clypeus broad, convex, labrum black, 
antennae not extending to the middle of the elytra, black, the 
basal joint testaceous, terminal joints rather strongly thickened, 
pubescent, thorax twice as broad as long, with broad flattened 
sides, the angles acute, dentiform, the lateral margins strongly 
rounded anteriorly, the base with a narrow transverse groove, 
the surface impunctate, scutellum short, transverse, elytra with 
a narrow longitudinal depression within the shoulders, the de- 
pression punctured as well as the space close to the suture 
anteriorly, the rest of the surface nearly impunctate, but with 
numerous small piceous spots, the sides of the breast and the 
apex of the femora more or less black. 

I lab. Padang. 

A small species, distinct on account of the impunctate thorax, 
its broadly flattened sides and transverse groove, and by the 
few punctures of the elytra, placed within the longitudinal de- 
pression and near the suture, the claw joint of the posterior 
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tarsi, is as usually strongly swollen, the elytral epipleurae are 
however scarcely concave, as in Hyphasis. 

7C>. Sebaethe affinis, Jac. — Specimens from Benculen, Pan- 
glierang-Pisang , Si-Kambe and 1). Surugnan, which agree with 
those described by me from other parts of Sumatra in the 
“ Notes from the Leyden Museum ” Vol. VI. I have now both 
sexes before me, the male* has the anterior tarsi much dilated, 
the penis is stout and moderately curved ending in a broad 
rounded apex with a slight point at the middle, the upper por- 
tion near the apex consists of two halfs which nearly meet at 
the middle but leave a narrow groove or division between them; 
in the type the underside and legs are tiavous, in the specimens 
now before me, they are more or less black but I am not able 
to find any other differences of any importance. 

77. Sebaethe melanocephala , n. sp. — Metallic dark blue, the 
antennae black, thorax tiavous, scarce^ perceptibly punctured, 
elytra violaceous blue, strongly and rather closely punctured, 
abdomen fulvous. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head black , the vertex bluish , impunctate , frontal tubercles 
obsolete, carina strongly raised, palpi very strongly incrassate, 
the apical joint truncate, black, antennae very closely approached 
at the base , scarcely extending to the middle of the elytra , 
black, third and fourth joints elongate , equal , following joints 
much widened, but slightly longer than broad, pubescent, thorax 
twice as broad as long, widened at the middle, the sides rounded, 
narrowly margined, the anterior angles obliquely truncate, the 
basal margin produced at the sides near the posterior angles 
and to a greater degree at the middle , where it is broadly 
rounded , the surface very minutely and sparingly punctured , 
only seen under a strong lens, scutellum black, triangular, elytra 
metallic blue, very distinctly and rather closely punctured, legs 
robust, metallic dark blue, the base of the femora more or less 
piceous, tibiae broadly channelled, the first joint of the posterior 
tarsi longer than the following joints together; abdomen tiavous. 

II ah . 1 *a ngh erang-P isa ng. 
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A single specimen, sillied to S. riolnccipnmis, Jac. but differing 
in the strong punctuation of the elytra and the tiavous abdomen. 

78. Sebaethe bifasciata, n. sp. — Blackish, the basal joints of 
the antennae, the head, thorax and the legs (sometimes) obscure 
fulvous, elytra very finely punctured, ilavous, a transverse nar- 
row band at the base, another band below the middle and the 
lateral margins anteriorly, black. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head impunctate , fulvous, the frontal elevations distinct, the 
clypeus with a. distinct central ridge, antennae extending to the 
middle of the elytra, black, the basal three and the last joint 
fulvous, basal joint long, the second one half the length of the 
third joint, the latter as long as the fourth, thorax three times 
broader than long, the sides strongly rounded, narrowly mar- 
gined, the surface convex , impunctate . scutellum black , elytra 
finely and closely punctured, the interstices uneven, Ilavous, the 
base with a narrow black band, which, at the sides is connected 
with another band below the middle, this latter band is gra- 
dually narrowed towards the suture which it scarcely reaches, 
posterior tibiae deeply chanelled, the first joint of the posterior 
tarsi as long as the following three joints together, legs more 
or less piceous, the anterior ones paler. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. 

S. bifasciata is closely allied to S. 1-past ala fa, Baly from .lava 
of which it may possibly be a variety, but in that species, the 
antennae have no apical fulvous joint, the posterior black band 
extends across the suture, the latter as well as the apical margin 
is likewise black, all which is not the case in the present insect 
of which three specimens are before me. 

71). Chaetocnema Modiglianii, n. sp. — Below nearly black, 
slightly aeneous, above bronze-coloured, tin* basal joints of the 
antennae and the logs Ilavous, posterior femora aeneous, head 
granulate and finely punctured, thorax strongly punctate, elytra 
deeply punctate-striate, the interstices costate at the sides. 

Length 1 line. 

Head finely granulate, closely and distinctly punctured, often 
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with a narrow central smooth space, frontal elevations absent, 
lower portion finely pubescent, antennae scarcely extending to 
the middle of the elytra, black, the lower three or four joints 
fhivous, third and fourth joints equal , slightly longer than the 
second, but much more slender, thorax scarcely twice as broad 
as long, tlie sides nearly "Straight , the anterior angles oblique, 
but to a small extent, the surface rather closely and strongly 
punctured at the sides, more remotely so at the middle, where 
there is generally a short longitudinal space , free from punc- 
tures, basal margin not accompanied by an impressed line or 
groove, elytra pointed at the apex, the punctures much larger 
than those of the thorax, closely placed, the first interspace at 
the suture more irregularly punctured , those at the sides lon- 
gitudinally costate , the punctures at the apex rather smaller 
than those at the base, but very distinct, elytral epipleurae with 
a few deep punctures only, posterior femora aeneous, penis 
slightly curved, of even width, its apex obliquely rounded, its 
extreme apex slightly truncate. 

I fab. Padang. 

To be separated from other Malayan species by the closely 
punctured head, the strong punctures of the thorax and the still 
more strongly punctured elytra; there is however some difference 
amongst the specimens before me, in regard to the punctuation 
of the head, which is in some rather strongly and evenly and 
in others more finely punctured, with a smooth narrow central 
space, more or less distinct, the thorax also shows some depres- 
sion near the base in some specimens, but I am not able to 
separate these forms satisfactorily. 

80. Chaetocnema granulicollis, n. sp. — Below nearly black, 
the basal joints of the antennae and the tibiae and tarsi, flavous, 
thorax finely granulate and punctured, greenish, elytra blackish- 
green or brownish , strongly punctate-striate , the interstices 
costate. 

Length ®/ 4 line. 

Head very finely granulate and extremely finely punctured, 
only visible under a very strong lens, obliquely grooved above 
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tho eves, the antennae rather widely separated l>v the trans- 
versely quadrate clypons which is bounded above by a shallow 
groove, labrum piceous, antennae not extending to the middle 
of the elytra, black, the lower live joints flavous, second joint 
as thick as the first, the three following ones short and equal, 
terminal joints slightly thickened, thorax twice as broad as long, 
the sides perfectly straight, the anterior angles slightly oblique, 
the basal margin broadly but gradually produced towards the 
middle, the surface minutely granulate, scarcely more distinctly 
punctured than the head, the punctures rather closely placed, 
the colour greenish, of silken appearance, but little shining, 
scutellum transverse, small, elytra brownish-aeneous, strongly 
punctate-striate, the punctures closely placed, the interstices 
longitudinally costate, underside piceous, the posterior femora 
greenish , the extreme apex of the femora and the tibiae and 
tarsi flavous, the posterior tibiae strongly toothed before the 
apex. 

Hub. Siboga. 

This small species may be distinguished by the minutely gra- 
nulate head and thorax and the very line punctuation of the 
latter, that of the head being scarcely perceptible; whether a 
single specimen with much more distinct costate elytra and 
extremely close punctuation, represents the female of the present 
species I am unable to say, but it is probable , since all other 
characters agree ; there are four specimens before me. The spe- 
cies can scarcely be distinguished from some Central American 
forms notably C. pnree punctata, , Crotch, except in the want of a 
short row of punctures at each side near the basal margin of 
the thorax. 

81. Chaetocnema sumatrana, n. sp. — Below dark fulvous, 
above piceous, the basal joints of the antennae and the tarsi 
paler, head impunctate, thorax minutely punctured and granu- 
late, elytra deeply and regularly punctate-striate, the interstices 
longitudinally costate and minutely punctured. 

Length 1 V 2 -l 3 / 4 line. 

Head entirely impunctate, finely granulate, frontal tubercles 
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indistinct, carina broad and Hat, clypeus not raised, clothed with 
some pubescence, labruin fulvous , palpi paler , eyes widely se- 
parated, large, antennae extending to the middle of the elytra, 
fulvous, the apical joints fuscous, the third and following joints 
nearly equal, rather thick, pubescent, terminal joint more elon- 
gate, pointed, thorax twice as broad as long, the sides straight, 
the anterior angles oblique, the basal margin truncately pro- 
duced at the middle , not accompanied by a transverse groove 
or line, the surface tinely but not very closely punctured , the 
interstices minutely granulate, scutellum narrowly transverse, 
elytra not depressed below the base, strongly aud very regularly 
punctate-striate, the punctures closely placed, the interstices 
strongly longitudinally costate and very tinely punctured, under- 
side and legs dark brown, impunctate, posterior tibiae with a 
strong tooth, tarsi more or less Havous. 

I fab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

A comparatively large-sized species, which may be separated 
by the entirely impunctate head, the costate and tinely punctured 
elytral interstices and the fulvous underside and legs, the colour 
of the upper surface also differs from so many other species of 
the genus in having no metallic gloss. 

82. Chaetocnema tenimberensis, Jac. — The species described 
by me under the above name in “ Xovit. Zoolog. ” 1804, Yol. 1, 
ought, I think, to tind its place in Crepidodera near (\ cmti- 
pe/itii.s J Baly to which it seems closely allied. It has also been 
obtained by Dr. Modigliani at Pangherang-Pisang. 

83. Chaetocnema placida, n. sp. — - Dark bronze-coloured, the 
basal joints of the antennae and the legs fulvous, head closely 
punctured and finely granulate, thorax strongly and subremotely 
punctured, with a central basal smooth space, elytra deeply 
punctate-striate, the interstices smooth, posterior femora stained 
.with aeneous. 

Length 1 / 2 line. 

Of subquadrate, posteriorly distinctly narrow ed shape, the head 
finely granulate, rather strongly and closely punctured, w T ith a 
more or less w’ell marked central longitudinal smooth space. 
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frontal tube ivies not visible, clypeus coarsely punctured, its an- 
terior margin nearly straight, furnished with short greyish hairs, 
antennae nearly extending to the middle of the elytra, hlack , 
the lower four or five joints fulvous, second joint slightly 
thickened, as long as the third, fourth and following joints 
slightly longer, thorax twice as broad as long, of equal width, 
the sides straight at the base, the anterior angles obliquely cut, 
posterior margin slightly rounded, not accompanied by a groove, 
the surface more strongly but not so closely punctured than 
the head, the interstices shining, the base with a short central 
longitulinal smooth space, scutellum broader than long, elytra 
with deej) round punctures, rather widely separated, as well as 
the rows themselves, the interstices impunctate, smooth and 
shining, those at the sides slightly costate, the punctures distinct 
to the apex , legs fulvous , the posterior femora more or less 
aeneous, underside purplish, distinctly punctured, prosternum 
rugosely punctured. 

Hub. Palighe, Padang, Pea Ragia. 

Allied to C. malnyam* P»alv but smaller, the head not rugose- 
punctate, the thorax without reticulate lateral interspaces, the 
elytral punctuation not approached in pail’s and the interstices 
smooth and shining. 

84. Chaetocnema Gsstroi, .lac. — Specimens from Pangherang- 
Pisang and Siboga ; 1 have also received this species from IJorneo, 
it was originally obtained by Dr. Modigliani at the neighbour- 
ing island of Nias, and may be known bv its black shining 
colour and the nearly impunctate thorax. 

8b. Sphaeroderma limbatipennis , n. sp. — Fulvous, the ter- 
minal joints of the antennae and the labrum black, thorax finely 
and closely punctured , elytra closely and irregularly punctate, 
blackish , the lateral and apical margins more or less broadly 
fulvous. 

Length 1 1 / 4 - 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head impunctate, shining, fulvous, the frontal tubercles small, 
but strongly raised, carina short, but acute, labrum black, palpi 
llavous, tilt' penultimate joint swollen, antennae extending nearly 
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to the middle of the elytra, black, the lower five joints fulvous, 
third and fourth joints equal, fifth slightly longer, the following 
ones slightly thickened but elongate, thorax of usual shape, 
strongly transverse, the sides nearly straight, the anterior angles 
rather obtuse, posterior margin strongly Insinuate at each side, 
the surface very closely and finely punctured, slightly more 
strongly so near the base, scutellum small, triangular, elytra 
scarcely more strongly punctured than the thorax, the punc- 
tures closely and irregularly placed . rather more regularly ar- 
ranged in rows at the sides, the punctures extending nearly to 
the lateral margins, the disc nearly black, the sides and apex 
more or less fulvous, underside and legs fulvous, the breast 
more or less black, prosternum transversely quadrate, nearly 
impunctate. 

Ifah. Pangherang-Pisang. 

In the black labrum and the colour of the elytra, this species 
differs from any of its allies. 

8(>. Sphaeroderma Wallacei, n. sp. — Flavous, the breast black, 
thorax extremely minutely punctured, elytra metallic blue, finely 
and closely punctured, the apex flavous. 

Length 1 line. 

Head impunctate, the frontal elevations flattened and indistinct, 
the carina distinct, labrum fulvous, antennae entirely fulvous, 
pubescent, the second and third joints equal, short, the others 
gradually but slightly, thickened, thorax about twice and a half 
broader than long, the sides straight, the anterior angles obli- 
quely thickened, the surface microscopically finely punctured, 
posterior margin oblique , 'scarcely sinuate at the sides, scutel- 
lum black , elytra slightly wider at the base than the thorax , 
bright metallic blue, distinctly and closely punctured in irregular 
rows, the interstices somewhat wrinkled and also minutely punc- 
tate, the apex flavous, underside and legs fulvous, breast black, 
clothed with yellow pubescence. 

I fab. Si-Rambe. 

This species is again closely allied to several other Eastern 
forms, with neither of which I can identify it, it differs from 
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S. njnnijwmds. Jar. in the entirely fulvous antennae and the 
tlavons apex of the elytra, from S. npicalis , Baly in the bright 
blue not black elytra and the closely and extremely minutely 
punctured thorax , from .S. apicipetwis, Baly in the fulvous la- 
brum and antennae as well as in the blue colour of the elytra, 
in N. Heccarii, .lac. likewise from Sumatra, the thorax is more 
distinctly punctured and the elytra are blackish and the breast 
fulvous. 

\Y eise has separated certain species from Malacca and Sumatra 
from An/opus (Insecten Deutschlands) and proposed the name of 
Dimax for those in which the antennae are widely separated 
and the structure of the head is said to differ. I fail however 
to see the necessity for the erection of another genus and these 
Eastern species may well be included in Sphaermterma. In Ar- 
gopt/s Ahrensi for example , the antennae are quite as widely 
separated and intermediate degrees amongst the exotic species 
are frequent in almost all structural details, so that a new genus 
might be equally well established on almost every species, 
nothing is constant or gained in separating species on slight 
differences and erect continually new genera on variable struc- 
tural characters. 

87. Sphaeroderma flavoplagiata, n. sp. — Reddish-fulvous, an- 
tennae (the basal joints excepted) black, thorax very finely and 
subreinotely punctured, elytra closely and semiregularly punc- 
tured, black, the extreme apex fulvous, a large ovate patch on 
the disc, llavous. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head iinpunctate, the frontal elevations acutely raised, narrow; 
elypeus dellexed, labruin and mandibles prominent, penultimate 
joint of the palpi, incrassate, antennae extending to the middle 
of the elytra, black, the lower three joints and the extreme 
apex of the terminal one, fulvous, third joint slightly shorter 
than the second, following joints rather robust, pubescent, much 
longer than broad, thorax rather more than twice as broad as 
long, widened at the middle, the sides nearly straight, anterior 
margins obliquely thickened, posterior margin with the median 
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lobe broadly rounded, the surface scarcely perceptibly and not 
very closely punctured, reddish-fulvous, scutelluin piceous, elytra 
slightly wider at the base than the thorax, much more strongly 
punctured than the thorax, the punctures arranged in closely 
approached semiregular rows, black, almost the entire disc oc- 
cupied by a large ovate yellow patch, the extreme apex fulvous, 
underside and legs, fulvous. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. A single specimen. 

88. Sphaeroderma nigromaculata, n. sp. — Flavous, the ter- 
minal joints of the antennae and the legs black, thorax and the 
legs black, thorax and elytra minutely and closely punctured , 
each elytron with a central black spot. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head impunctate, flavous, the frontal elevations obsolete, eyes 
large, terminal joint of the palpi strongly incrassate , antennae 
very closely approached at the base, not extending to the middle 
of the elytra, black, the lower four joints flavous, the terminal 
joint tipped with fulvous, joint three and four, equal, thinner 
than the second one, terminal joints gradually thickened, thorax 
more than twice as broad as long, widened at the middle, the 
sides strongly rounded and narrowed anteriorly, with a narrow 
reflexed margin , the anterior angles but slightly thickened , 
rounded, posterior margin strongly sinuate at each side near 
the scutellum , the surface extremely finely and rather closely 
punctured, scutellum small, triangular, elytra wider at the base 
than the thorax, scarcely more strongly punctured than the 
latter, the punctures arranged in very closely approached but 
rather irregular rows, a broad space in front of the lateral 
margin impunctate, the colour flavous, with a small round black 
spot at the middle of each elytron, their epipleurae broad and 
concave , underside fulvous , legs nearly black , the base of the 
femora and the tip of the tibiae slightly stained with fulvous , 
tibiae longitudinally chanelled, first joint of the posterior tarsi 
longer than the second, third joint widened, fulvous, prosternum 
scarcely longer than broad, mesosternum very short. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. A single specimen. 
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\llied in coloration to />. biplugiuta, Jac. from Burmah, lmt 
the thorax with more strongly rounded sides and angles, the 
surface not wrinkled, the punctuation of the elytra stronger and 
their sutural and lateral margins not hlack. I give here the 
description of another similarly marked species from Java. 

8D. Sphaeroderma javanensis, n. sp. — Testaceous, antennae 
hlack, the apical two joints fulvous, thorax and elytra very 
minutely punctured, the latter with a large central hlack spot, 
legs more or less black. 

Length 2 1 / 2 lines. 

Much larger than the preceding species and of more ovate 
shape, the head impunctate, the frontal elevations broadly sub- 
quad rate, distinct , clypeus very broad and flattened , extending 
upwards 1 jet ween the tubercles and widely separating them, its 
anterior margin straight, apex of mandibles black, palpi robust, 
black, their apical joint conical, thorax three times broader than 
long, of nearly equal width, the sides nearly straight, but slightly 
narrowed anteriorly, the anterior angles obliquely thickened, the 
median lobe only slightly produced, the sides with an oblique 
depression near the posterior angles , the surface with some 
extremely fine punctures, only visible under a strong, magnifying 
power, scutelluin rather broad, triangular, elytra widened below 
the middle, moderately convex, their surface more distinctly 
punctured than the thorax, irregularly arranged, the sides and 
apex nearly impunctate, the middle with a large round black 
spot, elytral epipleurae broad and flat, the base of the femora 
and the tibiae and tarsi black, tibiae not chanelled , the first 
joint of the posterior tarsi elongate, longer than the following 
two joints together, prosternum slightly longer than broad, me- 
sosternum short. 

llab. Java (my collection). 

This species differs in structural details entirely from the 
preceding one and would perhaps justify the erection of another 
genus, but at present more material is needed for the proper 
classification of these variable Ifnlticidae before a proper definition 
can be arrived at. 
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DO. Sphaeroderma affinis, n. sp. — Fulvous, the terminal joints 
of the antennae black , thorax distinctly but rather remotely 
punctured, elytra black, rather strongly punctured in semiregular 
not very closely approached rows. 

Length 1 line. 

Head impunctate, the frontal tubercles small, but distinct, 
carina short, palpi not thickened, llavous, antennae nearly ex- 
tending to the middle of the elytra, black, the lower six joints 
llavous, terminal joints thickened, thorax twice as broad as long, 
widened at the middle, the sides slightly rounded, the anterior 
angles thickened, the surface finely and rather remotely punc- 
tured , the punctures rather more closely placed and stronger 
at the base, scutellum black, elytra somewhat oblong, pointed 
at the apex, much more strongly punctured than the thorax, 
the punctuation rather regularly arranged in not very closely 
approached rows, underside and legs fulvous or llavous. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang and Pea-Hagia. 

This species has the same coloration as several other Eastern 
forms , but is smaller than any of them , and is distinguished 
either by differing in coloration or sculpture of one or other 
parts. 5. Ikccarii, Jac. is larger and more closely punctured ; 
*$. Halyij Jac. has a black or piceous underside and geminate 
punctate-striate elytra; in one specimen, an obscure fulvous spot 
is visible at the middle of each elytron , there are three speci- 
mens before me. 

91. Sphaeroderma sumatrana, n. sp. — -Fulvous, the antennae 
(the basal four joints excepted) black, the apical joints widened, 
thorax very finely and closely punctured, elytra finely punctured 
in rows, the interstices minutely punctate, breast piceous. 

Lengtli 1 line. 

Head impunctate, eyes very large, the frontal elevations small, 
subquadrate, carina acuta, lower portion of face produced, de- 
llexed, antennae extending to the base of the elytra only, the 
lower three or four joints llavous, the rest black, widened, pu- 
bescent, third and fourth joints equal, as long as the second, 
thorax more than twice as broad as long, narrowed in front, 
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the sides nearly straight, slightly oblique near the anterior angles, 
the basal margin broadly produced at the middle, surface very 
minutely and rather closely punctured, elytra ovate, very finely 
punctured in rows, the interstices scarcely perceptibly punctured, 
underside and legs fulvous, breast more or less piceous, finely 
punctured. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang, also Peraek. 

Closely allied to several other Pastern forms especially to 
N. fusciconiis. Paly from Japan but differing in the straight, not 
rounded sides of the thorax and in the elytral punctuation being 
arranged in rows, the antennae also have dilated and pubescent 
terminal joints which will further help in the recognition of the 
species. 

92. Sphaeroilerma Modiglianii, n. sp. — Fulvous, the antennae 
black, three basal joints fulvous, thorax microscopically punctured, 
elytra very finely and regularly punctate-striate. 

Var. Below black. 

Length 1 */ 4 line. 

Head impunctate, antennae robust, extending to the middle 
of the elytra, the three or sometimes four basal joints fulvous, 
the others black, pubescent, the second, third and fourth joints 
very nearly equal, subquadrate, the following ones longer, ter- 
minal joint sometimes fulvous, thorax strongly widened at the 
middle, the sides rounded , narrowly margined , anterior angles 
scarcely thickened, medial lobe broadly rounded, the surface 
extremely finely and closely punctured , scutellum very small , 
elytra very finely punctured in rather closely approached rows. 

Ilab. Si-Ram be. 

Larger than 8. siunatrann and the rows of elytral punctures 
more widely separated; these species of Sphuerodennu are how- 
ever very dillicult to separate owing to the great variability, 
scarcely two specimens being alike, the structure of the antennae 
varying similarly as well as the elytral punctuation, and many 
specimens are necessary for examination. 

93. Sphaeroilerma Rafflesi, n. sp. — Flavous, above fulvous, 
antennae black , the basal three or four and the apical joint, 
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flavous, thorax very finely and closely punctured; elytra distinctly 
and seiniregtilarly punctured in very closely approached longi- 
tudinal rows. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head impunctate, frontal tubercles broad and flat, labnnn 
large, flavous, apex of mandibles black, antennae robust, extend- 
ing to the base of the elytra, the second and the two following 
joints equal, short, terminal joints thickened, longer than broad, 
pubescent, the lower four joints and the apical one flavous, the 
others black, thorax nearly three times broader than long, the 
sides straight at the base, rounded near the apex and slightly 
narrowed at the same place, with a narrow reflexed lateral 
margin, the anterior angles rounded , the basal margin sinuate 
at each side, the median lobe broadly rounded, the surface ex- 
tremely finely and closely punctured, elytra more strongly 
punctured than the thorax, the punctures arranged in very clo- 
sely approached not very regular rows, the broad space in front 
of the lateral margin impunctate, anterior penultimate joint of 
the tarsi broadly dilated in the male, the last abdominal seg- 
ment incised at each side, the median lobe broadly subquadrate 
with a central longitudinal groove. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang, Sumatra (my collection) also Perak. 

Of this species I possess three specimens, of which one has 
the last joint of the antennae and the sides of the elytra from 
the base to the middle, black, but does not differ in any other 
way; the species is larger than the preceding two and differs 
in several details, notably in the broad and flattened frontal 
elevations of the head, which in the allied forms are small and 
subquadrate, also more distinctly raised, a single specimen from 
Pangherang-Pisang as well as one from Perak in my collection 
has the breast and the legs more or less black, but does not 
seem to differ in other respects. S. antenmta, Jac. from Birmah 
is closely allied but has longer antennae , the frontal tubercles 
are acutely raised and the elytral punctuation at the sides ar- 
ranged in several distinct rows. 

94. Sphaeroderma tibialis, n. sp. — Fulvous, the antennae 
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(the basal joints excepted) and the tibiae and tarsi black, thorax 
nearly impunctate, elytra very finely and closely punctured, 
black. 

Length lines. 

Head impunctate, fulvous, frontal tubercles trigonate, flattened, 
carina rather broad, antennae extending to the base of the elytra, 
black, the lower three joints flavous, terminal joints widened, 
pubescent, thorax twice and a half broader than long, the sides 
straight, much narrowed towards the apex, the anterior angles 
thickened, the surface scarcely perceptibly and closely punctured, 
scutellum fulvous, elytra black, finely punctured in closely ap- 
proached and irregular rows which near the lateral margin are 
arranged in pairs, elvtral epi pleurae fulvous, the anterior portion 
of the breast and of the first abdominal segment margined with 
black, femora fulvous, tibiae and tarsi black. 

I lab. Sumatra (my collection). 

Smaller than 5. / hwicollis , Jac. the antennae and legs diffe- 
rently coloured, the sides of the thorax straight etc. 

9b. Eucycla nigrofasciata, n. sp. — Rounded, convex, testa- 
ceous, the antennae (the basal joints excepted) the breast and 
legs black, thorax sparingly punctured, elytra regularly punc- 
tate-striate, a transverse band at the base and another near the 
apex, black. 

Length I 1 U line. 

Head rather long, impunctate, testaceous, the frontal eleva- 
tions scarcely indicated, the clypeus in the shape of an elongate 
triangle forming a ridge at each side which extends to the base 
of the antennae, labrum piceous, palpi slender, antennae extre- 
mely closely approached at the base, extending beyond the 
middle of the elytra , black , the basal three and the last joint 
llavous, first joint very long and slender, second joint short, 
third, one half longer, fourth, as long as the two preceding 
joints together, the following ones slightly widened, pubescent, 
eyes rather elongate, thorax nearly three times broader than 
long, the sides nearly straight, obliquely narrowed towards the 
apex, the anterior angles obliqueh thickened, the posterior mar- 
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gin obliquely sinuate at each side, the surface very finely but 
sparingly punctured, Havens, scutelluin small, black, elytra con- 
vex, with about ten rows of distinct punctures, llavous, the base 
occupied by a narrow black band which widenes towards the 
suture, down which it extends nearly to the middle, at the la- 
teral margins it is connected with another transverse band below 
the middle which is widened at the sides and does not quite 
extend to the suture, breast and legs black, abdomen llavous, 
posterior tibiae armed with a short spine , prosternum broader 
than long, subquadrate, mesosternum scarcely visible, anterior 
coxal cavities open. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. 

There are two specimens of this species contained in the pre- 
sent collection for w hich Baly's genus Eucycla seems to be the 
best place ; the structure of the clypeus is rather peculiar and 
the antennae are very closely approached at the base, their long 
basal joint and the punctate-striate elytra agree with the typical 
forms. 

96. Eucycla limbatipennis, n. sp. — Subhaemispherical, piceous, 
the basal joint of the antennae and the apical segment of the 
abdomen, fulvous, thorax strongly transverse, finely punctured, 
elytra punctate-striate, the interstices finely punctured, llavous, 
the suture narrowly, and the sides more broadly piceous. 

Length 1 V 2 line. 

Head with a few minute punctures, black, the frontal tubercles 
only indicated by narrow transverse ridges, clypeus raised into 
a triangular acute ridge, labrum and palpi obscure fulvous, eyes 
very large, elongate , antennae closely approached at the base, 
extending to the base of the elytra, the basal joint elongate 
and slender, stained with fulvous, the following two joints short, 
equal, fourth and following joints more elongate and slightly 
thickened, black, thorax nearly three times broader than long, 
the sides straight, narrowed in front, the anterior angles 
thickened, not produced, the posterior margin broadly rounded 
and produced at the middle, the surface finely, not very closely 
and irregularly punctured, scutellum small, elytra very convex 
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and rounded, finely punctured in distant rows, the interstices 
rather closely and nearly as strongly punctured, llavous, the 
suture, the sides and the apex piceous, the dark lateral portion 
nearly impunctate, underside and legs nearly black, prosternum 
strongly transverse, mesosternuni not visible, luetasternum broad, 
its apex broadly rounded, strongly punctured, tibiae somewhat 
prismatic , triangularly depressed , carinate , the posterior ones 
mucronate , the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the 
following two joints, the anterior coxal cavities open. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. A single specimen. 

The punctured striae of the elytra are not very strong and 
partly obsolete on account of the almost equally strongly punc- 
tured interstices, the structure of the head, the long basal joint 
of the antennae and the strongly transverse prosternum will 
prevent this species being mistaken for a Sphaerorfenna. 

97. Eucycla elegantula, n. sp. — Rounded, fulvous, antennae 
with the fifth to the tenth joint black, thorax rather finely and 
closely punctured, elytra strongly punctate-striate, metallic dark 
blue, the extreme apex fulvous. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head impunctate, without frontal elevations, fulvous, clypeus 
rather concave with lateral and central ridge, eyes large, an- 
tennae closely approached at the base, the lower three joints 
and the apex of the terminal one, fulvous, the others black, 
first joint very long and curved, its base very slender, the apex 
thickened, second joint short, third slightly longer, the following 
joints thickened , cylindrical and pubescent, apical joint thinner, 
thorax three times broader than long, the sides nearly straight, 
narrowed towards tin 1 apex, anterior angles obliquely thickened, 
posterior margin sinuate at each side, rather sharply produced 
at the middle, the surface finely and rather closely punctured, 
fulvous, elytra regularly and rather strongly punctate-striate, 
the striae widely placed, the interstices Hat and impunctate, their 
epipleurae very broad, concave, underside and legs fulvous, the 
posterior femora very strongly thickened, short , their tibiae 
dilated , ehanelled , with a spur, the lirst joint of the posterior 
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tarsi scarcely longer than the second one, prosternum strongly 
transverse and short, metasternum strongly punctured, anterior 
coxal cavities open. 

flab. Sumatra (my collection). 

Closely allied to E. acneipennix, Baly but with differently co- 
loured underside and legs and the el \tral interstices not convex, 
the apex also fulvous. 

D8. Argopistes flavicornis, n. sp. Fulvous, the thorax and 
the breast black, the former finely and rather closely punctured, 
elytra finely punctate-striate, black , a large oval patch on the 
disc and the apical margin, fulvous. 

Length 1- 1 1 / 2 line. 

Head fulvous, impunctate, the frontal elevations only indicated 
in the shape of two very narrow oblique ridges above the an- 
tennae , clypeus triangularly raised , fulvous as well as the la- 
brum , palpi slender, antennae very closely approached at the 
base, fulvous, scarcely extending to the base of the thorax, the 
basal joint very long and slender, the second one short, thickened, 
the following four joints very small, nearly equal, the terminal 
five joints much thickened, forming an elongate club, thorax 
twice as broad as long, strongly widened at the middle, nar- 
rowed in front, the sides nearly straight, the anterior angles 
slightly thickened, posterior margin strongly sinuate at the sides, 
the surface finely and rather closely punctured, black, scutellum 
small, black, elytra closely and distinctly punctate-striate, under- 
side and legs fulvous, breast black, posterior femora strongly 
incrassate, tibiae broad and flattened, subprismatic, the first joint 
of the posterior tarsi slightly longer than the second one, pro- 
sternum narrowly transverse, mesosternum not visible, the an- 
terior coxal cavities open. 

Ilab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

The two specimens before me vary greatly in size but not 
in any other essential point, they have the appearance of a 
small species of Coccinelln like tlie other representatives of the 
genus and almost the same coloration as A. biplagiatas Motsch. 
and A. hum laris, .Tac.. but the punctuation of the elytra differs 
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from the first named species and the coloration of the antennae, 
legs and underside, from that of the last. 

( .)9, Argopistes Beccarii, n. sp. — Fulvous, thorax very finely 
punctate, elytra finely and closely punctured with irregular rows 
of larger punctures, the middle of each with a round black spot. 

Length 2 lines. 

Of strongly rounded, convex shape, the head impunctate, the 
eyes rather closely approached , frontal tubercles small , palpi 
distinctly incrassate, antennae entirely fulvous, rather short, the 
basal joint elongate, the second short and thick , the following 
two joints thinner and shorter, the others slightly widened, 
thorax strongly curved , much widened at the middle , nearly 
three times broader than long, the sides rounded, the posterior 
margin strongly oblique at the sides and slightly sinuate : the 
median lobe short and truncate, the surface very finely and 
rather closely punctured, srutellum triangular, elytra convex, 
wider at the base than the thorax, very finely punctured, the 
punctures mixed with larger ones, which near the sides are 
here and there arranged in irregular longitudinal rows, their 
epipleurae placed deeply inwards, posterior femora strongly in- 
crassate, tibiae widened anteriorly, deeply chanelled, tarsi broad, 
the first joint of the posterior tarsi, longer than the second one, 
prosternum longer than broad, narrowed at the middle, the last 
abdominal segment of the male, with a broadly produced me- 
dian lobe, the other segments with transverse rows of punctures. 

Hab. Mt. Singalang (0. Beccari). A single specimen. 

100. Psylliodes caerulipes, n. sp. - — Below black, above me- 
tallic blue, the basal two joints of the antennae Havous, thorax 
strongly" and subremotely punctured ; elytra strongly punctate- 
striate, the interstices impunctate, costate at the sides, legs me- 
tallic blue. 

Length 1-1 J / 4 line. 

Of rather broadly ovate shape, the head with a few fine 
punctures at the vertex, the latter metallic blue, frontal tubercles 
ami carina obsolete, labrum and palpi piceous, antennae extend- 
ing to the middle of the elytra, black, the lower two joints 
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flavous, tho lower three joints of equal length, the terminal 
ones gradually thickened, thorax twice as broad as long, the 
sides straight, the anterior angles oblique, forming an angle 
before the middle, the surface very distinctly but not very clo- 
sely punctured, metallic blue, scutellum small, elytra widened 
towards the middle, strongly punctate-striate, the punctures 
closely placed, the interstices Hat, except at the sides, where 
they are convex, posterior femora very strongly incrassate, their 
tibiae strongly widened at the apex, the latter deeply emargi- 
nate below the insertion of the tarsi, the first joint of the 
latter longer than the following joints together, abdomen black. 

Hah. Si-Rambe. 

Differing from P. Paly l, Jac. in the unicolorous legs and in 
the less closely punctured thorax , also in the more ovate and 
less elongate shape. Three specimens were obtained. 

101. Psylliodes fulvipes, n. sp. — Below piceous, above dark 
blue, three basal joints of the antennae and the legs fulvous, 
thorax closely and strongly punctured, elytra deeply punctate- 
striate, the interstices minutely punctured. 

Length 1 1 / 2 line. 

Of comparatively broad shape, the vertex of the head with a 
few minute punctures and a small fovea, between the eyes at 
the lower portion , frontal tubercles nearly obsolete , clvpeus 
black, mandibles and palpi fulvous, antennae extending nearly 
to the middle of the elytra , the lower three joints flavous or 
fulvous, the others black, rather robust, third joint distinctly 
shorter than the preceding or following one, terminal joints 
widened, thorax scarcely twice as broad as long, the sides 
straight, the anterior angles oblique, the surface convex, strongly 
and closely punctured, scutellum small, black, elytra with clo- 
sely placed and strong punctures, forming regular rows, the 
interstices very finely punctured, legs entirely fulvous, posterior 
tibiae strongly widened towards the apex, their upper edge ir- 
regular dentate here and there, first joint of the posterior tarsi 
longer than the following joints. 

Ifab. Si-Rambe, D. Surugnan. 
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Although this species seems very closely allied to P. (’/lajmisi. 
Hilly it does not agree in several particulars with that species ; 
it is of broader and more robust shape, the antennae have the 
basal three not five joints fulvous, the thorax is more closely 
punctured and tin* legs are entirely bright fulvous; there are 
five specimens before me which show no differences in regard 
to the above particulars. 

102 Psylliodes baligheensis, n. sp. — Below piceous, above 
metallic blue or greenish, the basal three joints of the antennae 
and the four anterior legs (more or less) fulvous, thorax rather 
finely and subremotely punctured, elytra finely punctate-striate, 
the interstices flat and extremely finely punctured. 

Length 1 1 / 4 line. 

Head with a few minute punctures, the eyes large, the frontal 
elevations and the carina very small but distinct, labnun and 
palpi nearly black, antennae not quite extending to the middle 
of the elytra, black, the lower three joints fulvous, first and 
second joint equal, third, slightly shorter, terminal joints thick- 
ened , thorax about one half broader than long, distinctly nar- 
rowed in front, the sides straight, the anterior angles oblique, 
posterior margin rather strongly rounded and produced at the 
middle, the surface finely and not very closely punctured, elytra 
finely punctate-stria te, the interstices not costate, here and there 
impressed with a few minute punctures, posterior femora more 
or less metallic blue, tinged with fulvous, their tibiae of the 
latter colour or piceous, without teeth along the upper edges, 
abdomen obscure fulvous. 

Hah. Balighc, October and March. 

Of this species, two specimens are contained in this collection, 
they seem to me to differ from their allies in the liner and 
more remote punctuation of the thorax as well as of the elytra 
which have also non-costate interstices at the sides, the locality 
in which these specimens were obtained also differs from that 
of others. P. Haliji , Jac. of which numerous specimens are also 
contained in the present collection , is generally metallic green 
above, the thorax is very closely and almost rugosely punctured 
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and the elytra! punctuation is strong and close as well as the 
interstices convex. 

103. Psylliodes nigroaenea, n. sp. — Blackish-green, basal 
joints of the antennae, fulvous, legs more or less piceous, thorax 
finely subrugoselv punctured , elytra strongly punctate-striate , 
the interstices scarcely raised and punctured. 

Length 3 4 - 1 line. 

Head impunctate, the frontal tubercles small and obsolete, 
palpi fulvous, antennae not extending to the middle of the elytra, 
black, the lower four joints fulvous, the second joint as long as 
the first, the following two joints slightly shorter, the terminal 
joints thickened; thorax nearly twice as broad as long, the sides 
straight, the anterior angles oblique, the basal margin scarcely 
produced at the middle, the disc rather convex, closely punctured 
and somewhat rugose or wrinkled with traces of longitudinal 
striae here and there, scutellum small, elytra strongly punctate- 
striate, the punctures very closely placed, forming striae at the 
sides , the interstices at the same place slightly convex , legs 
more or less piceous, tibiae and tarsi paler, the posterior tibiae 
without teeth excepting the one near the apex. 

I fab. Si-Rambe. 

This is a species of comparatively short and broad shape, of 
an almost black colour with a slight aeneous gloss, it is much 
less elongate than P. Bahji, Jac. and of entirely different colo- 
ration, the thorax also is of nearly equal width and not narrowed 
in front which will assist in the recognition of the present spe- 
cies of which I have four specimens for comparison. 

104. Allomorpha glabraia, n. sp. — Black, the base of the 
antennae and the tibiae and tarsi fulvous, above greenish-blue, 
opaque, entirely impunctate. non-pubescent. 

Length 1 line. 

Similar in shape to a species of Aphthona, the head impunc- 
tate , the vertex bluish-green , the lower portion blackish , the 
frontal tubercles in the shape of narrow oblique ridges, clypeus 
with a longitudinal groove down the centre, labrum and palpi 
black, penultimate joint of the latter slightly thickened , apical 
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joint acutely pointed , antennae long and slender, black, the 
lower four joints fulvous, second joint proportionately thick 
and long, but slightly shorter than the third joint, fourth, longer 
than the preceding one, the following joints much more elon- 
gate and slender, thorax subquadrute, scarcely one half broader 
than long, the sides nearly straight, the angles not produced, 
the surface with a very obsolete transverse sulcation before the 
middle, entirely glabrous and impunctate, greenish-blue, opaque, 
scutellum blackish , elytra of the same colour and sculpture 
as that of the thorax , their epipleurae broad at the base , the 
underside black, femora with a bluish tint, the posterior ones 
very strongly incrnssate, tibiae fulvous, the posterior ones dilated 
towards the apex, not chanelled, with a distinct spine, anterior 
tibiae unarmed , tarsi fulvous , the metatarsus of the posterior 
legs as long as the following three joints together, claws 
appendiculate , prosternum narrow, the anterior coxal cavities 
closed. 

I fob. Pangherang-Pisang and Siboga. 

A. glabrota (lifters from the other two species contained in 
this genus, in the absence of any pubescence of the thorax and 
elytra, but agrees in the want of any visible punctuation and 
other particulars with the typical forms ; all are of delicate and 
silky appearance as only found amongst the llalticidae in the 
bladder-clawed Monoplalimte ; I know however only of three 
species. 

GALERPCINAE 

105. Aulacophora similis, Oliv. — Several specimens of this 
common and widely distributed species were obtained at Siboga, 
Balighe, Pea Ragia and Pangherang-Pisang. The variety A.\Rha- 
phidopalpa ) [lavipes. Jar. is also amongst them. In the Deutsche 
Entomolog. Zeitschrift for 1 892 , AVeise has changed the name 
of Aulacophora and substituted several other genera, on account 
of structural characters differing. I must regrpt both these alte- 
rations/the name of Aulacophora has been used ever since 1 83 7 i 
and although a similar genus exists in Botany, no great con- 
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fusion can in mv opinion arise since everyone knows whether 
in a description, the Animal or Vegetable kingdom is meant 
and changes of names once familiar, do not add to the assistance 
of the memory, which in Entomology is already more than too 
heavily taxed. The other genera created by Weise are princi- 
pally founded on male structural characters which vary almost 
with every species so that about another fifty or more genera 
might easily be made ; Weise has moreover taken no notice of 
Baly’s papers on the genus Aitlacophora (Journ, Linn. Soc. V. XX, 
1880 and 1888) where most of the species are characterised 
and tabulated in a useful way and which must have the priority 
in regard to specific names. 

100. Pseudocophora sumatrana, n. sp. — IJelow black, above 
fiavous as well as the anterior legs, sulcus of thorax straight, 
elytra strongly and semi-regularly punctured. 

A Elytra with a basal fovea, the latter bidentate, anteriorly, 
last abdominal segment trilobate, its median lobe nearly flat. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head impunctate, fiavous, frontal tubercles narrowly trans- 
verse, clvpeus with an acute ridge, palpi incrassate , antennae 
only extending to the base of the elytra, pale fiavous, the* third 
joint as long as the first and longer than the following joints, 
thorax twice as broad as long, the sides straight at the base, 
rather strongly rounded anteriorly, the surface entirely impunc- 
tate, the basal sulcus straight and deep, elytra strongly punc- 
tured in closely approached very irregular rows, their epipleurae 
continued to the apex, undersides and the four posterior legs 
black , claws bifid. 

Ilab. Si-Rambe. 

From P. brunnea, Baly and P. nil e ns. All. the present species 
is at once distinguished by the black underside and similar co- 
loured posterior legs, it resembles in this coloration several true 
species of Milacophora from which it can readily be separated 
by the prolonged elytral epipleurae , the female has, as usual 
simple elytra and entire last abdominal segment. 

107. Phyllobrotica elegantula, n. sp. — Fiavous, the antennae 
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(the basal joints excepted) tbo apex of the tibiae and the tarsi, 
fuscous, thorax transversely silicate, impunctate, elytra finely 
pubescent, extremely closely punctured , fuscous , the base nar- 
rowly fulvous. 

Yar. Elytra flavous, the sides more or less fuscous. 

Length 2 lines. 

Narrowly elongate, the head broad and convex behind the 
eyes, fulvous shining, impunctate, e^es rather large, frontal tu- 
bercles trigonate, clypeus triangularly raised, labrum nearly 
black, pa ljii llavous, tin* penultimate joint incrassate, antennae 
long and slender, fuscous, the basal three joints llavous, the 
first joint rather long and curved, the second very short, the 
third nearly double as long, fourth joint slightly longer than 
the following joints, thorax narrowly transverse, the disc trans- 
versely sulcate, impunctate, shining, llavous, elytra very finely 
and closely punctured , clothed with short whitish pubescence . 
the basal portion more or less llavous, the rest fuscous, elytral 
epipleurae scarcely visible at the base only, legs slender, flavous, 
tibiae unarmed, the first joint of the posterior tarsi longer than 
the following joints together, claws append iculate, anterior coxal 
cavities open. 

I lab. Si-Painbe. 

Closely allied to IK javatat, lac. but differing in the black 
labrum, the colour of the elytra and in the longer metatarsus 
of the posterior legs, in one specimen the seutellum is black. 

108. Mimastra sumatrensis, Jac. 1 refer specimens obtained 
at Pangherang-Pisang to this species (Notes Leyd. Mus. Yol. VI). 
I have not now the type before me, but my description agrees 
in everything except in that of the length of the antennae, 
which in the type, is given as “ nearly as long as the body"; 
in the present insects the antennae in the male extend conside- 
rably beyond the elytra, those of the females slightly so; the 
elytra are very finely and closely punctured but scarcely rugose 
as in the type and it is therefore possible that I have another 
closel y allied species before me, the entire insect is of a uniform 
pale testaceous colour. 
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109. Hoplasoma frontalis, n. sp. — Below black, the head, 
antennae and thorax testaceous, elytra metallic dark green, clo- 
sely rugose-punctate, tibiae and tarsi black, claws bilid. 

Length d lines. 

Head impunctate, the eyes very large, frontal elevations tri- 
gonate, contiguous, clvpeus broadly triangular extending upwards 
between the antennae and forming a single, scarcely depressed 
piece, palpi rather long and slender, antennae very long and 
slender, nearly as long as the body, testaceous, the third joint 
smaller than the fourth, the second one very small, thorax one 
half broader than long, the sides straight, the surface transversely 
sulcate at the middle, impunctate, pale testaceous as well as the 
scutellum, elytra elongate, dark metallic green, rugosely punc- 
tured throughout, their epipleurae rather broad at the base but 
disappearing at the middle, legs long and slender, tibiae unarmed, 
the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the following three 
joints together, femora more or less testaceous, their apex and 
the tibiae and tarsi black. 

I lab. Si-Rambtb 

Differing in the structure of the clvpeus and (//. metallica, Jac. 
excepted) in the metallic green and rugose elytra ; their epi- 
pleurae are broader at the base than in the typical forms but 
other differences of importance are not present. 

Sosibiella, gen. n. 

Body elongate, antennae filiform , the second and third joint 
short , head broad , thorax transverse , sulcate , elytra glabrous, 
irregularly punctured , their epipleurae rather broad , obsolete 
below the middle, legs slender, tibiae unarmed, the metatarsus 
of the posterior legs as long as the following two joints together, 
claws appendiculate, anterior coxal cavities open. 

This genus will have to be placed near Haplosomoides , Duviv. 
from which it differs in the swollen head, the shorter third joint 
of the antennae and in the transverse thorax. 

110. Sosibiella caeruleipennis, n. sp. — Flavous, the head and 
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thorax iinpunctate, elytra metallic blue, closely and strongly 
punctured, the interstices irregularly rugose, the tibiae and tarsi 
black. 

Length 3 7 4 lines. 

Head broad and convex at the vertex, iinpunctate, eyes small, 
the frontal elevations trigonate, small, cl^peus broad, depressed 
at the apex, not well separated, labriun and palpi fiavous, the 
latter not inerassate, antennae two-thirds the length of the insect, 
llavous , the second joint slightly smaller than the third , both 
joints short , the fourth joint longer than the fifth , pubescent 
like the rest of the joints, the terminal two joints thin and 
shorter, thorax short and transverse, the sides nearly straight 
and slightly narrowel at the base, the angles slightly thickened, 
the disc broadly transversely sulcate at the middle, scutellum 
broad, llavous, elytra wider at the base than the thorax, closely 
and strongly punctured , the interstices rugose and wrinkled , 
underside and the femora llavous, finely pubescent, the apex of 
the femora above and the outer and inner margins of the tibiae 
as well as the tarsi, black. 

llab. Pangherang-Pisang. Two specimens. 

111. Microlepta fulvicollis, n. sp. — Flavous, tibiae black, base 
of head and the thorax fulvous, the latter finely punctured, 
elytra closely and finely punctured, the interstices slightly ru- 
gose. 

Length 2 1 j i lines. 

Head iinpunctate, the vertex fulvous, the frontal tubercles 
trigonate, rather small, lower portion of face forming a single 
piece, llavous, eyes large, palpi elongate, slender, antennae ex- 
tending to the end of the elytra, filiform, the basal joint extre- 
mely long, the second one very short, the following joints very 
long and slender, finely pubescent, lower two joints dark fulvous 
or piceous, thorax nearly twice as broad as long, of equal width, 
the sides slightly rounded at the middle, rather suddenly cons- 
tricted near the anterior angles, the latter obsolete, slightly 
thickened, posterior angles acute, the surface finely, irregularly 
and closely punctured with some obsolete depressions at the 
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sides anteriorly, dark fulvous, the anterior margin more or less 
narrowly fiavous, seutellum triangular, elytra wider at the base 
than the thorax, fiavous, finely and closely punctured in very 
irregular rows, the interstices finely wrinkled, their epipleurae 
broad at the base , indistinct below the middle , legs slender , 
tibiae mucronate, blackish, the first joint of the posterior tarsi, 
much larger than the following joints together, claws appendi- 
culate, anterior coxal cavities open. 

Jlab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

This species agrees in every structural details with the other 
ones forming the genus Microlepta , notably in the long slender 
antennae and their very long basal joint, five other species from 
the Malayan regions have been described by myself of which 
M. pallida is the nearest allied one, but differs in the uniform 
colour of the legs and other details. 

112. Pseudoscelida apicicornis, n. sp. — Elongate, black, the 
apical four joints of the antennae, fiavous, head and thorax fia- 
vous, the latter transversely foveolate, iinpunctate, elytra metallic 
dark blue or greenish, very closely and strongly punctured. 

<A Antennae with a long fringe of hairs. 

Length 3 lines. 

<A Head broader than long, the vertex impunctate with a 
triangular fovea, eyes very large, frontal elevations very narrow 
and obsolete, clypeus triangular, its apex extending in shape of 
an acute ridge between the antennae, labrurn and palpi, black, 
antennae long and slender, black, shining, the last four joints 
fulvous or fiavous, each joint furnished with a fringe of long 
hairs, the first joint long and slender, the second extremely 
small, the following joints equal, the fifth and sixth, rather 
curved , terminal joints smaller , thorax one half broader than 
long, of equal width, rather defiexed near the anterior angles, 
the sides nearly straight , the angles not produced , the surface 
with a transverse depression at each side, impunctate, shining, 
seutellum broad , triangular , black , elytra very closely and 
strongly impressed wfith round punctures, their epipleurae rather 
broad, continued below the middle, legs slender, black as well 
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as the underside, tibiae unarmed, the first joint of the posterior 
tarsi as long as the following joints together, claws append i- 
eulate, the anterior coxal cavities open. 

Hub. Pangherang-Pisang. 

This is the second species of the genus described by me in 
“ Xovitat. Zoolog. ” 1894; it agrees in all characters with the 
type and the male has likewise the fringe of long hairs attached 
to the antennae, which in the female is wanting, the general 
appearance of the insect is not unlike that of a Miwasfra hut the 
thorax is differently shaped and foveolate instead of sulcate, the 
antennae also have their joints of different proportionate length. 

1 Id. Sastra sulcicollis, n. sp. — Elongate, obscure pale fuscous, 
pubescent, thorax impnnctate, the posterior half transversely 
sulcate, elytra minutely punctured and clothed with line fulvous 
pubescence. 

Length 3 V 2 lines. 

Head impnnctate , the frontal tubercles distinct and oblicpie , 
clypeus deffexed . smooth , impunctate , eyes prominent and 
rounded, antennae slender, filiform, extending to nearly two- 
thirds the length of the elytra, pale ffavous, the third joint very 
long, more than twice the length of the second one, thorax 
twice as broad as long, the sides slightly rounded before the 
middle, rather suddenly narrowed anteriorly, the anterior angles 
tuberculiform, the disc shining, deeply transversely sulcate poste- 
riorly, the depression bounded anteriorly and laterally by a 
strongly raised ridge, posterior margin rather broadly produced 
at the middle, elytra clothed with fine adpressed fulvous hairs, 
extremely finely and closely punctured, legs slender, tibiae 
unarmed, the first joint of the posterior tarsi, longer than the 
following joints, claws bifid, the posterior ones much less acutely 
divided than the anterior ones, anterior cavities open. 

llah. Si-Rambe, Pangherang-Pisang. 

The general colour of this species is a dull and opaque pale 
fuscous, the structure of the thorax will at once distinguish it 
from any other contained in this genus, principally distinguished 
by the long third joint of the antennae. 
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il/i. Cerophysa Gestroi, n. sp. — Metallic violaceous-blue, 
thorax bifoveolate, impunctate, elytra very closely and strongly 
punctured. 

cA Antennae with the eighth joint elongate and strongly di- 
lated. 

9 . Antennae with simple, short joints, the apical two llavous. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head impunctate , metallic blue , frontal elevations entirely 
absent, clypeus strongly raised in shape of a triangular ridge, 
palpi robust, the apical joint conical, antennae extending to about 
the middle of the elytra, the second joint very short, the third 
longer than the following four joints which are triangularly 
widened, the eighth elongate and greatly dilated, cylindrical, 
the terminal three joints short again ; thorax one half broader 
than long, the sides straight at the base, rather deffexed ante- 
riorly where the angles are obsolete , the -surface with a deep 
fovea at each side , extremely finely and sparingly punctured , 
only visible under a strong lens, scutellum broad, blackish, elytra 
without basal depression, extremely closely and rather strongly 
and somewhat rugosely punctured, the basal portion more finely 
punctured, below metallic blue, as well as the legs, tibiae un- 
armed, the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the fol- 
lowing three joints together, anterior coxal cavities open. 

I lab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

In shape and colour, the present species exactly resembles 
the type C. mdicornis, Wied. but the antennae differ totally in 
structure, having the dilatation transferred to only one joint, the 
eighth ; this may perhaps be considered sufficient by some , to 
place the insect in another genus, but in my opinion, structures 
like this, peculiar to the antennae in the male sex only are 
extremely variable and do not justify the erection of new genera 
when other characters of distinction are absent. C. borneoensis, 
Jac. agrees very nearly with the present species but has enti- 
rely differently structured antennae, the female of that species 
is more difficult however to separate from that of the species 
before us and can only be distinguished by the more elongate 
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joints of the antennae, those of (' Heslrol are very short and 
gradually thickened towards the apex, that is if the specimens 
before me are really the females of (\ ( iestroi . Of (\ bonieoenm , 
a single male specimen from Si-Rambe was likewise obtained 
by Dr. Modigliani. 

lib. Luperus sumalranus, n. sp. — Black, tinely pubescent, 
the basal joint of the antennae and the femora more or less 
fulvous, thorax transversely sulcate , elytra extremely finely 
punctured and pubescent, black. 

Length 1 1 / 4 line. 

Of narrow and parallel shape, the head broad, impunctate, 
the frontal elevations scarcely defined, eyes very large, occu- 
pying the entire sides .of the head, clypeus raised in shape of a 
narrow ridge, palpi fulvous, antennae long and slender, black, 
the first joint fulvous, long and stout, the second one very short, 
the following joints as long as the first, pubescent, thorax sub- 
quadrate, one half broader than long, the sides straight, the 
surface impunctate, transversely sulcate, shining, elytra very mi- 
nutely and rather closely punctured, clothed with single whitish 
erect hairs, below black, the four anterior or all the femora 
fulvous, the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the fol- 
lowing three joints together, claws appendiculate. 

Hah . Si-Rambe. 

The species somewhat resembles L. hirsului sv, Jac. from China 
but is much smaller and has differently coloured femora. 

1 10. Luperodes {Cneeodes) bisignatus, Motsch. — The Sumatran 
specimens, obtained at Pea Ragia, Lago Toba, Balighe, and 
Dol. Tarabugna etc. agree entirely with Motsclnilsky’s description 
of his type from Birmah , but as Weise has rightly remarked, 
the species cannot find its place in Mouolepta where it is placed 
in the Munich Catalogue, on account of the open coxal cavities, 
but must be incorporated with Luperodes; the Sumatran speci- 
mens are frequently devoid of the dark elytra 1 spot, this variety 
has been described by myself under the name of Luperodes scu- 
telfnlus (Notes Leyd. Mns., 188/j). Whether Mouolepta bimueulata, 
Ilornst. is specifically distinct is somewhat doubtful ; the male 
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of the present insect lias a small oblong fovea below the scu- 
tellum on each elytron. 

1 17. Galerucella sumatrana, n. sp. — Obscure pale testaceous, 
pubescent, the intermediate joints of the antennae, black, thorax 
finely rugose, obsoletelv depressed at the disc, elytra finely 
pubescent, the base and a lateral stripe, obscure fuscous. 

Length 3 lines. 

Of nearly parallel shape, the head finely but distinctly punc- 
tured, rather shining, eyes large, frontal elevations distinct, 
rather broad, elypeus triangularly raised, palpi slender, the ter- 
minal joint acutely pointed, antennae extending to the middle 
of the elytra, the basal two and the apical four joints testaceous, 
the others black, the third joint one half longer than the second 
but half the length of the fourth joint, the latter the longest, 
thorax twice and a halt as broad as long, of equal width, the 
sides straight from the base to the middle , from thence to the 
apex, narrowed , the angles distinct but not produced or denti- 
form, the surface with a shallow depression at each side, finely 
rugosely punctured and clothed with pale pubescence, posterior 
margin obliquely shaped at the angles, scutellum broad, pube- 
scent , elytra broader at the base than the thorax , finely gra- 
nulate and pubescent, the shoulders rather prominent, the sides 
deflexed, bounded above by an obsolete ridge, the base and a 
broadish stripe from the shoulders downwards, very obscure 
fuscous, epipleurae narrow, extending nearly to the apex, legs 
slender, unarmed , the metatarsus of the posterior legs as long 
as the following two joints together, claws bifid, anterior coxal 
cavities open. 

I lab, Pangherang-Pisang. 

This species may be known by the coloration of the antennae 
and that of the elytra, the general colour is a very pale testa- 
ceous and the darker markings are very obscure, they may be 
more plainly visible in other specimens but 1 have only two 
examples before me. 

118. Malaxia Weisei, n. sp. — Narrowly elongate, black, head 
finely rugose, thorax with deep lateral depression, black, elytra 
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metallic green, finely granulose, femora fulvous, tibiae and tarsi 
black. 

Length 2 s / 4 -3 lines. 

Head finely rugose, black, opaque, the middle with a central 
groove, frontal elevations small, shining, elypeus swollen, trans- 
verse, shining, palpi black , antennae extending to about the 
middle of the elytra, black, pubescent, the basal joint slender, 
curved, shining, its base ilavous, second joint one half shorter 
than the third, fourth joint twice as long as the third, terminal 
joints shorter, thorax twice as broad as long, the sides strongly 
rounded , the surface very finely rugose and clothed with fine 
yellowish pubescence, the anterior margin with a rather deep 
indentation at the middle, the disc with a deep and broad de- 
pression at each side, black, sentellum black, elytra bright green, 
finely rugose, the extreme lateral margins purplish, the surface 
clothed with very fine yellowish pubescence; femora fulvous, 
tibiae and tarsi black, claws bifid. 

/lab. Si-Uambe. 

Amongst the many nearly similarly coloured species of Ma- 
laxia now known, the present one can only be compared with 
M. aigricollis , Alld. from Africa and M assamenais, .Tac. ; it is 
however much larger than either of those species and differs in 
the colour of the antennae and legs and other details, amongst 
the species from the Malayan regions, no other is known to me 
which has an entirely black head and thorax. I have much 
pleasure in dedicating this species to my friend and collogue 
Ilerr YTeise in Berlin. 

111). Atysa (?) frontalis, n. sp. — Fulvous, linely pubescent, 
antennae (the lower three joints excepted) black, thorax finely 
granulate, with lateral depressions and central groove, elytra 
closely and distinctly punctured, clothed with short fulvous hairs. 

Length 2 lines. 

Of elongate and nearly parallel shape, the head rather pro- 
duced and elongate, the vertex finely rugose, the lower portion 
of the face shining, forming a single piece, divided at the middle 
by a longitudinal ridge, which extends upwards between the 
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antennae, palpi incrassate, fulvous, antennae extending to the 
middle of the elytra , black, the lower three joints fulvous, 
the first and third, the longest, equal, terminal joints shorter, 
slightly thickened, pubescent, thorax nearly three times broader 
than long, the sides rounded at the middle, the anterior angles 
in shape of small tubercles placed a little below the anterior 
margin, posterior margin, sinuate at the middle, the surface 
broadly but shallowy depressed at each side, closeh covered 
with short pubescence, obscuring any punctuation, fulvous, scu- 
tellum not longer than broad, its apex truncate, the surface fi- 
nely pubescent, elytra distinctly and very closely punctured, 
slightly rugose, clothed with short fulvous pubescence, their 
epipleurae broad, continued to the apex, legs rather robust, the 
posterior femora rather thickened , tibiae unarmed , not sulcate, 
the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the following two 
joints together, (daws bifid, prosternum narrow, but distinct, 
anterior coxal cavities open. 

Hab. Si-Rambe. 

I have for the present included this species in Atysa from 
which it only differs in the structure of the head, which is pe- 
culiar for a ( ialerucide , although not unique ( Coelocranta ) in 
Atysa the frontal tubercles, clypeus etc. are well separated and 
distinct and do not form one piece as is the case here. The in- 
sect is of an entirely fulvous and opaque colour with the excep- 
tion of the antennae. 

1^0. Atysa dimidiatipennis, n. sp. — Black, the head and thorax 
fulvous, finely granulate and pubescent, elytra sculptured like 
the thorax, the anterior half fulvous, the rest black, opaque. 

Length 3 lines. 

Elongate, slightly widened posteriorly, head broad, finely ru- 
gose and pubescent with a narrow central groove, frontal tuber- 
cles trigonate, smooth, shining, divided by a deep groove, clypeus 
in shape of a highly raised transverse narrow ridge, deHexed 
anteriorly, labrum fulvous, antennae black, pubescent, the second 
joint small , the third and fourth equal , dilated and robust as 
well as the fourth joint, which is slightly smaller, all the other 
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joints hrokon off, thorax twice as broad as long, not widened at 
the middle, the sides straight, the disc with a deep central longi- 
tudinal groove, the sides with a more obsolete transverse depres- 
sion , the surface finely rugose and pubescent, fulvous, elytra 
more finely rugose or granulate than the thorax, clothed with 
similar pubescence, with three very obsolete longitudinal costae, 
only visible in certain lights, the anterior half fulvous, the po- 
sterior one black , the line of division of the two colours not 
sharply defined, slightly oblique, underside and legs black, the 
first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the following two 
joints together, claws bifid. 

liab. Si-Rambe. A single specimen. 

In the coloration of the elytra, this species agrees partly with 
A. term inala, Baly but in that insect, the head and thorax are 
black and the fulvous portion of the elytra occupies two-third 
of their length. 

121. Atysa imitans, n. sp. — Below and the legs black, above 
fulvous , the 1 head with a black spot , thorax finely pubescent 
with central groove and lateral depressions , elytra minutely 
punctured, fulvous, pubescent, the apex obscure fuscous. 

Length 3 lines. 

Of very narrow shape, the head finely granulate and pube- 
scent, opaque, the vertex with a large blackish spot, the frontal 
tubercles very small, clvpeus rather broad, with a distinct cen- 
tral ridge, labrum blackish, antennae scarcely extending to the 
middle of the elytra, black, the third and fourth joints equal, 
the following gradually shorter, terminal joint thinner, thorax 
twice as broad as long, the sides very slightly rounded at the 
middle, the surface closely and linely pubescent, fulvous, with 
a deep longitudinal central groove of dark colour, the sides with 
a deep oblique depression extending nearly to the margins, 
seutellum truncate at the apex, pubescent, elytra minutely punc- 
tured and pubescent like the thorax, of the same colour, the 
apex obscure fuscous at the sides and near the suture, indistinctly 
separated from the fulvous portion, the apical half with an ob- 
solete longitudinal raised costa, at the middle, extending upwards 
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towards the middle of the elytra, the first joint of the posterior 
tarsi as long as the following two joints. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. A single specimen. 

Of half the width of the preceding species and although closely 
allied, apparently distinct in the shape of the antennae, the 
black vertex of the head and the lateral deep fovea of the tho- 
rax which makes the anterior portion appear to be raised. 

122. Xenoda basalis, Jac. (The Entomologist Suppl. 18‘.)3). — 
A small and extremely variable species in regard to the colour 
of the elytra which are either black or testaceous or partly of 
either colour, and clothed with fine pubescence, the antennae 
are strongly swollen in the male but have no spine as in the 
type A’, spinicomis, Baly, but in the female they are long and 
slender. Specimens were obtained at Si-Rambe and Pangherang- 
Pisang. I may add here, that the tibiae in Xenoda are unarmed 
and that the anterior coxal cavities are open. 

123. Xenoda pallida, n. sp. — Pale testaceous, finely pube- 
scent, thorax transversely sulcate, impunctate, elytra very finely 
rugosely punctate and pubescent. 

J. Antennae with the intermediate joints greatly dilated, 
furnished with a long spine. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head impunctate, frontal tubercles strongly raised, trigonate, 
clypeus in shape of a transverse ridge , palpi robust , antennae 
scarcely extending to the middle of the elytra, pale testaceous, 
the intermediate joints very strongly and gradually widened , 
the eighth joint furnished with a long acute spine, ninth joint 
very elongate, the terminal two shorter, thorax very short and 
transverse, the disc transversely sulcate, impunctate, elytra finely 
rugose and sparingly clothed with pale pubescence, tibiae some- 
times fuscous, the first joint of the posterior tarsi longer than 
the following three joints together. 

Uab. Si-Rambe. 

A r . pallida is evidently closely allied to A'. hirtipennis J Jac. 
also from Sumatra , it is of the same size and general colour 
and has similarly constructed antennae, but differs in the finely

rugose elytra and their uniform pale coloration. 1 have not now 
the type of A', hirtiponnis before me but as I have stated par- 
ticularly in niv description, that the elytra of that species are 
not rugose I must look upon the present insect as distinct; 
there are three specimens before me. 

1^/j. Xenoda nigricollis, n. sp. — Black, the apical two joints 
of the antennae flavous, elytra rather strongly rugose, aeneous, 
purplish or blue. 

c/ 1 . Antennae with the intermediate joints widened and swol- 
len, furnished with a long spine. 

Length 3 lines. 

This species agrees in all structural characters with A. spini- 
cornisj, Baly but the thorax is entirely black and the elytra are 
more strongly rugose and very sparingly pubescent, the under- 
side and legs are black , the antennae have the intermediate 
joints greatly dilated and w idened as in the typical form ; the 
female has , as usual , simple antennae , all the joints , v\ ith 
the exception of the small second one, are of nearly equal 
length; four specimens are before me which were obtained at 
Si-Rambe. 

Lib. Xenoda abdominalis, n. sp. — Dark purplish, finely pube- 
scent, the antennae black, the apical two joints flavous, thorax 
impunctate, elytra finely rugose, abdomen flavous. 

The intermediate joints of the antennae moderately dilated. 

^ . Antennae simple and filiform. 

Length i lines. 

Head impunctate, the vertex convex, frontal tubercles strongly 
raised, transverse, labrum and palpi (sometimes) flavous, ant n- 
nae extending beyond the middle of the elytra, black, the apex 
of the ninth joint and the apical two joints flavous, the third 
to the fifth swollen, but longer than broad, the following joints 
normal, die apical two elongate, thorax of usual shape, short 
and transverse, sulcate throughout, elytra finely rugose, clothed 
with black pubescence, tibiae and tarsi blackish, abdomen fla- 
vous. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. 
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This species may be at once known by the but moderately 
dilated antennae and the want of a spine in the male as well 
as by the colour of the abdomen. 

120. Haplosonyx basalis, n. sp. — Black, the head, antennae, 
thorax and the anterior legs fulvous, thorax finely punctured, 
deeply sulcate , elytra very closely and irregularly punctured , 
fulvous, the basal portion and the extreme apex black. 

Var. Elytra fulvous. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head impunctate, the frontal tubercles and the clypeus thicken- 
ed, palpi swollen, antennae extending beyond the middle of the 
elytra, pale tfavous, opaque, the lower three joints shining only, 
second and third joint very short, fourth longer than the fifth, 
thorax more than twice as broad as long, the sides straight, 
the anterior angles oblique, the surface with a deep transverse 
sulcation at each side, interrupted at the middle, rather finely 
and sparingly (sometimes more strongly) punctured, scutellum 
black, elytra very closely and more distinctly punctured than 
the thorax, the basal portion , extending nearly to the middle , 
as well as the extreme apex, black, the rest fulvous, the under- 
side and the four posterior legs more or less black, the anterior 
ones fulvous, sometimes all the tarsi of the latter colour. 

llab. Si-Rambe, Pangherang-Pisang. 

Of only half the size than II. speciosus , Baly which the pre- 
sent species somewhat resembles in colour; the irregular and 
close punctuation agrees with II. nitjricollk, Duviv. but of course, 
not the coloration of the thorax and upper surface; the variety 
differs in nothing except in the fulvous colour of the elytra 
which show' however a trace of the black apex. 

127. Cynorta sumatr£na, Jac. — Three specimens obtained at 
Si-Rambe show some slight differences from the type (Notes 
Leyden Mus. 1878, Vol. IX) they are larger, the labrum is 
stained with piceous as well as the tibiae and tarsi; the lower 
portion of the face is bright tfavous and the thorax shows some 
traces of punctuation , it is therefore possible that 1 have a 
closely allied species before me. C. parvulu , Jac. is smaller and 
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has a Havens lateral margin of the thorax as well as a conti- 
nued sulcus across the middle of the latter part. 

138. Cynorta monstrosa, n. sp. — Below black, the head, three 
basal joints of the antennae, the thorax and the legs flavous, 
thorax bifoveolate, elytra metallic green, finely punctured and 
granulate, the sides with a longitudinal depression. 

(/. Head deeply excavated above the clypeus, witli a projection 
above, the sides of the clypeus as well as the palpi, black, the 
latter swollen, antennae with the sixth joint emarginate. 

9 . Head and antennae simple. 

Length 1 7 2 -3 lines. 

</. Of narrow, elongate shape, the head Havous, impunc- 
tate , the frontal tubercles strongly raised , ending in a short 
projection above the deep excavation, the space below the eyes 
also obliquely excavated and bounded by the lateral ridge of 
the clypeus, the sides of the latter black, palpi black, strongly 
incrassate at the penultimate joint, antennae two-thirds the 
length of the body, fuscous, the lower four joints flavous, basal 
joint rather short and robust, second, very short, third and fourth 
joint equal, sixth strongly emarginate at its upper edge, ending 
into an acute point, terminal joints elongate, thorax one half 
broader than long, subquadrate, the sides narrowed at the base, 
the angles distinct, with a single seta, the surface impunctatc, 
Havous, with a broad fovea at each side, scutellum black, elytra 
metallic green, minutely punctured and granulate, the sides with 
a short longitudinal sulcus which is much more deeply punc- 
tured, than the rest of the surface, underside black, legs Havous, 
the Hrst joint of the posterior tarsi , longer than the following 
joints together, tarsi slightly stained with fuscous, anterior coxal 
cavities closed. 

Ilab. Si-Rambe. 

The structure of the head in the male differs from that of 
('. cafutata, Jac. as well as the antennae; in the female the basal 
joint of the antennae is long and slender and the head is simple, 
that is to say, the clypeus is triangularly raised at the margins, 
its surface being depressed or silicate and the palpi are less 
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strongly swollen, in all other respects, this sex agrees with the 
male. 

129. Anthipha inclusa, n. sp. — The vertex of the head, the 
terminal joints of the antennae, the breast, tibiae and tarsi black, 
thorax flavous, elytra finely and subremotely punctured, flavous, 
the basal margin, a narrow transverse band before the middle 
and the apical portion black. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head impunetate, black, the lower portion flavous, frontal 
tubercles distinctly raised, oblique, clypeus flattened and rather 
broad , labrum and palpi piceous , antennae extending to the 
middle of the elytra, black, the lower five joints flavous, third 
joint scarcely twice as long as the second one, fourth and fifth 
equal, elongate, thorax nearly three times broader than long, 
of equal width, the sides straight, the anterior angles slightly 
thickened, the disc rather convex, finely but not closely punc- 
tured, flavous, scutellum black, elytra very nearly punctured 
like the thorax, flavous, with a narrow band at the base con- 
nected at the sides with another one before the middle and 
widened at the suture , as well as the posterior third portion , 
black, below flavous, the breast, tibiae and tarsi black, tibiae 
unarmed, prosternum very narrow and convex, the anterior coxal 
cavities closed. 

Hab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

From any of the other species belonging to this genus, the 
present one differs in the shape of the thorax which has the 
anterior margin straight, not concave, in the fine punctuation 
of the thorax and elytra and in the position of the black bands of 
the latter; in one specimen the second band is interrupted near 
the lateral margins and the antennae are entirely flavous. 

130. Anthipha similis, n. sp. — Entirely testaceous, thorax spa- 
ringly punctured , elytra closely and rather strongly punctate , 
the interstices slightly wrinkled or rugose. 

Length 3 1 / 2 lines. 

Ilab. Si-Rambe. 

Whether this species is really distinct from .1. apicipes or 
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represents only a pale variety I am unable to say with certainty, 
but I have apparently a male and female specimen before me, 
which differ in the structure of the antennae from A. upkipes. 
In the male, the second and third joints are short and very 
nearly equal , the fourth and following joints are opaque and 
pubescent and very elongate, as long as the basal three joints 
together, the apex of the terminal joint is black as in A. apicipes; 
in the female, the third joint is also shorter than the cor- 
responding joint in A. apicipes; the thorax is similar, but the 
elytra are more strongly punctured and the interstices more 
wrinkled, lastly, the entire underside and the legs are llavous 
and the locality differs also from that of the allied species. 

KM. Anthipha variabilis, Jac. — A single specimen was obtained 
by I)r. Modigliani (Pangherang-Pisang) which belongs to an 
entirely black variety in regard to the upper and under surface, 
the antennae and tarsi alone being pale fulvous in colour, 1 
find that specimens in good condition are clothed with distinct 
fulvous pubescence at the elytra, which was absent in the spe- 
cimens which served me for the type. The insect is subject to 
great variation in regard to colour. 

FL2. Anthipha cruciata, n. sp. — Fulvous, thorax short and 
transverse, impunctate, black, elytra convex, finely and closely 
punctured, reddish-fulvous, the margins narrowly and a broad 
transverse band at the middle, black. 

Var. a. Flack above and below, the elytra with an obscure 
fulvous spot before and another below the middle. 

Var. b. Flack, tin* disc of the elytra fulvous. 

Var. c. Fulvous, the tibiae black. 

Var. (/. Testaceous, the thorax with tv, o, the elytra with five 
black spots (2.2.1.). 

Length 2 3 / 4 lines. 

Of ovate and convex shape, extremely variable in regard to 
coloration, the head impunctate, fulvous, the frontal tubercles 
narrow, transverse, clypeus triangular, the vertex with a round 
fovea at the middle, antennae slender, extending to the middle 
of the elytra, llavous, the basal joint often stained with piceous. 
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the second joint short, the third, half the length of the fourth, 
following joints of similar length, thorax nearly three times 
broader than long, the sides slightly rounded, the anterior angles 
obliquely produced, the disc rather flattened at the middle, with 
a few fine punctures at the side's, black, the anterior angles 
fulvous, scutellum rather broad, black, elytra very obsoletely 
depressed below the base, finely and rather closely punctured 
in irregular rows, the sides near the apex with a short costa ( 9 )• 

Ilab. Si- Ram be. 

1 have taken for the type , the specimen which seems most 
plainly marked and in which the elytra may also be described 
as being black with two large fulvous patches, one before, the 
other below the middle, but scarcely two specimens are alike 
in coloration and there exist probably other forms differently 
market yet, the species may be separated by its strongly convex 
shape and the want of any elytral depression, from most of its 
congeners, also by the entirely fulvous antennae, the female is 
further distinguished by the short elytral costa although the 
latter is absent in one specimen. 

13d. Anthipha tenuimarginata, n. sp. — Testaceous, the anten- 
nae, tibiae and tarsi, black, head and thorax fulvous, the latter 
very sparingly punctured, elytra very closely and distinctly 
punctured, very narrowly margined with black. 

Length 3 lines. 

Of elongate and nearly parallel shape, moderately convex, the 
head impunctate, fulvous, the frontal tubercles narrowly trans- 
verse, clypeus triangularly raised, palpi acutely pointed, piceous, 
antennae extending beyond the middle of the elytra, black, 
slender, the third joint twice as long as the second but half the 
length of the fourth joint, thorax rather more than twice as 
broad as long, the sides straight, the angles rather acutely 
pointed outwards, anterior and posterior margins slightly curved, 
the disc with a few fine punctures at the sides, fulvous, scutel- 
lum triangular, testaceous, elytra very closely and distinctly 
punctured, the punctures arranged in irregular rows with traces 
of narrow smooth longitudinal lines, all the margins narrowly 
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black, underside Idack or testaceous, tibiae and tarsi black, the 
femora fulvous or more or less stained with piceous along their 
upper margin. 

I fab. Si-Uambe. 

Very closely allied to A. subrugosa , Jac. from Borneo, but of 
more elongate shape, the head and thorax darker fulvous, the 
elytra less strongly and more closely punctured. In one specimen 
before me, the suture is scarcely black, the underside is pale 
and the femora almost fulvous but the structural details agree 
in every respect. 

W\ Anthipha apicipes, n. sp. — Flavous, the breast, the apex 
of the femora and the tibiae and tarsi black, thorax finely and 
sparingly punctured, elytra strongly and very closely punctured. 

Length 3 \ 4 lines. 

Head impunetate, transversely grooved, frontal elevations Hat, 
transverse, clypeus and labrum fulvous, like the rest of the head, 
antennae slender, extending slightly beyond the middle of the 
elytra, ilavous, the extreme apex of the terminal joint blackish, 
the third joint elongate, but shorter than the fourth, following 
joints nearly equal, thorax twice and a half as broad as long, 
rather flattened, the anterior and lateral margins straight, an- 
terior angles slightly obliquely truncate, posterior ones acute, 
the disc with a very obsolete lateral depression and a few tine 
punctures at the sides, scutelhnn broader than long, elytra 
distinctly silicate within the shoulders, the latter rather promi- 
nent, the surface closely and strongly punctured in partly re- 
gular partly irregular rows, the breast black at the sides, as 
well as the legs, the abdomen and the basal two-thirds of the 
femora, fulvous. 

/fab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

A typical Anthipha of comparatively large size and rather 
llattened shape, principally distinguished by the colour of the 
breast and legs; in one specimen however, the abdomen is black 
as well as the breast, the two specimens before me seem to be 
females on account of the long third joint of the* antennae. 

13o. Anthipha latefasciata, n. sp. — Flavous, the antennae and 
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tin* tibiae and tarsi, black, head and thorax fulvous, the latter 
sparingly punctured , elytra strongly punctured in closely ap- 
proached rows, black, a very broad oval patch at the disc of 
each ihivous. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head impunctate, Havous or fulvous, frontal tubercles trans- 
verse, clypeus triangular, moderately raised, palpi piceous, an- 
tennae black, the second joint half the length of the third, fourth 
joint nearly as long as the preceding joints together, terminal 
joint wanting, thorax nearly three times broader than long, the 
sides straight, the posterior and anterior angles slightly promi- 
nent and thickened, with the usual setae, the surface very spa- 
ringly punctured at the sides, the latter obsoletely depressed, 
scutellum large, Havous or fulvous, elytra strongly and closely 
punctured in longitudinal rows, the narrow black band at the 
base and the similarly coloured apex separated by a large oval 
yellowish patch, which occupies the entire disc, underside Havous, 
finely pubescent, legs more or less black. 

Hab. Si-Rambe. 

The broad discoidal Havous patch of the elytra and their strong 
and close punctuation will help to distinguish this Ant/ tip ha from 
any of its congeners. 

13G. Anthiphula modesta, n. sp. — Testaceous, antennae, tibiae 
and tarsi blackish , thorax narrowed at the base , impunctate , 
elytra strongly and closely punctured. 

Length 1 3 / 4 -2 lines. 

Elongate, subparallel, the head rather broad, impunctate, eyes 
large, frontal tubercles strongly raised, broad, transverse, carina 
strongly raised , lower portion of clypeus rather deHexed , an- 
tennae long and slender, extending beyond the middle of the 
elytra, black, the basal joint obscure fulvous, long and slender, 
the second joint half the length of the third, fourth and fifth 
long, equal, thorax subquadrate, narrowed at the base, the sides 
rather strongly rounded anteriorly, the angles dentiform , the 
surface rather convex, impunctate, shining, pale fulvous, scutel- 
lum broad, elytra distinctly broader than the thorax at the base, 
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strongly and closely punctured in irregular rows, tlieir epipleurae 
very broad, continued to the apex, legs rather long, tibiae un- 
armed, the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the fol- 
lowing two joints together, claws appendiculate, anterior coxal 
cavities closed. 

Hah. Pangherang-Pisang. 

The present genus was founded by me on an insect from 
Binnah, and described in the Genoa Annals 1892. In that species 
the legs were more robust and the prosternum distinct, both 
this is not the case in the species from Sumatra but the shape 
of the thorax and everything else agrees with the type and I 
have thought it best to place the insect for the present in this 
genus. 

137. Emathea subrugosa, n. sp. — Ovately subquadrate, 11 a- 
vous, the antennae (tin* basal joints excepted) black, thorax finely 
and rather closely punctured, elytra metallic green or blue, very 
strongly and closely punctured, the interstices rugose. 

Length 2 3 / 4 lines. 

Head very finely and sparingly punctured, antennae extending 
to the middle of the elytra in the male, blackish, the basal three 
joints fiavous, the fourth joint quite double the length of the third 
one, thorax three times broader than long, the anterior angles 
not produced but strongly oblique, furnished with a single seta, 
placed below the lower angle, sides nearly straight, the surface 
finely granulate and minutely and irregularly punctured with 
some small obsolete depressions, scutellum broad, black, elytra 
with a shallow transverse depression below the base, very coar- 
sely and closely punctured, the interstices rugose, underside and 
legs fiavous, the extreme apex of the tibiae and the tarsi, pi- 
ceous. 

Hah. Si-Rambe. 

Of less convex and dilated shape than the following two 
species, also rather smaller, the tibiae fiavous, the antennae not 
dilated at the intermediate joints as in E. Eabji, the elytra very 
strongly punctured and more strongly rugose, than in the last 
named species; the male organ long and slender, curved, the 
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apex strongly obliquely excavated but scarcely widened towards 
the point. 

138. Eniathea Balyi, n. sp. — Broadly ovate, rufous, antennae 
(the basal joints excepted) the tibiae and tarsi black, thorax 
finely and sparingly punctured , elytra metallic green , closely 
and strongly punctured, the interstices slightly wrinkled. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head finely strigose at the vertex , transversely grooved 
between the eyes, the clypeus finely punctured, broad, flattened 
at the upper portion and nearly contiguous with the frontal 
tubercles, labrum flavous, antennae not extending to the middle 
of the elytra , black , the lower two joints fulvous , the second 
and third joints very small, the intermediate joints slightly 
widened, thorax nearly three times as broad as long, the sides 
moderately rounded, the anterior angles flattened and produced, 
the surface sparingly and finely punctured , rufous with some 
obscure piceous spots, scutellum broad , trigonate , black, elytra 
convex, very strongly and closely punctured, metallic dark green, 
the interstices more or less wrinkled ; underside and legs fulvous, 
the breast finely pubescent, tibiae and tarsi black, the first joint 
of the posterior tarsi as long as the following two joints together, 
claws appendiculate , tibiae unarmed , anterior coxal cavities 
closed. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. 

Although closely allied to E. aeneipennis, Baly, the present 
species differs in several particulars, notably in the black an- 
tennae and tibiae of all the legs, in the colour of the labrum, 
the structure of the head and in the great difference of the ely- 
tral sculpturing and that of the thorax, also in the wrinkled but 
not punctured elytral interstices. 

139. Emathea fulvicornis, n. sp. — Fulvous, thorax very spa- 
ringly punctured . elytra depressed below the base , convex , 
dilated posteriorly, metallic green, closely punctured in irregular 
rows, underside and legs entirely fulvous. 

Length 3 lines. 

Closely allied to the preceding species but with entirely ful- 
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vous antennae and legs, the head finely strigo.se and very mi- 
nutely punctured at the vertex , the frontal tubercles strongly 
raised, transverse, the elypeus also distinctly raised, much nar- 
rower than in the preceding species, antennae slender, scarcely 
extending to the middle of the elytra, pale fulvous, the third 
joint much shorter than the fourth, thorax of the same shape 
as the preceding species, sparingly and finely punctured, elytra 
very convex and widened posteriorly, with a shallow transverse 
depression below the base, strongly and very closely punctured 
in very irregular rows, metallic green. 

I fab. Pangherang-Pisang. 

E. fulvicornis differs from E. aeneipemris, Baly in the colour 
of the antennae and legs, the same differences separate it from 
the preceding species as well as the shape of the frontal tuber- 
cles and that of the elypeus ; there seem to be only female 
specimens before me ; the punctuation of the elytra is not nearly 
so coarse as in that of E. Balyi and the interstices are not 
so distinctly rugose ; a specimen from India contained in my 
collection does not seem to difi'er in any way from the wSuma- 
tran form. 

140. Monolepta Modiglianii , n. sp. — Dark brown, antennae 
black, thorax extremely minutely, elytra very finely and closely 
punctured, the interstices finely wrinkled. 

Length 1 3 / 4 line. 

Of ovate, convex shape, the head impunctate, the frontal ele- 
vations narrowly transverse, bounded behind by a deep trans- 
verse groove , elypeus rather ilattened , eyes large , antennae 
long, black, the basal joint dark brown, second joint small, third 
one half longer, following joints elongate, pubescent , thorax 
twice as broad as long, the sides and the anterior margin per- 
fectly straight, posterior margin slightly rounded, the angles 
oblique, the anterior angles slightly thickened and oblique, the 
surface extremely finely and obsoletelv punctured , seutellum 
broadly .triangular, elytra very finely but more distinctly punc- 
tured than the thorax, legs slender, the extreme apex of the 
tibiae piceous, the first joint of the posterior tarsi very long. 
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anterior coxal cavities closed, elytral epipleurae very broad at 
the base, indistinct or very narrow below the middle. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. 

Allied to M. castanea , Alld. but differing in the colour of the 
antennae and that of the underside and legs, the elytral punc- 
tuation also is confused and shows no sign of arrangements in 
rows. 

141. Monolepta approximate, n. sp. — Pale testaceous or fla- 
vous, antennae long and slender, thorax transversely sulcate at 
the sides, closely punctured, elytra as closely but more strongly 
punctured. 

Length 1 3 / 4 -2 lines. 

Of convex, posteriorly slightly widened shape , the head im- 
punctate, the eyes very large, occupying the entire sides of the 
head, frontal tubercles distinct, trigonate , clypeus broad and 
flattened , antennae closely approached at the base , extending 
nearly to the apex of the elytra, testaceous, the first joint long 
and slender, the second and third short, nearly equal, the fol- 
lowing joints as long as the first one, thorax twice as broad as 
long, the sides perfectly straight, the posterior margin but slightly 
rounded, the disc with a transverse sulcus at each side, scarcely 
interrupted at the middle and not extending quite to the lateral 
margin, the surface finely, closely and somewhat rugosely punc- 
tured, scutellum small, triangular, smooth, elytra more strongly 
punctured than the thorax, the punctures more regularly ar- 
ranged and distinct to the apex, the interstices slightly wrinkled 
or rugose, elytral epipleurae indistinct below the middle ; under- 
side impunctate, legs slender, the posterior tibiae with a long 
spur, the first joint of the posterior tarsi half the length of the 
tibiae, anterior cavities closed. 

Ha b. Si-Rambe. 

Several similarly coloured pale species are known from the 
Malayan region, the present one may be separated by the per- 
fectly straight sides of the thorax in connection with its sulcus 
and the close and distinct punctuation of its upper surface. 

142. Monolepta latefasciala, n. sp. — Head and thorax fulvous, 
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antennae (tin* joints excepted) the breast and the four 

posterior legs black, elytra extremely minutely punctured, black, 
the middle with a broad transverse flavous band. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head broader than long, impunctate, ilavous, frontal elevations 
narrowly transverse, clypeus triangularly swollen, la brum pi- 
ceous, palpi rather robust, piceous, antennae extending nearly 
to the middle of the elytra, black, the lower three joints fulvous, 
the second and third joint short, the basal joint long, the fourth 
and following joints pubescent, as long as the basal joint, tho- 
rax nearly twice as broad as long, the sides rounded , as well 
as the posterior margin, the surface transversely convex without 
depressions, finely but not very closely punctured, anterior angles 
thickened , scutellum longer than broad , black , elytra convex , 
extremely closely and finely punctured, the black base and apex 
separated by a broad flavous transverse band extending to the 
sides, the anterior edge of this band is convex, the posterior 
one, concave, elytral epipleurae extremely narrow below the 
middle , the breast and the posterior four legs black , anterior 
legs obscure fulvous, abdomen flavous, metatarsus of posterior 
legs very long, anterior coxal cavities closed. 

JIab. Si-Rambe. 

Closely allied to M. flavofasciata , Jac. from Burmali , but the 
antennae black not fulvous , the thorax punctured , the elytral 
flavous band much wider and the apex of the elytra black. 

M3. Monolepta niilitaris, n. sp. — Reddish-fulvous, the head, 
antennae, thorax and legs flavous, thorax and elytra finely punc- 
tured, the latter reddish-fulvous with a narrow transverse black 
band at the base. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head impunctate, flavous, the frontal tubercles transverse, 
labrum and palpi obscure piceous, antennae extending to the 
middle of the elytra, pale flavous, the terminal two joints black, 
the second and third joint small, the fourth as long as the basal 
joint, thorax scarcely twice as broad as long, the sides straight, 
the anterior angles oblique, furnished with a single seta placed 
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at the middle and within the angles, posterior margin rounded, 
the surface finely and closely punctured, scutellum black, elytra 
moderately convex, nearly parallel, as finely punctured at the 
thorax, the base to less than a third of their length, black, the 
rest reddish-fulvous, legs liavous, breast obscure piceous as well 
as the four posterior femora to a greater or smaller degree, the 
metatarsus of the posterior legs half the length of the tibiae. 

llab. Si-Rambe. 

Smaller than M. basalts , Jac. and with differently coloured 
head, antennae, thorax and legs. 

144. Monolepta marginicollis, n. sp. — Flavous, a spot on the 
head, the antennae (the basal joints excepted) and the margins 
of the thorax narrowly black, elytra extremely finely punctured, 
liavous, margined with black, abdomen and legs liavous, breast 
black. 

Length 1 3 / 4 line. 

Head iinpunctate, the fertex with a short central black stripe, 
frontal elevations very small , clypeus rather broad and fiat , 
antennae very closely approached at the base, black, the lower 
three joints liavous, third joint very little longer than the se- 
cond one, following joints equal, thorax twice as broad as long, 
the sides slightly rounded, with a notch below the anterior 
angles within which a single seta is placed, the disc without 
depressions, scarcely perceptibly punctured, liavous, the margins, 
with the exception of the anterior one , narrowly piceous, scu- 
tellum black, elytra convex, scarcely more distinctly punctured 
than the thorax, all the margins and a spot on the shoulders, 
black , the disc also with some very faint longitudinal darkish 
stripes, abdomen and legs liavous, the metatarsus of the poste- 
rior legs half the length of the tibia, the breast black. 

llab. Si-Ramb6. 

In the system of coloration, this species resembles M. tnuryi- 
nicollis and M. melanocephala but the head has a black spot, the 
thorax has no depressions and its lateral margin has a more or 
less distinct notch below the thickened anterior angles, in both 
specimens before me the elytra show traces of faint longitudinal 
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stripes, the thorax in this species has not only tlx* sides but 
also the posterior margin black. 

145. IVlonolepta obtusa, n. sp. — Pale fulvous, the terminal 
joint of the antennae more or less black, thorax transverse, 
finely punctured, elytra more distinctly and very closely punc- 
tured. 

Length 1-1 1 / 4 line. 

Head impunctate, frontal tubercles strongly raised, transverse, 
antennae extending to the middle of the elytra, black, the lower 
three joints fulvous , the basal joint elongate , the second and 
third less than half the length of the preceding one, ecptal, the 
other elongate, thorax at least twice as broad as long, the sides 
slightly rounded, narrowly margined, anterior margin straight 
posterior one slightly produced at the middle, the surface rather 
convex , extremely finely and closely punctured , elytra more 
distinctly and extremely closely punctured, the interstices slightly 
wrinkled at the sides and minutely punctured, the first joint of 
the posterior tarsi half the length of the tibia. 

Ilab. Si-Rambe. 

This small species has not much to distinguish it from many 
of its similarly coloured congeners, it may however be known 
by the colour of the antennae and the close punctuation of its 
upper surface in connection with its small size, M. brunnelpentiis , 
Jar. resembles the present species but is larger and has entirely 
fulvous antennae. Ten specimens are before me. 

1/iG. IVlonolepta nigromarginata, n. sp. — Testaceous, the an- 
tennae and the breast, black, thorax narrowly black at the sides, 
elytra scarcely perceptibly punctured, narrowly margined with 
black. 

Length 1 1 / g line. 

Head impunctate, obscure pale fulvous or piceous, frontal tu- 
bercles acutely raised, clypeus broad, eyes large, antennae 
extending to the middle of the elytra, black, the lower three 
joint fulvous, second and third joint small, the following ones 
(dongate, pubescent, thorax one half broader than long, pale testa- 
ceous, the lateral margins narrowly black, the sides nearly

straight, the ;lise very obsoletely transverse* silicate, with a few 
minute punctures, seutellum black, elytra scarcely more distinctly 
punctured than the thorax, testaceous, all the margins narrowly 
black, the legs and abdomen testaceous, the underside of the 
thorax and the breast, black, elytral epipleurae black, broad at 
the base, very narrow below the middle, the first joint of the 
posterior tarsi much longer than the following joints together 
but shorter than half tin* length of the tibiae. 

llab. Si-Rambe. 

A small species, which may be known by the narrow' black 
margins of the thorax and elytra. 

147. Monolepta melanocephala, n. sp. - Testaceous, the head, 
antennae , breast and the tibia and tarsi blackish , thorax obso- 
letely depressed, finely punctured , elytra minutely punctured , 
very narrowly margined with piceous, the base more broadly so. 

Length 1 3 / 4 line. 

Head impunctate black, frontal tubercles strongly raised, eyes 
large, antennae scarcely extending to the middle of the elytra, 
black, the lower three joints obscure fiavous, second and third 
joints small, the following ones elongate, terminal joint widened 
vit the middle, thorax subquadrate, nearly twice as broad as 
long, the sides straight, the posterior margin slightly rounded, 
the surface with an obsolete depression at the sides, very finely 
and closely punctured, seutellum black, elytra nearly parallel, 
moderately convex, very minutely, but rather more distinctly 
punctured than the thorax, the interstices slightly wrinkled, all 
the margins narrowly piceous, this colour slightly more extended 
at the base and surrounding the shoulders, breast black, tibiae 
and tarsi nearh black. 

Ilab. Si-Rambe. 

From the preceding species, the present one is at once distin- 
guished by the black head and the colour of the tibiae and tarsi, 
the insect is also slightly larger and less convex and the thorax 
is somewhat more square-shaped, the base of the elytra is more 
broadly although obtusely marked with black. 

148. Candezea Ihoracica. n. sp. — Pale testaceous, the extreme 
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basal margin of the elytra, the scutelluin and the breast black, 
thorax finely and closely punctured, the basal margin produced 
into a tooth, elytra with an oblique fold across the suture below 
the base, minutely punctured. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head inipunctate, eyes large, frontal tubercles trigonate, cly- 
peus with a central ridge, labrum piceous, palpi slender, an- 
tennae two-thirds the length of the elytra, flavous, the last joint 
and the apex of the preceding two joints black, basal joint long, 
second one short, third, shorter than the first joint, following 
ones elongate, equal, thorax twice as broad as long, of nearly 
equal width, the sides slightly rounded, the surface very closely 
and finely punctured, slightly wrinkled, the posterior margin 
produced at the middle into a blunt tooth , hiding partly the 
scutelluin, elytra rather convex, more finely punctured than the 
thorax, pale testaceous, the basal margin narrowly black, this 
colour extending downwards at the sides below the shoulders, 
each elytron is raised below the base into a short oblique ridge 
or fold near the suture, the latter is likewise raised at the same 
place, apex of the elytra truncate, their epi pleurae broad and 
continued to the apex , black at the basal portion only, breast 
black , abdomen and legs testaceous , all the tibiae armed w ith 
a spine, the metatarsus of the posterior legs very long. 

I lab. D. Tolong. November 181)0. 

A single specimen of this curiously structured species is con- 
tained in this collection, as the insect is glued to a card I am 
not able to say with certainty whether the coxal cavities are 
closed or open, but the general appearance and the broad elytral 
epipleurae agree best with Candezea; no istance of a similarly 
structured thorax amongst the Phytophuya has come under my 
notice, but whether this is a character peculiar to the male only 
or not I am unable to say. 

140. Candezea impressicollis, n. sp. — Elongate, pale flavous, 
thorax transversely sulcate , finely punctured, elytra distinctly 
and extremely closely punctured. 

Length 2 */* lines. 
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Head impunrtate , eyes very large , the space dividing them 
narrower than their diameter, elypeus broad, forming a single 
piece, antennae inserted near the upper portion of the eyes, 
closely approached, pale tlavous, two thirds the length of the 
elytra, the first joint long, and slender at the base, the second 
and third joints short, equal, following joints very elongate and 
slender, thorax twice as broad as long, the sides perfectly 
straight, the anterior angles slightly thickened, obliquely shaped, 
anterior margin straight, posterior one rounded, the disc finely 
punctured with a transverse distinct depression , not extending 
to the sides, elytra distinctly, very closely and irregularly punc- 
tured, with some finer punctures on the interstices, their epi- 
pleurae prolonged below the middle but narrow except at the 
base, metatarsus of the posterior legs long, anterior coxal cavities 
closed. 

Hub. Pangherang-Pisang. 

This is another species of similar uniform coloration as so 
many other Eastern forms, the comparative large size, shape of 
the elypeus, straight sides of the thorax and its sulcation will 
however help to distinguish it; Weise has separated some species 
with similarly structured head and placed them in his genus 
Pseudocrania but the same structure to a slightly less degree 
is found in Candezea taking C. cisleloulesj Har. ( occipitalis , Reiche) 
for the type, so there is nothing to separate these two genera 
except the state of the anterior coxal cavities which Weise 
described as “ subobclusa ” in Candezea they are certainly closed 
but there is no certainty in regard to this structure as in some 
instances one side may be found to be slightly open and the 
other quite closed (in Ochralea for instance) the insertion of 
the antennae at the upper portion of the eyes in opposition to 
those in Monolepla (M. pauperata as type) may still be useful in 
separating Candezea from the last named genus ; Pseudocrania 
africana , Jac. ( 'nigricornis s Weise) has certainly closed cavities 
in the specimens I have examined, so that the genus cannot be 
separated from Candezea. The penis in the present insect is 
short and straight, and gradually narrowed to a point. 
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1 ;>( >. Neolepta multicolorata , n. sp. — Fulvous, antennae ro- 
bust, black, thorax finely punctured, elytra closely and distinctly 
punctured, black, the base and the apex fulvous, the disc with 
a yellowish transverse spot. 

Length 2 lines. 

Head longer than broad, fulvous, impunctate, the frontal tu- 
bercles strongly raised, trigonate, clypeus broad, narrowed into 
a raised ridge between the antennae, labrum flavous, palpi pi- 
ceous, not incrassate, antennae rather w idely separated, inserted 
near the lower portion of the eyes, robust, pubescent, the second 
and third joint very short, the following ones rather wddened, 
elongate, the last two joints wanting ; thorax nearly twice as 
broad as long, the sides slightly rounded as well as the poste- 
rior margin, anterior angles obsolete, the surface finely but not 
very closely punctured, without impressions, scutellum triangular, 
elytra more strongly and closely punctured than the thorax, 
black , the basal margin narrowly, the apex more broadly ful- 
vous, the middle with a transverse yellowish spot, underside 
and legs fulvous, the tibiae and tarsi blackish, the metatarsus of 
the posterior legs as long as the tibiae, claws appendiculate , 
anterior coxal cavities closed. 

Hah . Sumatra (my collection). 

This species, of which I possess a single specimen is closely 
allied to A. biplay iata J Jac. likew ise from Sumatra , but differs 
in the want of depressions at the thorax, the more strongly and 
closely punctured elytra and their fulvous base and apex ; the 
third joint of the antennae is slightly smaller than the second 
one (probably the male) and the other joints are very robust. 

lhl. IVlacrima costatipennis, n. sp. — Elongate, testaceous, the 
breast black , thorax deeply bifoveolate , impunctate, elytra 
strongly longitudinally costate, the interstices nearly impunctate. 

Length d-4 lines. 

c/. Head impunctate, the frontal tubercles transverse, clypeus 
triangularly raised, palpi robust at the penultimate joint, an- 
tennae extending nearly to the apex of the elytra, flavous, the 
second joint extremely short, the third and following joints very 
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long, equal, basal joint curved and thickened at the apex, tho- 
rax about one half broader than long , the sides straight and 
narrowed at the base, slightly but rather suddenly widened in 
front, the angles distinct, anterior and posterior margins straight, 
the disc deeply bifoveolate at the middle, impunetate, scutellum 
broader than long, elytra parallel, elongate, strongly costate 
throughout, each elytron with seven or eight costae, the inter- 
spaces not perceptibly punctured, legs slender, the first joint of 
the posterior tarsi much longer than the following joints together, 
claws appendiculate, anterior coxal cavities closed. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. 

Several other species, placed in this genus, have been described 
by myself from the Malayan region, the type was founded by 
Baly on a species from India ; the genus comprises species re- 
sembling those of Aulacopbora but the claws are appendiculate, 
the elytra 1 epipleurae continued and the anterior cavities are 
closed; the present species resembles slightly M. subcoslata, Jac. 
likewise from Sumatra but the elytra in the insect before me 
are much more strongly costate and the interstices are scarcely 
punctured but show small piceous spots ; in the specimen which 
seems to be the male and which is smaller than the females , 
the second joint of the antennae is extremely small, the corres- 
ponding joint in the other sex is rather larger, I am only able 
to discover a spine at the intermediate tibia in the male , but 
in the females, all the tibiae have a distinct long spine, other- 
wise there seem to lie no differences between the two sexes. 

152. Theopea IVIodiglianii, n. sp. — Reddish-fulvous, the lower 
joints of the antennae, the apex of the tibiae and the tarsi more 
or less black, thorax subquadrate, bifoveolate, elytra violaceous 
blue, closely punctured and transversely rugulose. 

Length 2 7 2 -3 lines. 

Head impunetate, the frontal elevations strongly marked, tri- 
gonate, palpi piceous, antennae long and slender, pubescent, 
black, the basal joint fulvous at the base, rather slender, the 
second one very short, third and following joint of nearly equal 
length, the last four joints yellowish white, thorax not longer 
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than broad, subquadrate, shining, impunctate, bifoveolate at the 
disc, elvtra closely and irregularly punctured, the interstices 
transversely and irregularly rugose throughout, without costae ; 
penis long and slender, rather suddenly and strongly widened 
near the apex, the latter produced into a short hook-like point. 

llab. Si-Rambe. 

Of this species there are two male specimens before me which, 
like several other closely allied species have the same colouration 
as the common T. impresm , Fab. T. Modigliani i is however at 
once distinguished from the latter species by the absence of the 
intermediate dilated joints of the antennae and the want of costae 
of the elytra ; the penis is also of different structure , that of 
/’. inipresm, although equally slender, tapers gradually towards 
the apex instead of being widened at that portion, and ends 
into a rather acute triangular point without tooth or hook. 

153. Theopea clypeata, n. sp. — Fulvous, the antennae black, 
the apical three joints yellowish-white, thorax biimpressed, with 
purplish gloss, elytra metallic blue, closely and strongly punc- 
tured, the interstices obsoletely costate at the sides ( 9 ). 

Length 2 lines. 

Head minutely granulate, impunctate, the vertex with a pur- 
plish tint, the clypeus in shape of an acutely raised triangular 
or semicircular ridge and connected with another acutely raised 
ridge dividing the antennae, palpi piceous, antennae slender, 
pubescent , black, the apical three joints whitish, third joint 
slightly shorter than the fourth, thorax not longer than broad, 
of usual shape, slightly narrowed at the base, the disc bifoveo- 
late at the middle, finely granulate and very minutely punctured, 
seutellum fulvous, elytra strongly and irregularly punctured, the 
interstices unevenly rugose and obsoletely longitudinally costate 
towards the sides, underside and legs fulvous, the metatarsus 
of the posterior legs very long, tibiae unarmed, coxal cavities 
closed. 

llab. 1 kingherang -1 hsang. 

There are two female specimens only contained in this col- 
lection, they have more the appearance of a ('ynorla than that 
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of one belonging to the present genus, but the pubescent an- 
tennae, unarmed tibiae etc. show the true characters of Theopea; 
the species is smaller than most of its congeners and differs in 
the structure of the clypeus, the irregular punctured elytra and 
their obsolete costae from T. impresm and other allied species; 
the male differs probably again in having differently structured 
head and antennae, the head and thorax in the present species 
show aiso a metallic hue which is absent in any of the others. 

154. Hyphaenia apicicornis, n. sp. — Testaceous, the basal 
joints of the antennae and the tibiae and tarsi more or less 
piceous, thorax subquadrate, bifoveolate, elytra metallic blue or 
green, semi-punctate-striate, the interstices longitudinally costate. 

c Z 1 . Antennae longer than the body, with long fringes of hairs. 

9- Antennae shorter, without long hairs, the elytra gemi- 
nately punctured. 

Length 2-3 lines. 

Of narrow, elongate shape, the head iinpunctate, testaceous, 
the frontal elevations transverse, eyes large, clypeus in shape 
of a narrow transverse and perpendicular ridge, penultimate 
joint of the palpi, incrassate, antennae longer than the body, 
very slender and elongate, the first joint thickened, glabrous, 
the second very small, the following joints very long and slender, 
all furnished with long fringes of hairs, the lower six joints 
black, the others flavous, thorax subquadrate, one half broader 
than long, the sides straight, slightly narrowed before the middle, 
the angles not produced, the disc transversely sulcate, impunc- 
tate, flavous, scutellum broad, flavous, elytra broader at the 
base than the thorax , parallel , distinctly punctured in semire- 
gular rows, the punctures of transverse shape, the interstices 
finely granulate and closely longitudinally costate, below and 
the legs testaceous or flavous, tibiae unarmed, the first joint of 
the posterior tarsi longer than the following joints together, 
claws appendiculate, anterior coxal cavities closed. 

Hab. Si-Rambe. 

The size of this species is very variable, the females being 
much larger, the long pubescent antennae of the male and the 
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costate elytra in both sexes will help to distinguish the species 
which has somewhat the appearance of a Lt/perus. 

Eio. Dorydea ( IHaiyxanlha ) nigripennis, .lac. — Elongate, sub- 
depressed, fulvous, the breast, abdomen and the apex of the tibiae 
and the tarsi blackish, thorax bifoveolate, impunctate, elytra 
black, nearly impunctate. 

Mas. Antennae robust, the ninth joint greatly dilated and 
enlarged, the tenth short, subtriangular, the apex conical, ter- 
minal joint longer, dilated and battened, elytra nearly impunc- 
tate, abdominal segments margined with ilavous. 

Fem. Antennae simple, elytra closely and finely punctured 
anteriorly, the apex nearly impunctate. 

Length 3 l / 2 lines. 

I fab. Si-Rambe. 

Of this species, described by myself in the “ Notes from the 
Leyden Mus., 1884 ” two apparently female specimens are con- 
tained in this collection, they agree with the type in most par- 
ticulars, except that the antennae are entirely fulvous and the 
tibiae black at the apex as well as the tarsi ; another male 
specimen I have lately received, of which I give the description 
above which 1 refer to the present species, on account of its 
similarity in every respect with the females except in the struc- 
ture of the antennae, these in their dilated apical joints agree 
very nearly with the type of the genus D. insight's, Baly. In 
the present insect, the elytra in the male show just a trace of 
the punctures, when seen under a strong lens, which are so 
plainly marked in the females, but of course, the possibility is 
not excluded that the male, here described, may not represent 
the other sex of the original type, although it is highly probable, 
and if so, Ihryilea is a better place for the species than Pla- 
hjxanlka; the black elytra will at once separate the insect from 
I). ins ignis. 

lhG Platyxantha submetallica, n. sp. — Elongate, Ilavous, the 
antennae, tibiae and tarsi more or less piceous, thorax bifoveo- 
late, impunctate, elytra linely longitudinally costate, obscure 
fulvous, the sides and base metallic dark greenish. 
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Length 5 lines. 

Head impunctate, obscure llavous or testaceous, frontal tuber- 
cles narrowly transverse, clypeus narrow, triangular, antennae 
extending to tlie apex of the elytra, obscure fulvous or fuscous, 
basal joint elongate, second one very small, the following joints 
as long as the first one, thorax subquadrate , one half broader 
than long, the sides straight at the base, rather suddenly rounded 
before the middle, anterior angles tuberculiform, the disc impunc- 
tate, with two large, nearly contiguous foveae, obscure llavous, 
scutellum triangular , piceous , elytra slightly depressed below 
the base, each with about eight or nine longitudinal, not highly 
raised costae, the interstices finely impressed with transversely 
shaped punctures, dark metallic green, the disc pale obscure 
flavous, underside and legs llavous, tibiae and tarsi more or less 
fuscous, the tibiae unarmed, the first joint of the posterior tarsi 
longer than the following joints together, anterior coxal cavities 
closed ; the penis short and rather broad , its apex broadly 
rounded, but slightly pointed. 

ffab. Si-Rambe. 

Whether this species is really distinct from P. multicostata is 
somewhat doubtful, since structural differences seem to be ab- 
sent, it is however much larger in size, the elytra have the disc 
pale flavous with but a slight metallic tint and their punctuation 
is finer, in one specimen the metallic green is replaced by dark 
purplish. Of both species, two specimens were obtained. 

157. Platyxantha multicostata, n. sp. — Elongate, testaceous, 
thorax subquadrate, bifoveolate, impunctate, elytra metallic blue, 
closely longitudinally costate, the interstices strongly punctured. 

Var. The antennae, tibiae and tarsi obscure fuscous. 

Length 2 3 / 4 lines. 

Head rather broad, impunctate, the frontal elevations narrowly 
transverse, clypeus in shape of a highly raised triangular ridge, 
the central portion extending upwards between the antennae, 
its anterior margin perfectly straight, labrum broad, llavous, 
palpi robust, of the same colour, antennae long and slender, 
extending nearly to the end of the elytra, testaceous, the first 
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joint long, thickened /interiorly, the second one very short, third 
and following joints extremely long, longer than the basal one, 
thorax subquadrate, one half broader than long, the sides very 
slightly rounded before the middle, the angles distinct but not 
produced, the surface impunctate, minutely granulate, with two 
deep fovea, separated only by a narrow ridge, scutellum llavous, 
elytra parallel, with rather feebly raised but closely approached 
longitudinal ridges, metallic blue or greenish, the interstices 
closely and strongly impressed with transverse punctures, mi- 
nutely granulate, underside and legs llavous, the latter slender, 
unarmed, the first joint of the posterior tarsi longer than the 
following joints together, claws appendiculate , anterior coxal 
cavities closed. 

Ilab. Si-Rambe. 

There is no other Malayan species of this genus, which re- 
sembles the present one in the costate elytra in connection with 
its system of coloration. 

158. Aenidea costatipennis, n. sp. — Pale llavous or testaceous, 
head and thorax impunctate, the latter deeply bifoveolate, elytra 
longitudinally costate, the interstices finely punctured. 

Mas. Head deeply excavated below the antennae, palpi in- 
crassate. 

Length 3 lines. 

Head longer than broad , impunctate , the eyes very large , 
lower portion of the face deeply excavated, the upper edge of the 
excavation with two projections, palpi strongly incrassate at the 
penultimate joint, antennae long and slender, nearly extending 
to the apex of the elytra, llavous, the first joint long and slender, 
the second extremely short, the following joints very elongate, 
terminal joint half the length, thorax scarcely twice as broad 
as long, the sides nearly straight, slightly widened and rounded 
before the middle, the disc with two deep fovea, interrupted 
at the middle, impunctate, elytra minutely granulate, longi- 
tudinally costate, the interstices finely transversely punctured, 
legs long and slender, tibiae with a slender spine, the first 
joint of the posterior tarsi very long, much longer than the

following joints together, claws appendiculate, anterior coxal 
cavities closed. 

Ilab . Pangherang-Pisang. 

From all other species contained in this genus, the present 
one is at once distinguished by the costate elytra ; the female 
does not differ except in the structure of the head which is 
simple. 

lb 9. Syoplia pygidialis, n. sp. — Elongate, parallel, llavous, 
the head and the pygidium black, thorax minutely granulate and 
punctured, elytra pubescent, deeply punctate-striate , Ihe inter- 
stices closely longitudinally costate. 

Length 2 1 / 2 lines. 

Head broader than long, black, the vertex impunctate, frontal 
tubercles narrowly trigonate, clypeus broad and flat anteriorly, 
extending upwards into an elongate point between the antennae, 
eyes very large, labrum and palpi flavous, the latter incrassate, 
antennae closely approached at the base, flavous, the first joint 
extremely long, the second very short, following joints elongate 
and slender, terminal joints broken off, thorax transverse, of 
etpial width, the sides slightly widened and rounded at the 
middle, the surface with an obsolete depression near the anterior 
margin, minutely granulate and very finely and irregularly punc- 
tured, flavous, scutellum broadly trigonate, elytra rather convex 
and parallel, deeply and strongly punctate-striate, the interstices 
strongly longitudinally costate and clothed with flavous rather 
long pubescence, apex of the elytra rather truncate, their epi- 
pleurae extremely narrow , pygidium black , legs slender , the 
tibiae with a spine, the first joint of the posterior tarsi, nearly 
half the length of the tibiae, claws appendiculate, anterior coxal 
cavities closed. 

Ilab . Si-Rambe. 

From the only other known species of Syoplia the present 
one may be at once knowm by the black head and pygidium; 
the pubescent and costate elytra in connection with the long- 
metatarsus of the posterior legs are the principal characters of 
distinction in this genus. 
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1 00. Doryscus testaceus, .lac. — Of this extraordinary species, 
so different in the structure of the claws than the rest of the 
Phylophugu, several specimens were obtained at Si-Rambd; they 
agree in everything with the type specimen from Ceylon hut 
vary in the colour of the elytra, which latter have in some 
specimens a narrow transverse piceous hand at the base and a 
small spot near the apex, in others the head and the thorax are 
more or less marked with piceous and the elytra are narrowly 
margined with the same colour. To my original description of 
the genus (Proc. Zool. Soc. 1887) T have to make a correction; 
in that diagnosis the anterior claws were described as appendi- 
rulate and the posterior ones as united at the base, but divided 
at the apex ; in the Sumatran specimen the posterior extremely 
long and curved claws are widely separated and simple, but 
with a small tooth at the extreme base, and I can only assume, 
that in the Ceylon specimen the posterior (daws were but acci- 
dentally joined ; Doryscus is so distinct from any other genus 
of (tulerucinae that it cannot be mistaken ; I have unfortunately 
not the Ceylon type before me at this moment, but I have no 
doubt about the identity of the Sumatran insect; the species is 
also contained in the British Museum from India ; the general 
appearance is that of a Diabrolica, the upper and under side are 
furnished with long bristly hairs, the posterior claws are excep- 
tionally long and curved and their basal portion is as long as 
the metatarsus, the thorax is deeply impressed at the disc and 
the elytra are longitudinally costate and pubescent. 

101. Metellus costatipennis, n. sp. — Black, the head, antennae 
and thorax fulvous, thorax impunetate, bifoveolate, elytra closely 
and strongly punctured, the interstices longitudinally costate, 
black, marked with fulvous below the base, femora fulvous above. 

<A Antennae with the third joint subquadratelv and strongly 
widened, its upper edge deeply emarginate. 

9. Antennae simple, anterior half of the elytra fulvous, 
posterior one black. 

Length 3 1 / 2 lines. 

Oblong, rather broad, the head produced, triangularly depres- 
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sed at the vertex, the latter impunctate, clypeus swollen, very 
broad , occupying the entire lower portion of the face , finely 
rugose, penultimate joint of the palpi rather swollen, antennae 
two-thirds the length of the body, fulvous, the first joint short 
and thick, the second one very small, the third greatly enlarged, 
elongate and depressed, deeply emarginate at its upper edge, 
the other joints elongate, nearly equal, thorax one half broader 
than long, the sides constricted at the base, rather suddenly 
widened near the middle, the disc rather flattened, with two 
small fovea e ; impunctate, fulvous, scutellum broad, elytra de- 
pressed belovv the base very closely and rather strongly punc- 
tured , the interstices longitudinally costate throughout , under- 
side and the legs (the upper edge of the femora excepted) black, 
the first joint of the posterior tarsi as long as the following 
three joints together, claws appendiculate, anterior coxal cavities 
closed. 

I lab. Si-Rambe. 

Several species belonging to this genus, first described by me 
as Neochans and by Baly as Xacraea , are now known, the males 
are much distinguished by the structure of the antennae (used 
as a generic character of doubtful value and more for conve- 
nience sake), the present insect differs from any of its allies in 
the costate elytra in both sexes which will at once distinguish 
it ; the system of coloration in the specimens before me varies 
greatly, in some, the elytra are black with the anterior portion 
of the suture and an indistinct band within the depression, ful- 
vous, in others the latter colour predominates, leaving the pos- 
terior half of the elytra black, or the black is reduced to a small 
spot below the middle of each elytron. 

162. Sermyloides scutellatus, n. sp. — Black, the antennae 
and legs flavous, head and thorax fulvous, elytra flavous, finely 
and closely punctured, the suture and the lateral margin at the 
middle, black, last abdominal segment, flavous. 

Length 3 1 / 2 lines. 

Of convex, elongate shape, the head impunctate, the frontal 
elevations very narrowly transverse, lower part paler than the 
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vortex, palpi robust, antennae rather short ( 9 ) ilavous, the first 
joint slender, curved, the second very small , the third as long 
as the first joint, terminal joints shorter, thorax transverse, three 
times broader than long, the anterior margin concave, posterior 
one parallel to the other, the sides nearly straight, the anterior 
angles oblique, the surface impunctate, fulvous, scutellum elon- 
gate, black, elytra Ilavous, with a slight purplish gloss, closely 
and finely punctured, their sides and the epipleurae at the middle 
black, as well as the extreme sutural margin, the metatarsus of 
the posterior legs elongate. 

I fab. Sumatra (my collection). 

This species, of which only a single, apparently female spe- 
cimen is contained in my collection, differs entirely in its system 
of coloration, notably the black scutellum, from the few other 
species of the genus. 

163. Solenia robusta, n. sp. — Black, the head, thorax and 
the anterior femora fulvous, thorax extremely minutely punc- 
tured, the anterior angles dentiform, elytra metallic dark blue, 
finely punctate-striate. 

Length 3 lines. 

Of ovate, convex shape, the head impunctate, deeply grooved 
between the eyes, the frontal tubercles strongly raised, trans- 
verse, palpi incrassate , piceous, antennae scarcely extending to 
the middle of the elytra, black, the second joint very short, the 
third, one half shorter than the fourth joint, terminal joints 
elongate and slender, thorax twice as broad as long, rather 
convex, the sides with a narrow margin, rounded before the 
middle, the anterior angles produced into a tooth, the posterior 
margin with a very short perpendicular notch at each side, the 
surface scarcely perceptibly punctured, the punctures only visible 
under a strong lens, scutellum fulvous, elytra convex, very finely 
punctured in closely approached, somewhat irregular rows, the 
extreme apex nearly impunctate, underside and legs black, finely 
clothed with yellow pubescence, the anterior femora fulvous. 

ffab. Padang, also Perak. 

I 11 the specimens from Perak, contained in my collection, the 
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four anterior femora are fulvous as well as the first joint of 

the antennae; the comparative large and robust size, the fine 

punctuation of the elytra and the black antennae and tibiae , 
distinguish this species from its allies. 

164. Cleonica quadriplagiata, Jac. — Of this species, three spe- 
cimens were obtained at Si-Rambe ; they differ from the type 

in the greater extent of the llavous colour which only leaves a 

transverse black band at the base and another below the middle; 
in the type the black coloration prevails reducing the flavous 
colour to a patch at the middle and another at the apex ; the 
genus was placed by me in the llullicinae , I am however rather 
doubtful as to the true position of this insect , as the hind fe- 
mora are scarcely of sufficient thickness, and the shape and 
structure of the head and thorax approaches very near the genus 
Xenoda 3 Baly amongst the ( ialerucinae > the distinct prosternum 
however and the robust legs are not peculiar as a rule is this 
tribe ; be this as it may, Cleonica seems to be kind of transition 
form between the two great tribes which does not stand alone 
in this respect. In the original description of this genus (Notes 
Leyd. Mas. Yol. IX) I have omitted to state, that the prosternum 
is narrow but distinct.
